the Ladics Cloſer was broken open, beſides the charitable 
proviſions of - Medicinal Syrupes and Satves for the poote 
and the needy neighbours, all which were trampled under 
foor and.ſpoiled, There were ſome hoſpitable proviſions 
for Entertainments, as divers ſorts of Preſerves and other 

weer-meats, and in theſe this doughty Knighc had his fin- 
dy deep as any, except a common ſouldier, who ſecing 

im feed greedily on a Gally-por, reſuming hy 
yudgement to be good in rhe choice, (for rhe Proverbeis 
xxue which cnd ſoeyer you pur foremoſt, A lzqueriſh tayle 
bath a liquoriſh tooth) rudely thruſt his whole ft all be

ſo much hated, and ſo rated him away. In hizzerurne., a 
multirude of & rude people throng about him,and 
proſecute him throngh the ſtreers with exclamarions and 
out-cryes:nor do they ſtay here, their hands ſecond their 
rongycs, throwing ſtones and dirt at him. So little did 
either the hoary bead and venerable old age, or the Pri- 
viledge of his ſacred funRion afford kim proreRion frem 
the inraged multitude: Many ſce him,ſome pitty him,bur 
none dare owne him or rake himinto proceRtion , leaſt 
they ſhould divert this ſwelling tude of popular fury from 
the good old man,and draw iton themſelves; at laſt bow- 
els of compaſſion yearn on him , a kinſman of his embold- 
ned, what by the urgency ot Nature , andthe conſtrain 
of Charitic , opens his doores to afford him ſhelter from 
this ſtorm,bur all in vain ; like ſo many Beares robbed of 
their Whelps,they double their rage,the mulrirude threa- 
tento pull dowa the houſe unlefle the prey be delivered 
up unto them:the good old man ſeeing the inexorablenes 
ot his proſecurors, ro make a full return of the kindnefle 
which he found,reſolves rather to expoſe his owne perſon: 
us the ſubje@ of his fury, then his kinſ{mans houſe :- and

ricks; it S#ſ/olhe they meet wirh ſome that are as mad af 
r1emſelves : Few Counties (the more is the pitty) bur can 
yeeld companions in ſuch outrages. Fromthence the har& 
ly eſcapes with her life, ſhe abandons her houſe,and leaves 
it rothe mercy of theſe-new Miniſters of new juſtice, who 
not onely rifle the houſe, bur make ſtri& ſcarch for her 


perſon, And thar you may ghefle what ſpirituall men they 
were,and likewife in what danger this honourable-Perſay 
was in, they expreſic chemſelves in this rude unchriſtian 
language, That if they found ber they would try what { 
fhe had. From whence the fled ro S. Edmunds Bury,w 
the Gares were ſhur againſt her an hour ar leaſt;art le 

the was ſuffered to lodge there rhat night, and next 
with a ſtrong guard ſhe was conveyed ourof Town,and 
keeping her ſelfe as private as ſhe could, made an eſcape 
ro Londez. Her lofles at both her houſes were valueds 
an hundred thouſand pounds ar leaſt, though ſome chat 
knew therich furniture that adorned both, afficme ir tobe 
no lefſe then an hundred & tifry thouſand pounds,befidel 
her Parks in both places were wrer|y ſpoiled.

from which ever fince the Parliament began he. hath been 
a Non-refident:for not long after the ſyring of this Parka» 
ment , his Pariſhioners framed a Bill againſt bimro che 
Lower Houſe, Ameling agua him,not only as nega 
gent, bur inſufficient in his calling ; Nay,rhey accuſe bi 
of no lelle then Farreltry andBattery 3 Dy and 
wheredome, and ſome ſuch other fins, which in the. 
ment of all honeſt men , make a man truly and properly 
ſcandalous : yer this man thus Articled. againft tothe 
Houſe of Commons as ſcandalous, is th worthy to 
be ſubſtirured as a Coadjutor in M. Simmest his Cure, 
who onely was vored Scandalous becaule nor Rebellious:

of Impeachment, Arlaſt, being charged to preach 
no.morc ſuch doQrine,and putting in bayle,by the Com- 
mittee he is n—_ rerurne to his'charge.Bur behold 
what it is to be yoted a Delinquent, or a Scandalous Mi- 
niſter by the Commirree ; it is to be pur our of the prote- 
Riowot the Law , and expoſed to the fury of the people : 
for ox his return, Oath is made before a Juſtice ot Peace, 
thatat ad in Efex it was concluded that an hun-

; Fourthly, they oppreſſed him in his Stare, for after his 
returne home , ;ſceing rhe neceſſitie of oppoſing that in» 
undartion of wickednes which was over-tiowing his charge, 
and preſlcd carneſtly in conſcience according eo his duty 
and place, to labour ro undermine that- throne of Sx 
ran which by the Luxation of the nerves and finewes of 
Government was like to be ſer up both there and in all 
parrs of the Kingdome , he: bent himſelfe in his Sermon 
chictly againſt rhe preyailing finnes of the time, as Lying 
and Slandering, Rebellion and Treaſon, Pride and Op- 
preflion, Malice and Crueltie : yet theſe Sermons by his 
malicious enemies were interpreted” little betrer then 
Libells againſt the Parliament : and upon information 
given, he was ſent for up three or foure times , tothe 
Lower Houſe, ro his yery great charge and trouble, 
though when he came to Loxdox he was never called to 
anſwer tothe Accuſation.

& thertore in the firſt rare,rhey ſeized him twice ; —_— 
andinthe ſecond almoſt thrice as much as themſelvs; a 
contrivedrheir bnfineſle fo cunningly «chat they cauſed 
him to be ſenr for up to the Parliamenc while thele things 
were in doing, antrerurned rates in to the Exchequer in 
his abſence, rhar fo he might not have the oppottunity,by 
complaintof a juſt grievancegto relieve himſelfe, 

' Laſtly, having by moſt unjuſt vexations exhauſted his 
eſtate and drained his purſe:withourhearing his defence, 
indeed withour further ſummoning him to sppeare, they 
Sequeſter his Parſonage &Glebe,and Tythe,and pur one 
Robert Ath:ns a ſtranger into the Cure;and as they pur his 
Livelyhood into a ſtrangers hands,ſo they pur his Jife into 
the power ot his enemics,who ate aurhorizedro apprehend 
him,and carry himPriſonerto Cambridge : but upon In- 
timarion given, he withdrew himfelfe, and teaying all to 
the merey of his enemies ,, was forced by flight ro ſecure 
his Perſon, 

And here by the way give me leave to obſery& onething

ration to make Sir Richard Mynſbull a precedent to deter 
others from ſerying rhe King, fince it was notto be _

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bur by expoſing rheir perſons co impriſonment, and thei 
NR ekring : for the Reſulr of that Lelberan 
was, that fince they could not ſecure his perſon , they 
would ſcize on his eſtate. Nor doe they ſtay long before 
they put the ſenrence in execution : for an Thurſday the 
18. of Auzuſt, the Lord Brooke commanding a,g1eart part 
ot the Army , came to Sjr Richards houſe , and in caſe 
he ſhould find Reſiſtance, they bring, diverſe piece of 
Ordnance to barter the Houſe : bur þcing. came Jo find 
no oppoſicion, The firſt company that enters the houſe, 
were under the command of one Capt. Foxes, who cither 
dcieſting the 0pyre(Tiorr,or yer nor fleſhed in the fin, which 
bur chen £6und footing inthis Kingdom, (for this was the 
tirſt of this kind commirced in Buc hingbamfhirejarid the (c- 
cond in Exg/ang)modecated the cagernefſle of rae Souldi- 
ers ſharpſcton the prey, ſo thar they gleaned bur a little 
We aad there ; this modergtion renders Captaige Foxet 
uſp:Qzd for a Papiſt , both tothe Lord Brogke and the 
reſt of che Commanders : nay he is not onely voyced for 
a Papiſt, bura Rumour is rayſed that he was bribed into 
this moderation , and had taken a reward to ſpare Sir Ki- 
chards goods : the Capraine blaſted with theſe reports, 
the jealouhe of him grew ſo high, that the eaten to 
Fill him : to avoyd he fury of the Souldiers be is faine to 
wichdraw himſelfe , nor durſt heappear before a ſervant 
of Sir Rschards had made an Oath that he was innocent of

Glaſſe,they rake awayall Iton Barres,Caſements, Locks, 
Keyes.and Hinges: They break open his Wooll-houſe and 
Barns and empty and all:whey enter the Dove-houſe, and 
like vermine deſtroy the Pigeons : onely one of theſe ver- 
mine falling from the holes brake his back and dyed there- 
of:and: becauſe they could-nor carry away his houſe co- 
verily they indeavour ro fire it, to this purpoſe they leave 
matc "_—_ in the/ mats bur were diſcovered. From 
his houle they iflue ourtaro his ground;there they lay all

under his Maj hies ProreQion , they have cauſed his

pur, and when he was in his Prayer , one of them ſtruc , 
diverstimes with his ſtaffe againſt che Pulpic ro imterrups 
him, and while he was in his Sermon in contempr of th 
place wherethey were,and the ſacred aftionin doing,the.. 
were almoſt as loud as the Preacher, to the grear diſtur 
bance of the Congregation. No ſooner was the Sermon 
ended,and the Parſon come our of the Pulpir as far as the 
Reading-desk,bur rhey lay viotent hands upon him, renc 
his clothes , and threaten ro pull him in. pieces in the 
Church. Witch much intreatie they ſpare him there, and 
permit him to goe into the Church-yard : he is no ſooner 
come thicher,bur they aflault him more violenely then be- 
fore : Maſter ;borow ſeeing the Conſtable (who all this 
while ſtood a ſpeRator of his hard uſage) calls unto him, 
and charges him in the Kings name to -keepe the Kings 
Peace : at his requeſt they did a little forbeare him :;

Thomas 
Lanzgiey 20.1, William Langley 5 |. and Wilmot his ſervant 
5.1. Fobn More 801. Hoskins a Shoomaker 5 [, Canean 
Inne-keeper 7 /. Rates ſo illegall, or had they birflegall, 
ſo uncqually proportioned to theſe mens Eſtates,th:t had 
Ship-money been ſtill on foot , -it would not Favedrawne 
ſo much money out of their purſes in fortie or tiftic years, 
as this blew Apron Commintee at Keadizg , removed ſome 
ſeven or eight degrees from the Cloſe Commitee ar Weſt- 
mixſter,exrorted trom them at one clap.. O rhat wee were 
but ſo wife as to compare our Conditions ! certainly then 
we could not bur acknowledge the juſt wrath of God up- 
on us for our ingratitude, murmuring ſo much when wee 
had ſÞ little > pan blefle God for the returne of our 
former Peace, though with all irs grievances , and thoſe 
maliciouſlly aggravated. | 
Maſtcr Gi/es Thorne, Bachelor in Divinitic,and Parſon 
of S, Cuberts in Bedford,was upon Sunday in the begins

N Tueſday the ſecond of May, 1643. Sir Edwayd 
Hungerford, a chiefe Commander of the Rebells in 
Tibſhire , came with his Forces before Fardey Caſtle in 
the ſame Countie , being the Manſion houſe of the Lord 
Arandelof wardey : Bur finding the Caſtle ſtrong, and 
thoſe that were in ir reſolure, not to yeeld it up unlefle 
by force , called Colonel $rrodero hishelpe: Both theſe 
joyned in one,made a Body of 1 300 or thereabour, Being 
come before it, by a Trumpeter they ſummon the Caſtle 
ro ſgrrender; The reaſon prerended was, becauſe the Cg- 
ſtle being a Recepracle of Cayaliers and Malignants, both 
Houſes of Parliament had ordered it to be ſearched far 
Men and Armes, and withallt by the ſame Trumperer de- 
clared , that if they found cither Money or Plate , they 
would ſeize on it for the uſe of the Parliamenr. The La- 
dy Arundel ( her husband being then at Oxford, and 
hnce that dead there ) retuſed ro deliver up rhe Caſtle, 
and bravely replyed , that ſhe had a command from her 
Lord to keepe it, and ſhe wonld obey his command, Be- 
ing denyed entrance, the next day being Wedneſday the 
thirdof May » they bring up the Cannon within Musket 

| ſhor 
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fhor and begin the Barrery , and continue it from the 
Wedneſday to the Monday following , never giving atiy 
intermiſſion ro the b:fieged , who were bur 25 fighting 
men to make good the place againſt an Army of 1 goo 
this rime they{prung two Mines,the firſt in a vaultr 
which Beer and Wood andother neceſlaries were broug 
into the Caſtle : this did not much hurr, it being withour 
the foundation of the Caſtle, The ſccond was conveyed in- 
tothe ſmall Vaults , which by reaſon of rhe intercourſe 
berweene the ſeyerall patlages to every office, and almoſt 
every roome in the Caſtle, did much ſhake and indanger 
the whole fabrick. The Rebels had ofcen rendred ſome 
unreaſonable conditions to che belieged ts ſurrenderyas to 
givethe Ladies,borh che Mother & the Daughter in Law, 
and the women and children quarter , bur not the men, 
the Ladies both infinitely ſcorning to ſacritice the lives of 
their Friends and Servants to redeem theic own from the 
cruelcic of the Rebells, who had no other crime of which 
they could councthem guilty,bur their tidelicyand earneſt 
. endeavoursro preſerye them from violence and robbery, 
chooſe bravely (according to the Nableneſle of thoſe Ho- 
nourcable Families from which rhey are both extraed)ra- 
ther ro dyc together then live on ſo diſhonourable terms, 
Bur now the. Caftle broughe to this diſtrefle ,, the defen- 
dancs few,opprefſed with number,rired out with continu- 
all watching and labour from Tueſday ro Monday, fo di- 
ſtraRed berween hunger and wanr of reſt, that when rhe 
hand endcavored te adminiſter food, ſurprized with ſleep, 
ic forgat its imployment , the morſells falling from their 
hands while they were abour to carc,dcluding their appe= 
ries now when it might haye beene a doubr ans 
would ficſt have laded their muſquets wichall,cither Pow- 
der before.Buller, or Buller betore Powder, had not the 
Maid ſeryancs (valiant beyond their Sex ) alliited chem, 
and done that ſervice for them. Laſtly, now when te 
Rebels had brought Perars,and applyed them roche G E: 
| cn 
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den gobre (which if forced;opencd a tree paſſage into the 
Caſtle) and balls of wild+bre to throw in attheir broken 
windowes, and all hope of keeping the Caſtle was taken 
away,now and not till now did-the befieged ſound a Par- 
ley, And though in their Divrnals at Londow', they have 
told the world that they offered threel(core thouſand 
pounds t9 redeem themſelves & the Caſtle,and that ir was 
refuſed, yer few men take themſclves ro be boundanything 
the more to beleeve it, becauſe they report ir. F woutd Ma- 
ſter Cs{ewould leave preaching Treaton,and inſtruct his 
Diſciples ro put away {ying:, ana ſpeake every man truthr 
with his neighbour: certainly the world would nor be ſoa- 
;buſed with untrurhs as now they are:amongſt which num- 
ber this report was one, for it they in the Caſtle offered ſo 
liberally,how came the Rebels roagree upon' Arricles of 
Surrender ſo tar beneath that overcure ? tor the Articles 
ot Surrender were theſe : 
Firſt, that the Ladies and all others inthe Caſtle ſhould 
bave Duarter. x 
\ Secondly,that the Ladics and ſervants ſhould carry away 
all t} err wearing apparell,andthat fix of the Scyuing men, 
whom the Ladies ſhould cominate, ſhould attend upoa therr 
ptrſons whereſo:ver the Rebels ſhuu'd diſpoſe of then, 
. Thirdly , that all the flurnitu1e ani goods 12 the houſe 
ſnould be ſoft 110m Plunder, and to this pu' poſe one of the 
ſix nominated to attend the Lacics was ts ſtay in the 
Caſtle, and 1ake an Inventory of all iz the houſe , of which 
the Commandtrs were tobave one Copy and the Ladies 
ax#tber. } = 
Bur being on tteſe rermes Maſters of the Caftle and 
all within ir,'tis true, they obſerve the terſt Article , and 
py the lives of all the befiegedthougntheyhad ſlain in- 
the defence art leaſt 60 of the rebels: bur for the other rwo 
they obſerve them now-in any part : as ſoone asthey enrer 
the Caſtle , they firſt ſeize upon the ſeverall Trunks and 
Packs which they, of the Caſtle were making up, and _ 
ncither 
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neither che Ladies or ſervants any other wearing cloathes 
bur what was on their backs, There was in whe Caſtle a 
mongſt many richones,one extraordinary Chimny-piece, 
valued arrwo thouſand pounds, this they urterly deface, 
and beat downe all the carved workes thereof with their 
Pole-axes. There were likewiſe rare Picures, the worke 
of the moſt curious pencills that were knownero theſe 
latter times of the World , and ſuch rhart if Apelles him- 
ſelfe (had he been now alive) needed not to bluſh to own 
for his, Theſein a wild fury they break and teare in pie- 
ces, a loſſe that neicher Coft nor Art can repaire. Having 
thus giverrthema taſte whar performance of Articles they 
wereto expe fromthem , one barbarouſly lead the La- 
dies, andthe young Ladies children, rwo ſonnes and a 
daaghter, Priſoners ro Shaftsbery,ſome four or five miles 
from Yayder, While they are there Priſoners, to mitigate 
their ſorrowes , in triumph they bring five carr loads of 
their richeſt Hangings & other furniture through Shafty- 
bury towards Dorcheſter, and ſince thar, contrary to their 
promiſe and faith, given both by Sir Edward Hungerford 
aad Strode, they have Plundered the whole Caſtle : fo 
litrle uſe was there of the Inventory wee told you of, un- 
lefle ro let the world know , what my Lord Aruzdel loſt, 
and what theſe Rebells gained. 1 his havock they made 
within the Caſtle. Withour they burne all the Our-hou- 
ſes, they pull up the pales of rwo Parkes , one of Red» 
Deere, the other of Fallow : what they did nor kill, rhey 
lerlooſe to the world for the nexr taker, Inthe Parks they 
burne three Tenements and wo Lodges, they cut downe 
all the Trees about the Houſe and'Grounds , Oakes and 
Elmes, ſuch as few places could boaſt of the like, whoſe 
goodly buſhy advanced heads drew the eyes of Travellers 
onthe Plaines to gaze on them, theſe they fold for fours 
nce,flx pence,or ewelve pence a piece, that were worth 
rec, Foure, or Five pounda Tree : The Fruit Trees 
they pluck up by the roors,cxrendiag their malice ro com- 
ur 
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mit ſpoile on that, that God by a ſpeciall Law prozeted 
from deftruRion,cven in the Land of his curſe,the Land 
of Canaan: for ſo we read, Vhea thou ſhalt beſege a City, 
thou ſhalt not deſtroy the trees thereof”, by forcing an «xe 
againſt them, for thou maift cate of them , and thou ſhalt 
wt cut them downe to imploy them in the firge : onely the 
trees which thou knoweſs 1bat tbeybe not trees for meattbos' 
fhalt defiroy, Deur. 20. 19, 20+ Nay, that which eſcaped 
deſtruRion/in the deluge,cannot eſcape rhe hands of theſe 
children of rhe ,Apoliyon the deſtroyer. They dig upthe 
heads of rwelve great Ponds , ſome of tive or fix Acres 
apiece,and deſtroy all che Fith ; They ſell Carpes of two 
foot long for. rwo pence and three pence apiece ; They 
ſend ourrhe Fiſh by Carr loads,fo that the Country could 
nor ſpend them:nay, as if the preſent generation were too 
narrow an objeR tor their rage, they Plunder —_—_— 
and deſtroy rhe Nurſeries to the greater Ponds:they drive 
away and (cll their Horſes, Kine, and other Cattle : and 
having left nothing either in the Aire or Water, they dig - 
underthe earth, the Caſtle was ſerved with water broughe 
two miles by a Cunduir of Lead: and intending rather 
miſchicte ro the Kings friends then profit ro themſelves, 
they cur up the Pipe and oldic ( as thele mens wives 
in North #4l:ſbire doe bone-Lance ) at fix pence a yard 2: 
making that waſte for a poore inconfiderable ſum, which 
two thouſand pounds will not make good. T hey that have 
the unhappy occaſion roſum up theſe loſſes, value them 
at no lefle then an hundred thouſand pound. And though 
this loſle were very great, not to be paralleld by any, ex- 
cept that of the Counteſle of Rivers, yer there was ſome- 
thing in theſe ſufferingswhich did aggravate rleem beyond. 
all example of Barbaritic , which Fits unnaturall Warre 
nll now did produce, and that was Kachels Teares ; La- 
mentation and Weeping and grear Mourning, amother 
— for her Children, & would nor be comforted be+ 
cauſe they were taken from her, for the Rebells, = you 
are, 
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heare, havingcarried the two Ladies Priſoners to Shafts 
bary , thinking them not ſafe enough there intend tore- 
move them wo Bath , a place then much inteted both with 
the Plague and the ſmall pox The old Lady was fick,un- 
der a double confinement, that of the Rebels and her own 
in-diſpoſition,all were unwilling to be expoledrothe dans 
ger of rhe infeRtion, clpecially che young Lady, having 
three children wirh her,they were too dear,too rich a treg+ 
ſure to be ſnarched away to ſuch probable lofle without 
reluQancy; Therefore they reſolve not to yeeld themſelves 
Priſoners for chat place,unlefſe they willtake the ald La 
dy out of her bed , andthic reſt by violence, - and fo carry 
them away. Bur the Rebels fearing leſt ſo great inhuma- 
nitie mighc incenſe the people againſt them, and render 
them odious tothe Country,decline this,& fincethey dare 
not carry all to Bath , they relolve to carry fore to Dore 
thefter, a place no lefic dangerous for the infeQion of 
Schilme and Rebellion then B-th tor the Plague and the 
Pox, To this purpole they rake the young Ladies two 
ſons (the eldeſt bur nine, the younger a nv years of 
age) and'carry them captives to Dorchefler. 
In vane dorh the Mother, with teares intreat that theſe 
pretty pledges. of het Lords affeQions may nor be ſnats 
ched trom her : in vaine doe the Children; imbrace and 
hang abour the neck of their Mother, and implore lielpe 
from her that neither knows how to keep tinem,nor yet how 
eo part with them ; bur the Rebels having loſt all bowels 
of Compatlion, remaine inexorable. The Complaints of 
the Mother, pirrifull cry of the Children prevail not with 
them, like ravenous Wolves they ſcize on the prey :: and 
rhongh.rhey. doe nor. Crop , yer they tranſplanc thoſo 
Olive branebes that flood about their Larents Table: h 
barbarous fa&t,and ſuch as muſt look our of Chriſtendom» 
for-a prefident , and hardly find it though amongſt 'the 
Hearhen,except amongſt rhe unwaſhed Turkes,whorake 
Chriſtian Children from their Mothers breaſts —_— 
| maxe 
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make a Seminary for their guards of Janizaries, or 
by deſalation to make them Eunuches unſuſpe&ed 
guardians of their Concubines,- or it in Chriſten- 
dome, amongſt none bur the Jcſuites their brethren , 
a generation whom they would be thought moſt to hate, 
yer axe knowne moſt to imitate. Exod, 21. To ſteale 
a Man was death by the Law of Moſes , nay the Romans 
that ſaw by no other Light, bur that dimme Sparke of 
Nature diſcerned the equitic of this Law, as is apparent 
intheir Lex Fabia de Plagiariis : and rhough theſe men 
blanch the Inhumanitie pretending that they 1ob the 
Mother to inrich the Church , to bring them up in the 
crue Religion , ir were worth the "while to aske d if they 
would vouchſafe an _— whart they mean by the true 
Religion, if they mean the Precteſtant, or roſpeake more 
properly the Religian of the Chutch of Exgland , 'tis ap» 
parent they perſecure tr ut ſuppoſe ( which wee doe 
not.grant')' that they di ve Parents of their Chil 
dren to that purpoſe to bring them up inthe true Rehgi- 
on,yer cannot a good Intention warrantan unlawſull at, 
nor ought they ro doe evill that gogd may come ot it; 
nor doe wee find either that the Church was ever pleaſed 
with ſuch acceflions , or that God did give a blefling ro 
ſuch unwarrantable zeal.

that to baptize children without the conſeat of the parents; 
is all one as tocompel mex of full age to be baptized, The 
ſame derermination is cited and approved by the Canonift, 
Dift.45.Cap,De Fudeis,and were it bur conhiſtent with the 
nature of rhis worke, it were caſy rodecry this Jeſuicicall 
Turkiſh praRtice by moſt impregnable arguments:, both 
in the Schoolemen and Caſuiſts ; bur I muſt leave this to 
men of the ſacred Fun&ion , and onely beg leave to ins 
ferre, thar if it be not lawtfull ro baptize the Children of 
Jewes , Infidels, or Herericks without conſent of their 
Parents, though without Baptiſme when ic may be had 
there is noentrance into the Kingdom of Heayen,certain.

Qn Friday the 12 of May 1643. M. Joba Bykar (ſonne 
to the Vicar of Dam-(burch) was with his Faiher in Law, 
one of the High Conſtables of Warwick ſhire, ac the mar- 
ker at Coventry.. Being in ahouſe inthe C ity, he received 
ſome rude affronts trom a Souldicr of that Garriſon : He 
being a very civill man,ot good moderation,and it ſeems 
well inſtructed nor to anſwer a foole in his tolly , or be- 
ing reviled to anſwer againe, withdrew himſclfe from the 
place, to decline rhe inſolentmadnefle of the Souldicrs, 
and tree himſelf from his provocarions : being come inro 
the ſtreers,ſecure,as he thought, from all violence,he was 
ſuddenly run through the body, and falling downe, dyed 


inſtantly. His offence was (for as yet wee can heare of no 


others) thathe was a Parſoxs ſonne;. ſo invererate malice. 
t> that funRipaand all depending on ir, doctheſe Rebels 
beare, And therefore if in this Relation you meer with fres 
quent mentian of Aﬀronts, Oppreflions, Plundering and 
. urthersof the! Miniſters of the Goſpel,doe noramnribure. 
it to any partialiry,as if rhe Relator were more querulous 
for them chen athers, bur.to a ſerious defire ro proportion 
his labors in a juſtmeaſare to the merit of eathmans caſe, 
Maſter 4brabap Haynes ot London ,in September laſt, 
travelling into.$brop-ſbire ty vie his daugheet an ſome.

Maſter Flint a Curate murthered by a Rebell there. The 
Rebels breach of faith at the ſurrender of Sudley Caſtle, 
and their abuſe of the Church and Monuments there.

Hat the Kingdome mighenot be undone bur at thei . 
owne charges, ſundry wayes and arts , both by 
force and intreatie , have beene uſed ro extort monics 
from the Kings good SubjeRs to maintaine the pre- 
ſenc Rebellion. Amongſt others Maſter Gray of wel- 


 lingborow, Clerke of the Peace for the Countie of North- 


bampton, was aflaulred by perſwafion, and very earneſtly 
ſolicired by Sir Kowland 8. Fobr,to contribute liberally 9 
this unnaturall, Warre : bur his refuſall t5 partake in ſo 
crying a finne,did produce a double effeR,indignarion in 
the Rebels;thar hare all men that runne nor into the ſame 
exceſle of Treaſon & Rebellion with them,becauſe others 
backwardnefle dcth upbraid their forwardnelle that ruſh 
into Rebellion like the horſe into the barrel]; bur brouy he 
forth imirarion in others, not onely in wellingborow , bur 
in ſome Villages bordering on that Towne : who ſeeing 
ſo good a prelidenrof Loyalty,refuſe with him to hearken, 
tolo 1 raitcrous propoſalls: and now thinking themſelves 
indangered by their retuſall,and expoſed ro the mercy of 
Rebell-Plunderers, they enter into a conſulration how to 
ſecurethemlelves from violence , and reſolve ro come to 
each others afliſtance, it the .Dragooners from, Nerth:,

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bampton or anyelſe ſhould aflaultthem,upon notice given 

angling their bels:and thar theworld might nor think 
their fears to be groundlefle,on the 26 of December 1642. 
at 12 of the chickjar night,Capraine Frazcas Sawyer (and 
as is ſuppoſed a brother of Sir Gzlbert Pickerings) atrend- 
ed by 100. Dragooners beſet. M. Grayes houſe ; and the 
fignall of jangling the bells being diſcovered by ſome 
ot the Towne that were of their FaQtion, to prevent the 
Alarme to the Country, they rye up the bell-ropes , and 
Place a guard of twelve Muskerteers in the Churctr yardto 
ſecure the paſlage to the. belfrey ; having thus beſer the 
houſe,and as they thoughy fruſtrated the device of calling 
rhe confederate Villages to their hc! pe, Captain Sawyer 
demands entrance, M.Gray out ofhis Window tells him, 
that he and his family were in bed, and withall dcfired to 
know. what their intentions were, thus in the dead of the 
night to diſturbe their reſt , and what Warrant they bad 
ro command entrance ? they return him cnſwer,that they 
had a Warrant to apprehendhis perſon , and ſeize on his 
Plate and Armes for the uſe of the Parliament : halfe an 
houre was pen in this Parley , M. Gray pratraſting the 
time , that perhaps his neighbours hearing of his danger 
might come to his reſcue : which accordingly fell our,for 
ſome of rhe Towne hearing that rhe Rebels had beſet 
M. Grayes houſe, haſten towards the Church, that by the 
ſound of the bels (the fignall agreed on) they might ſum» 
m6 1heCountry:when theycome thicher,they find the way 
intercepted , a guard of Muskereers denying them en=. 
trance:bur inraged to find oppoſition where they.did noe 
expect itthey tell foule on the guard, beat them off, took 
hve of their Muskets, forced their entrance, & ſo rang the 
bels.Hercupon the Rebels,fearing thar rheir entrance was 
delayed thereby to pain rune till the Town and Country 
might come in-ts his Reſcue, brake open a Window, 
and pur in one or two of their company who preſently 
open the dgorcs ro them and give them free entrance; 
haying 
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having thus pollefled themſelves of the houſe , rheir firſt 
worke is to ſeize upon M Grayes perſon , to this _ 
rhey make dire&ly ro his Chamber , whom they tound in 
his ſhirt , and would hardly give him leave to pur on his 
cloaths ; and that their ſeizing of his perſon 7, a noe 
be withour all ſhew anthoritic , they produce a Warranc 
ſigned by the Earle of Eſſex , in which M. Greyes name 
was, this they ſhew onely,but will not permit him to read 
it. All the monies and Plare which they found in the houſe 


they take away, and as for M.Gray himſelfe having taken 


him priſoner , they compell him to goe on foor from wet- 
lingborow to Welby : while they are on their way towards 
Welby, ſome 4 or 5o men from melliz ;borow, armed only 
with Swords and Staves come toreſcue M.Gyay from the 
Rebels : atter a ſhort skirmiſh (wherein one or two of the 
Purſuers were hurt only,nor ſlain) finding that they were 
unequall for the Rebells both in number and Armes, 
leaving the prey in the hands of the Oppreſlors, they re- 
rreatto zelling borow : being returned thirher , "they find 
five hundred of the Countrey come in to their aſliſtance: 
The common people ( whoſeldome love or hate tnode- 
rately ) inraged that Maſter Gyay ſhould thus be taken 
from them, eſpecially ſome of his poore' neiglibours, 
who in him were robbed of the reliefe which they recei- 
ved from his Charitic , reſolve ro make ſome - of the 
Rebels FaQtion in that Towne ſenſible of rhieir diſplea« 


' ſure: and therefore fince they cannor wreck their anger 


onthe Rebels thatdid the Fa& , they fall foule on'thoſe 
that did approve it, if they were nor abertors and 'under- 
hand contrivers of it : they breake their windowes, break 
into ſome of their houſes , and ſpoyle their goods. A- 
the number of thoſe that ſuffered under rhe fury 
of the le, a Chandler and a Cooper under-went the 
lofſe,yer ir could not be much,fince upon'a ftri& 
ry the whole ſpoyle done inthe Town did not amounr 
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Many of this aflembly,urterly diſliking ſuch diſorders, 
did not onely reprove the chiete aftors in this out-rage, 
bur to diſ-counterance their proceeding withdrew them- 
ſelves : They of the Towne to their houſes, they of the 
Conntrey to their ſeverall habitations : ſo that by the 
breake of day the Tumulr was appeaſed and the Towne 
cleared. Whule theſc things were in doing , the Cooper 
and one or two with him poſt away ro M. Pernethe- Par- 
ſon of #elby,'a Turbulentand Seditious man , and make 
their complaint ro him , and ro inflame hins that was too 
aptto kindle without their helpe , they doenotonely ag- 

ravate their own loſles at Wellzzgborow, bur tell him that 
. threatned to come and do the like at We/by? M.Perne, 
(changing his black Coax for a gray ) inſtantly goes to 
North-bampton , and there repreſents the injury done to 
their FaQtion at Wellingboroaw, and the pretended danger 
of Weibyſo effcually, that by noone that Tueſday Colo- 
nel Norwich commanding in chief, Serjeant Major Moles 
Captain Fohx Sawyer,Capraine Francs Sawyer, Captain 
Per tlow, Captain Redman, Captaine Fermar, Captai 
Haerreld, with 500. but others ſay, 1000, Horſes —_ Dra- 
gooners,came to relingbo/ow : being come thither, they 
drvide themſelves into jeverall T roopes to make good ſe- 
verall paflages into the Towne, thereby ro keepe out the 
Countrey that were comming ro their ayde,Caprain Fohn 
Sawjer with $o or a 100 Dragooners enters the Towne at 
char ſide which leads to welby ; and riding in the .Front of 
his men , marched direRlyrowards M. Neile of Wollaſton, 
and ſome fey with him who ſtood to oppoſe him: Sawyer 
diſcharges at M. Neile, and whom he miſled with his Bul- 
let ha would be ſure ro hit with his rongue , ſhocring our 
arTqwes,even bitter words,calling him Popiſh Kaſcall: bur 
what reward ſhalbe givenunto thee O thou falſe Tongue? 
he ſtayed nor. leng withour it, for the words were no ſoon- 
er ſpoken, and (to ſecond his words) a charge given to 
his Souldiers to give fire, but he received what he would 
| have 
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have given , his deaths wound by a ſhatin the head and 
necke by Gooſe-ſhot , which made him fall on his Horſe _ 
neck , which ſhot was ſeconded by a Countryman , who 
with a Club bear him off his Horſe into the dirt;being thus 
beaten down,the women to revenge their husbands Quar- 
rell faſten on him.: but M. Oliver Gray ( ad to M, 
Gray before mentioned) & MM Wookafton reſcucd him our of 
their hands,whe otherwiſe had immediatly dicd the death 
of Siſters by the hands of women : reprived thus for ſome 
few houres , they carry him to one Gray's houſe an Ale- 
houſe-keeper,whoſe wife was Capt.Sawyers Aunt, where 
they adminiſtred what they could, bur in vaine, for after 
two and twentie houres uiſhment he dyed : as ſoone 
as Captaine Sawyer was n , his Souldiers Rely 
ran away,only his ſon, unwilling to leave his Farher, fol- 
lowed him tothe hazard of his lik by many wounds which 
he received, In other Parts of the Towne,the Towne(rmen 
quitthemſelves like valiant Souldiers & loyall SubjeRs, 
and with very little helpe of the Country kept the Rebels 
out: M.Gray's man and another, with cach man his Mus- 
ker, kept outaboye a 100 at the lower end of the. Towne, 
and repelled them twice or thrice : .and had nor Caprai 
Sawyer comming ta himſclte. a lirtle before his « per- 
ſvaded them that it wavin vain to ſtand our, there being 
three Pieces on the way from Northampton to batter the 
Town (which proyed crue) and withall perſwading them 
to write a Letter rothe Commanders,promiling that 
their ſubmiſſion the Towne ſhould be ſecured , they had 
keld ir out.cothe laſt man:burche dying Caprain prevaie 
rding to his advice, 
which as they ſay, was ſigned by his own hand, the appre- 
henfis of his deſperate condicion haying put newthoughts 
in hi. Bur this reſolution not being ſo tully made known 
tothe Towne as a buſinefle of that concernment ought to 
have beene , ſome of the Towne , being ignorant of any 
reatic, 
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'Treatie, made ſome ſhot, and the Rebells willing to take 
advantage, ruſh into the Towne , pur bork: of the 
Towne and Country ro flight, -Captaine Francu Sawyer 
wuch inraged for his Brother , and +comming neare the 
place where his Brother waswounded,ſecing Maſter Flat 
the Curare of Harrowdern ftand there, 'not any way inga+ 
ged'inrhe reſiſtance; having not given any provocation, 
he barbarouſly truck him with-his Pole-axe , and cleft 
his head downe to the eyes; of which wound he dyed ins 
ſtantly : theearth ey, that innocent blood , ſhed 
by the hand of an accurſed*Doeg, which like the blood of 
Abel, calls loud in the cares of God for vengeance upon 
them who authorize and conntenance ſuch horrid Mur- 
thers ; Curſed be bis anger for it was ie/ce,and his wrath 
for it was cruell. voÞ © | 
Being Maſters of the Towne at three of the Clock in 
the afternoone , they begin ro Plunder , 'and continue 
the ſpoyle untill the nexr daylight failed rhem , uncill 
Wedneſday night, In this time they carry away the 
Wealrtrof the "Towne to Northampton and other pla- 
ces } Tparing none bur thoſe whoſe congnes' were frams 
edto Shiboterh , men 'of their owne Faftion , wherher 
theywete aRive againſt them or ſtood Neuters: by which 
EfiFrthoſe Luke-warni'men(who ſtand pendulous equal- 
ly poyſed berween Rehellion and Loyalrie, and know nor 
which fide to leaneunto ) uefle what theaſure they 
are Iike to recetve+ronithe Te ls hands, if ever they 
come.ro'have them intheir power. Fw | 
inthe Towne , rwo' nien eſpecially ſuffer under theſe, 
Free-booters, Maſter Gray and Maſter Fiſher; from the 
firſt, being Clerke of rhe Peace, they rake away the Com- 
miſhons'of Peace ,'the Seffions Rolls , 14m with his 
owtig Evidences and Leaſes, all his houſhold-ſtuffe,cven 
to his very bed-cords , ' leaving but one ſheer for his wife 
and fiye "children ;' his Wheat and other Corne they

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give ro' their Horſes ; wharthey did not eare, they threw 
110 the ſtreers , and tramplet it inthe'dirt, From the 0- 
ther they rook goods, ' and other things', amounting to a 
very great fumwe ; and to complear their wickednefle,to 
their oppreſſion they adde ſcorne ; for having taken away 
all tharthey could , in derifion they affix 'ProteRions in 
writing under Colonel Norwich his hand, at his and ſome 
others doores, forbidding any man to Plunder, General 
what they could not carry away , they ſpoyle, fo that the 
lofſe ' ſuſtained by the Towne is valued art fix thouſand

They took Maſter Weile Prifoner,and fome forty more, 
the Vicar, Maſter Zones, a grave 
and learned man, bur lame anid very fickly , and having 
Plundered him of all he hag, they mount him on a poore 
Jade;with a Halter inſtead of a Bridle the reſt they rye 
rwo and two together, and drive them before them ro 
Northampton. Maſter Gray as1 told you, was rhe day be- 
fore led Priſoner ro#tby , trom thence'to Northampton, ' 
whete' His Priſon cannor afferd kim proteRion from the. 
fury'andrage of rhe Souldiers , ro make wayto his death, 
me threaten to pull downe, the houſe where he was conki- 
ned :* and the Commiſlioners finding thar he'could nor 
remaine there with any ſafexie', were conſtrained ro ſend 
him TI ro London.” Being come thither, Arti- 
cles'are framed and exhibired againſt him , which being 
examined at a Comtulttee, and no proofe ar all made, he 
was voted to be diſcharged his Imprifonmient : yertode- 
lude Juſtice and rhe” Periezor of Right , the Chaire-man 
could never find a time to make his report to the Houſe, 
ſothar he'temained aPr for a long time. 
Onthe 28 of Tanwary,” 1642. the Caſtle of Sudley up- 
eficompoſitien was delivered up to the Rebels;there were 
Artitles agreed on and ſworneto, bur as he ſpake truely, 
Childreh were deceived with Apples,and Men with Oaths. 
the Rebells as they ſcare to Articles for their adyanta ge,

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ſothey break them as eaſily for their adva and make 
Perjury an calic uninterrupred paſſage ro Theft & rob- 
bery , tor theſe Rebells brake as many Articles as they 
ſwore unto: rhey Plunder not only the Caſtle,the Seat and 
houſe of the Lord Chandois,and Winchcombe a neighbou-

In Saint Mavies Church in #arwick,and the Chappel, 
(commonly called the Earles __ adjoyning ro the 
Quire of that Church,are divers taire Monuments of the 
beuchamps, anciently Earles of that place, which Famity 
long tlourithing chere,had bin great BenefaQors & beau- 
rifiers of that Church, whereof Thomas Beuchamp (Earle 
of werwick,and Earl Marſhall of England, andone of the 
Founders of the moſt noble Order of the Garrer, in the 
Raigne of King Edward the third ) built the Quiire now 
ſtanding,in the midſt whereof is his Monument, & ador. 
ned the windowes with the Pictures of himſelfe , his wife 
and children,which were many, upon the Sur-coars of the 
men werertheir Armes sk11fully depied , the women ha- 

vying the like, and Maniles, over which were the Armes 
of Piir Matches,their Husbands being the prime Nobili- 
ty of thole rimes:the like portraitures in | scr—y much: 
morerich and coftly,were in that ſtarely Chappell before 
mentioned; 1n this ſtood the Monumenr of Earle Kzchard

being Brafle gilt ; and inthe opinion of judicious oþſer- 
_ nw eſteemed rhe rareſt PiececreRed for an 
Subie& in the Chriſtian World : bur ſuch is the barba. 
rouſnefle of the pretenders ro Reformarion , rhar upon 
Wedneſday the 1 4. of this inſtant Faxe, the Souldiers 
by che appointmen:. and encouragement of one whom (in 
theſe degenerous times wherin rhe dregs of the people are 
made Commanders for the adyancement of Rebellion ) 
mencall Colonel Purefey ( a man of a meane deſperate 
fortune,bur by rhe meanes of the late Lord zrooke choſen 
Burgeſle of Parliament for Warwick, who bad the grea- 
reſt influence in ſeducing that unhappyLord to this deſpe- 
rate Rebellion,in which he nuſerably periſhed: ) did beat 
down and deface thoſe Monumenes of Anrtiquirie,and nor 
content with this , by the ſame Command they breake 
downe the Crofle in the marker place , not leaying one 
Stone upon another , Parefey all the while ſtanding by, 
animating and incouraging them, unrill they had finiſhed 
their ſo barbarous workeIn which the World may obſerve 
thar theſe men are the ſworne Enemies, not onely of 
rended Superſtition, bur of the Enſignes of Nobilitic and 
Genery, that if their Diana, mean their Parity may take 
effe&, poſteriry may forger and not read the diſtin&ion of 
Noble from ignoble in theſe venerable monuments of an- 
cient Nobility : there beg in theſe windowes ſomerhitig 
indeed to inſtru a Herald, nothing to oftend the weak« 
eſt Chriſtian, i 
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poftor Cox barbarouſly uſed by the Earle of Stamford as 
Exeter, contrary to the Law of Armes. The unbeard of 
erackies- committed by the Lord Grey of Groby and his 
Souldiers, tn the perſon, bouſe , goods and ſervants of 
Maſter Nowel in Rutland-ſhire. Dofor Bargrave z 
intreated by Col.Sands ix Kent,efc. 
Ax the great and happy defeat given by the vi- 
Ctorious Sir Ralpb Hopton to the Deven-ſhire for- 
ces at Stayton, it pleaſed the Commanders of His 
Majeſties Forces ro enterraine oſs of Clemency to- 
wards the remainder of the Rebels. To reſtify ro the world 
therefore that there was nothing more in their defires they 
a T hrift of Chriſtian blood, and withall ro heap Coales of 
fire upon their heads, ro conquer them by kindnefſe whom 
they had often conquered by the Sword : by rheir Letters. 
they Gignific their readinefle to cloſe up thoſe wide rents 
berweene them,by a Treaty, And that a Meflage of Veace 
might be well {uired with a Meflenger , they ſent the 
Leners by Door Cox Door of Divinitie, who attendeds 
by aTrumpeter,came to Exeter that Sunday in the after= 
noone, Fhe Trumpeter as the manner is gave the Towne 
warning as ſoon as he came within ſight of the firſt guard, 
and pteſenrly-an Officer came to receive him,who blind- 
folding him wich a handkerchicte pinn'd over his eycs, 
conducted him through the Citic unto the Earle of 
*amfords houte : having admirance there , the Dofor 
akes off his bandkerchicfe , but accidentally did nor 
diſpolc 
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diſpoſe of the pinne thar taſtned ir , bur {till kepr it. in his 
hand ; the Earle he had noſooner ſer his eyes uponthe 
Do&or,bur preſently he reviles him, and calls him all the 
reproachfull names he could imagine , and ſivere thar he 
would hang himinſtancly-: bur firſt ro extorta confeſſion 
from himyhe offers a Knite or Dagger to his breaſt,deman- 
ding an Anſwer to ſome Interrogatories : the DoQor nar 
affrighted wich ſuch rough uſage, replyes very diſcreetly, 
that he had received commands to deliver certain Lerters 
trom the Commande1s of che Corxiſh ro choſe of the De 
zouſhire Army , bur that he had no Commitſlion to farisfie 
any diftcrent and by-demands, this denyall to anſwer, 
together with after dinner, inflamed the Earle, -and pur 
him into a new fitof rayling : and for yaricrty ſake he did 
intermix the opprobrious names with many menaces and 
offers of ſtabbing him : In the end,ſeeing thar-this harſh 
welcome could efte& nothing,nor awe the Door co maky 
any diſcovery, he demands the Letters : the Door, that 
he might cleare his hands, and ſodive into his pe 
ſuddenly, pur the pin which he held in his hands berween 
his lips ; hereupon one 24xter, a Serjeant Major ot the 
Ciry,oblerving the motion of his hand, but nor perceiving 
what it conveyed to his mouth, cryed our , What dothihe 
Rogue eate there ? He ſwallowes papers of InteBigentt: 
With this, the Earle forgetting che gravitic and ſerion 
deportment of a Peer of _— of England 

in an antique maner to leap, and skip, and frisk , crying 
out, Treaſon, Treaſon,he comes to betray the Citie,Couragt 
my braveblad's; and ſorurning tothe DoRory: he ſet 
dapper againc to his breaſt, & demanded whar it was that 
he had put into his mouth ?. The DoRor mildly and ſoft: 
ly putting his hands ro his lips, rooke the pin thence, and 
ſhewing ir to his Lordſhip, ſaid, It is a pin my Lord, Thc 
Serjeant Major thinking to.interceprrhe ſuppoſedIntelly 
ſruce going downe the Doors threat , inſtantly fiyesw 
im,took him by the throat, and griped him ſo hard OS 
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he had almoſt ſtrangled him. The Earl himſelfe (moſt un- 
worthily) crying our, Cat the villains throat, cut it ; nor 
did he command another what he would ner doe himſelfe, 
for with his owne hands he offered his knife thrice ar the 
DoRors throat to cur it,bur rhe DoRor ſtil par it by,God 


who is « preſent belpe in trowble,reſtrained the Earle, and 
delivered the Door our of his hands. Nor was it his 
co ſuffer from honourable hands only,the Rtanders by are 
not idle, bur follow fo leading an example : as if he had 
been ſent for from Cornwall to Exeter on no other errand 
then to be made the Cirie ſcorne, and the ſubjeR whereon 
their wanton inſolency ſhould vent irſelfe : every one in 
the roome had a fling at him : ſome with rheir fiſts bear 
him abou the head, others ſcratch his face , one with his 
fingers boares his eares, ro his extreame rorment another 
with his fingers rakes in his mouth , hoping there to find 
papers of Intelligence : one teares his haire, another 
forces his hand downe his rhroar, and the thing for which 
they make this ſtriRt ſearch is InceNigence , ſome (crole of 
Intelligence : Sure there-is much want of 1InteGigence in 
their owne heads , thar made ſuch ſtrict inquiſiion for ir 
in another mans, Well, they continue this purfair of 1n- 
teligence ſo long and ſo cagerly, that the Door fainting 
under ſo barbarous uſage,was ready to give up the ghoſt, 
and for feare he ſhould dye under their hands, they leave 
him a fad Embleme of that enterrainment which the Mef- 
ers of Peace find from the men of rhis Generation. 
Letrhar rebellious Ciry remember and tremble at that 
eondolement of our Saviour over the like hnne;0 Feruſa- 
lem,ler#ſalem, thou that hull:ſt the Prophrtts , and loneſt 
tbem thet ave ſext unto thee,] am/unwilling to goe on and 
read her deſtiny,and therefore ſhall return to the ſtory, 
Having in this unchriſtian manner inſulced long enough 


atell> | pon the DoQor,they divert their rage,and ſpend the re- 


kdue of their fury on the Trumpeter , and having cither 
before,in part breathed ourtheir madnelle,or northinking 
ous the 
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che 
they uſed him bad enough, yet they cxprefle not {o keen a 
malice againſt bim as againſt che DoRor. Having ſatiated 
chemſc)ves by cumulating injury upon injury uponthem, 


they are bach commanded to an outward Roome , he 
they are afſaulred by freſh furics , for they had nor ſtayd 
long there, burtwo Alderman renew the ſame inſolen- 
cies and aQt ihe injuries all over againe, and the very 
dregs of the people animated by their example bear them 
Company. Aicer this the Earle Commuts them to Priſon, 
and being brought into the Roome where they were to 
lodgegthey were fjript naked, and their cloathes narrow- 
ly ſearched : andihough after all this ſcrutiny nothing 
could be found , yer Intelligence is the thing the Earle 
looks after,and Intelligence Fe will have it it be to be had, 
And though the world never took his Lordibip for a Phy» 
fician, yer he preſcribes wo vornits,where his honour had 
his Szz2xples I know not, bur the compoſition was of a green 
colour, divided into two draughts , put into two bowles, 
theſe the Earl commands to be adminiſtred rothe DoRor 
and the Trumpeter, that ſo they may vomir up thoſe ſup- 
poled Papers of luteiigence which Serjeant Major Baxitr 
thoughr they had (iwallowed;rhe Door the chiefe Patient 
begins firſt, whom inſtantly they ply with Poſſer-drinke, 
having likewiie ſome intufion in it to proven and hel 
on the Potion taken : all nighr long did they keepe the 
DoRor at this exerciſe , chough they ſaw that what came 
from him came with greart difficultic and Lormenr , 
they gave not off, xill at laſt ir drew blood from bim ; all 
the returne that was made intothe baſon was very exatly 
ſtrained , to ſee if there were any ragge ot In'elligence : 
but there-was none: bur in caſe ir 0 work both wayes, 
(chough his Lordſhip had many about him wondrous fir 
for ſuch-imployment ) yer whom he placed Senrinell for 
rhe poſterne+if aty Intelligence ſhould chance to eſcape. 
that way,wy incelligence failes me, This inhumane uſage 


brou 


r ſo Malignant as the DoRor,hough 
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brought the DoRor ſo-low , that in three 'dayes he was 
not "ble to receive any ſuſtenance. In this hisexrremiry 
and weaknefſe, he had many viſars from che people of the 
Towne , who like Febs comforters revile him inſtead of 
pitrying him; and the third night as he lay very fick and 
weake in his bed,there came intg his Chamber a man very 
|:kely to prove the meſſenger of death unto him,his name 
was Done, Lieutenart to Captaine white, who preſently 
asking for che Jeſuire, and calling him Rogue,and as ma- 
ny bale names as himſelfe deſerved, offeredto lay vielent 
hands upon him : bur one, of the Souldiers abhorring 
ſo barbacous crueluie, in meere mercy to a dying man, as 
he had reaſon to judge him, interpoſing , reſtrained him 
from aRing thoſe murtherous thoughrs which he broughc 
with him, After the DoQor had remained Priſoner five or 
ſix dayes , aid having recovercd fo much ftrength as to 
hold our another worrying, be was, (with an ill intention 
in ſome)brought before the Councel of Warre,where up- 
on the Doors complaint of che bard uſage he had under- 
gone, ſome of the prime Gentry being aſhamed of the 
cruelties acted on him, being a Mcflenger, and in thar 
regard by the Law at Arms ought to be priviledged irom 
all affrones, much more from ſuch yiolent our-rages, Sir 
Fobn No#/th;oote indeavoured to palliace the bulinefle, 
and rotake off from the odiouſnefle of ir, by alleagding 
the Contents of the Lerers, which indeed being for ſome 
preparatories and overrtiares of Peace , mighrinrage theſe 
men that were Enemies unto it : To whicl; che Door re- 
plyed;that under favour,thar could be no ground nor yer 
excuſe for” their ſavage uſage of him ; becauſe they had 
beaten him , and almoſt: murchered him in the Earle of 
Stamforas preſence, before thity knew the Contents of the 
Leners, or read fomauch as one ſyllable ot them, or in- 
deed reccived them, the violent Ser cy Major leizing 
on him before he: could deliver them : This fo unan- 
ſwerable a recurne , pur he Naigh to his halian ſhrug, , 
and

and rejoyned no more, but ] know xot That. After a week 
(and more) impriſonment,the Earl commandsthe DoQor 
to be carryed aboard the Hope of Toptham,where the ſtench 
and noyſome {mel} of the.Ship had almoſt poyſon'd him, 
The DoRQors wife hearing of her husbands 1mpriſonmenr 
came to E xeter to fee him, bur before ſhe came her husband 
being ſhipr for Londox., on much increaty ſhe obtained 
leave ro goe 0n Ship-board to ſee him, buron her returne 
ſhe was impriſoned till her husband being under ſayl,ſhe 
had libertic to goe away,After ten dayes being at Sca, the 
DoRor arrived at Longer , where he was long detained 
Priſoner art the Lord Peters his houſe in Aiderſ*gate- 

reet. 

: The Lord G7ay,with other ſome Rebels under his Con- 
duRt,cawe to Maſter Nowels houſe , Brother to the Lord 
Nowe! that now is, demanding his perſon Priſoner, and 
his Armes for the -uſe ot the Unit ney Maſter Nowel 
modeſtly replyed\that he-knew not wherein he had offen- 
ded, that he ſhould forfeit his libertic or goods to the ju- 
ſtice of the Parliament 3 his houſe was his Caſtle, his 
Armes were his Detence,and his libertic was precious un- 
ro him , ſothar he could nox ſatisfie their demands in any 
thing. Hereupon they plant a Cannon very neere the 
houſe, ſo neere thar the fire of it took hold of an out-houſe 
that was thatched, this houſe though burnt down was not 
of any great conſequence. Therefore they diſcharge again, 
and bear downe a beame of his dwelling houſe, but hure no 
man within it.; and making a third ſhor, they beat downe 


a Chimney,and the tall ot it bruiſed the foor of one of his 


ſervants, Artlaſt , finding that Maſter Nowef was reſol- 
ved tomake good his houſe againſt them,notwithſtanding 
their Cannon Battery, and would not deliver up bisper- 
ſon ro Captivitie , nor his houſe to their Plunder , they 
fire ſix of his Neghbours houſes, in one of which: there 
was 2 woman in Labuur,by which meanes the neighbours 
were compelled to expoſe herto a probable, by —_— 
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her from certaine deſtruftion, for in the midſt of her

' Colonel Sandyes in his perambulation of Kext,beſtowed 


a viſit upon DoRor Bargraves houſe then Deane of Can- ' 


terbury,the Deane himſelfrhen being from home, Sandyes 
came late in the night, and the whole family were in 
» \ bed ; 
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bed : they ſoone rayſe the houſe, and where they did noe 
find they make an entrance, forcing Miſtreſle Bargreve,a 
vertuous good Gentlewoman (whom their haſty ſummons 
had permitred to caſt onely her Night-gowue about her). 
to wait upon them from roome to roomegnot ſuffering her 
rorurne alide(though ſhe for modeſty fake requeſted thar 
favour attheir hands) ro draw on her Stockings, unleſlo 
they might ſtand by and ſec it done.

open it) they find in ic fortic five pounds in old Gold, 
which the had layd by to beſtow as Legacics apon her 
friends : this they hug and call their owne, She intrears 
them to forbeare ir, and direRs them to her Will, whick 
was laid up with the Gold,and in that they might. ſee how 
ſhe had bequeathed ir, Upon peruſall of the Will , they 
find that ſhe had made Deane Bargrave her owrie Bro» 

ther her Executor, this they pronounce a Crime of ſo high 
a natyre,thar nothing could expiare the guilr,bur the fpr- 
feirure of the Gold, and the Cancelling of the Will ; bur 
by the earneſt mediation of Maſter Kzxg , one of their 
company , at length they are perſwaded to reſtore the 
Gold , and ſparethe Will.

After this, Saxdjes writes (I bluſh ro mention ſo degene- 
rous a Pamphler) a book,and was nor aſhamed to call ir, 
His Travail's into Kent , unworthy his Predeceffors , to 
ſtaine the Name of Sandyes with fuch Travailes : In this 
worthlefle commentary,the Regiſter of his perperuall In- 
famy , amongſt oxhers things. he ftaſtens the Note of a 
debauched drunken young fellow , upon young M, 2ar- 

raye, a Gentleman ot ſo ingenuous a Countenance , ſo

Hen the Earle of Stamford was in Aereford- 

ſhire in Oftober 1642. and Pillaged all that 

kept faith and Allegeance to the King , information was 
_ ro Miſtrefle Swift , wife of Maſter Thomas Swift 
arſon of Goodwich , that her houſe was deſigned ro be 
Plundred; 1oprevent ſo great a danger , ſhe inſtant- 
ly repaired to Hereford where the Earle then was , ſome 
ren miles from her owne home to Petition him , thar no 
violence might be offered byhis Souldiers ro her houſe or 
oeds: He moſt nobly,& according to the goodnefle of his 
iſpohtion,pthrew the Petition away, and ſwore no ſinall 
Oathes rhat ſhe ſhould be Plundered ro morrow, The 
good Gentlwoman being our of hope to pre yaile, and 
ſecing there was no good to be done by Peritioning him, 
ſpeeds home as faſt as ſhe could , and that night remo- 
yed as much of her goods as the ſhortnefle of the time 
would permit; next morning to made e ood the Earle 
of Stamfords word , Caprtaine Kirle bis Troope , confiſt- 
ing of 76 Horſe and 3o Foot which were hangers on, 
( birds of prey ) caine ro Maſter Swifts houſe ; there 
they rooke away all his proviſion of Vicualls ,- Corne , 
Houſhold-ſtufte,which was nortonveyed awoy: they emp- 
tic his Beds,and fill che Ticks wa Malr ; rhey rob him of 
4 his 
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his Cart and fix Horſes, and make this on of their theft 
the meanes to convey away the reſi; Miſtrefle Swift much 
affrighred to ſee ſuch a fight. as rhis, thought ir beſt iy 
{ave her ſelfe though ſhe loſt her goods, rherefore ta- 
king upa young Child in her armes, began ro ſecure her 
ſelfe by flight: which one of the 1 roopers perceiving , he 
commanded her to ſtay , or ( holding his Piſtoll ar her 
breaſt) rhreatned rothoorher dead; the (goed VE 
fearing death wherher ſhe went on or returned , art Jaf 
ſhunning that death which was next unto her, the retires 
back to her houle , where ſhe ſaw her ſelfe undone, and 
yer durſt not oppoſeor aske why they did fo? Having 


thus riiled the houſe and gone , next morning earely ſhe 


goes againero Hereford, and there againe Peritzons the 
Earle co thew ſorag compaſiion on her', and her renne 
Children, and that he would be pleaſed ro cauſe her 
Horſes and ſome part of her goods to be reſtored unto 
her : the good Farle was fo farre from granting her Pe» 
rition , that he would not vouchſafe ſo much as ro read 
it : when ſhe could not prevaile her ſelte , fhe makes uſe 
of the mediation of friends : rheſe have the repluſe roo, 
his Lordſhip remaining 1nexorable without any inglinati- 
on to mercy : at laſt hoping that all mens hearts were not 
Adamant, rclentleiſe, ſhe leaves the Earle and makes ber 
addrelie ro Capraine Kjrſe , who upon her earneſt in» 
treatic grants her a ProteCtion tor what was left , bur for 
reſtitution there was no hope of that, this ProteRien coſt 
her noletle then 30s.

Lener,fome from the Caſtle come a ſecond time ro Plun- 
derthc houſe,and they did whar they came for : Preſent] y 
afrer comes a Letter trom Captaine Xirle in Anſwer 15 
Miſtrefle Swifts,tclling her,thatthe Earl of $:amford did 
by no means approve of the injuries done unto her , and

to write. Hereupon Miſtrefle Swift fled to the place where 
her Husband for {care of the Rebells had withdgawn him- 
ſelfe ; ſhe had not beene gone two houres , bur they come 
tromthe Caſtle, and bring with himthice Teemes to car- 
ry away what was before deſigned tor Plunder,but wanted 
meanes of conveyance, Whenthey came, amongſt other 
things, there was a batchof bread hor in the Oven, this 
they ſeize on, ten Childrenon their knees intrear but for 
one loafe, and art laſt with much importunitie obtained it ! 


+Þur before the Children had caren it, they took even that 


ore loafe away , and left them deſtirute of a morſell ot 
bread ameng(t ren Children, Ranſacking every cornet 
of the houſe, that nothing might be letr bebindgthey find 
a ſmall Pewrer diſh in which che dry Nurſe had pur Pap 
to feed the puore Infant , the morher which gave ir 
ſuck being fled to ſave her life , this they ſeize on roo. 
The Nurſe increars, for Gods ſake,that they would ſpare 
thar, pleading that in the Mothers abſence, it was all the 
ſuſtenance which was or could be provided to ſuſtaine the 
life of che Child, & on her knees intreated to ſhew mercy 
unto the Child,that knew 2ot the right band from the lefe,

proteſſing that he had none, they charge bim ro take 
his daughter away from M. Swifts ſervice , or elſe 
threaten co Plunder him, and to make ſure worke, 
they make him give them ſecuririe to-obey all their 
commands : terrified with this , the neighbonrs ſtand a, 
farre off and pittic the diſtreſſed Condition of theſe per- 
ſecured Children , but dare not come or ſend to their 
relicte: by this meanes the Children and Servants had 
no ſuſtenance, hardly any thing ro cover them, trom Fry- 
day fix a clocke at night, uncill Saturdaytwelve ar night, 
uncill at laſtrche ne1ghbours moved with the lamentable 
cryes and complains of the Children and Servants , one 
of the neighbours ovyer-looking all difficulties , and 
ſhewing that he durſt be Charitable in deſpire of theſe 
Monſters, ventured in and brought them ſome prevition, 
And ifthe World would know __ it was that ſo exaſpe-

her, whether they ſubſcribed for Epiſcopacy,Presbyrery, 
or Independency, whether they wore a Surplice, or retu- 
ſed ir ; onely ifrhey did not, rhey aftorded them the lefle 
bootic. Thoſe that were Conhders , whoſe Irregularitie, 
ind Non-Conformitie,armed them with confidence to a

Henl firſt entred on thig Worke, it was a pro- 
\ / n.icſolemnly made , not to abuſe the World 
with falſhoods or uncertainties , but to uſe all Candour 
and Integritie : and if any thing ſhould chance to pale, 
which upon beer information ſhould appeare talle, [ 
ſhould got bluſh to make a free and an ingenuous ac- 
knowledgemcnt, In thele ſeverall Relarions what to re- 
rra& or recall ot the Rebels cruelrics, I yet know nothing, 
but what to adde umo them I doe, | 
The fixt wecks Mercury told you of the Plundering of 
#lliagborow in Northamptonſhire by the Rebels, and the. 
raking of Maſter Iozes, Vicar of that Towne Prifoner,and. 
in tha: account which | there gave of him, I left himin 
Captivitic at Nor(hampton :; lince that Mercury went 
abtoad,ſome good body finding that Relation to come far 
\horrof that barbarous uſage which Maſter Jowes found 
from the Rebels,movedeither with dereſtation of ſuch in- 
bumane crueclue notto be buryed in oblivion,or out of af- 
te ion ro his perſun murthered by theſe ſayage Monſters, 
hath ſupplycd rhe former deteR, and enabled me ro biing 
this Story to irs ſad concluſion. , 
Maſter [ves was a man very aged,being arrived at that 


Terme which Moſes made ehe uſuall boundary of mon 
ife 
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life in his life, Threeſcore end ten, and had not theſe blood- 
thirſtie men ſhorrned his dayes by an untimely death , he 
might have been ſo Rrong as to come to foureſcore yeares; 
and though age ir ſelf be a diſeaſe (which yerfew menthar 
hayeir are willing to be cur'd of ) it pleaſed God roadde 
a caſizall infirmitie ro his naturall , for ſome wo yeares 
ſince by a fall he unhappily broke hig leg , of which ke 
continued lame to his death, When the Rebells , thoſe 
Locuſts that devoure all rhe good things of the Land, 
came to Wellingborow, having ranſacked rhe Towne, they 
rook many Priſoners,and amongſt the reſt Maſter owes ; 
all that knew him muſt beare him record , that he was a 
man of a moſt unblameable life and converſation,an able 
Scholler , and extraordinarily gitred for Preaching , of 
which he gave ample proofe by his Labours diligently be- 
ſtowed among his Pariſhioners by theſpace of forty years:

Having 
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Having brought Maſter Tones ro Northampton , hisen- 
rertainment there was as bad as his uſage in the way thi- 
ther : though ir were in the depth of Winter,when old age 
needed good fortifications of Lodging and Dyer againſt ' 
the incurſions of Cold and Wer, yet they attord him no- 
thing bur a bard mar, witha liule ſtraw under him,and to 
cover him and-to keep him warme nothing bur-one Blan- 
ker and his own wearing clothes: As for his food,they give 
him the bread of «fff (t:ox,denying his owne friends leave 
to ſupply hie with competent dyer,to uſtaine nature,and 
his growing infiranries : yer to thew that Man lives not 
by bread onely, but byevery word which proccedeth out of 
the mouthof God, ic pleaſed his good providence to 
ſerve him like the young children in Daniel, fed only with 
Pulſe, {o that he was in good plight and ({cemed to wanr 
nothing,though he continued in this diſtreſſed condition 
fromC hciſtmas to almoſt Eaſter: 1bour which rime,nor re» 
morſe of conſcience for fo much cruelty praticed on a de- 
crepid old man,(but an Orthodox Reverend Divine) bur 
importunitie of friends, prevailed with the Rebells ro re- 
leaſe him of his. impriſoament in Nortbamp:on,and is re- 
mir him to a neighbour Miniſters of bis, one M., #2alrers, 
Bachelor in Divinitic, Vicar of Deddingtos neer Welling- 
borow,a very learned and induſtrious Preacher, and:per. 
mitred him to Officiate in his owne Cure at Eaſter , = 
being bur one Pariſh Church in the Towne , but no lefle 
then two thouſand Communicants. Having licence to vifir 
his Charge, not awed bythar Tyrannous uſage which he 
had undergone, Conſcience of his dury doth prefle him ro 
a punttuall obſervance of.the Orders and Canons of the 
Church : he Celebrates Divine Service according to the 
Book of Common Prayer ; preacherh Obedience as bold- 
ly as it there had been no Rebells in N orthampton-ſhive, 
adminiſtreth the Sacramenrs with che ſame Reverence, 
Decency and Devotion,as if rhere had been no Puritans in 
Pellingborow. Nor doth the undaunced old wan remix.

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ing enjoyned by Canon or Rubrick, This conſtancy 
of his {þ incenled the Schifmaricall Puricanicall partie of 
the Towne, that complaintis made at Northampton, that 
M. Fenesis the ſame man he was, as much atrue Son and 
Miniſter of rhe Church of Exg/and as cver. Upon this in- 
formation, he is apprehended in Eaſter week,and carryed 
Priſoner 10 Northampton a ſecond time, where they uſe 
him with more inhumanity (if it be poftible) then before; 
they will not permit his wite to viſit him ,* and kept him 
ſo ſhort in his dyer, nor ſuffering his wife or friends to re- 
lieve him , that mcſt barbarouſly rhey ſtarved him ro 
death, for abour Whirſonride his ſpirits exhauſted,and his 
body pined by famine , the good old Martyr reigned his 
ſoule ro God, 

There is in N#rthampton one Joby Gifford, for his ex- 
tration the Hogge-herds ſonne of Little-Howgton, for his 
education,a Knitter afterward a Heſe-buyer,now Major of 
Northampton,aud Colonel of the Towne Regiment. This 
man to his power Civill and Marrtiall,affumes an Eccle- 
fiaſticall Superintendency too, and orders what formes 
ſhall be uſed in Baptiſme,the Lords Supper, Buryall of the 
Dead , and the like; When rherefore they came to in- 
terre the $kin and bones of this ſtarved Martyr , for fleſh 
he had none , the forme enjoyned by this Gifford was the 
ſame which one Brookes, a London LeQurer , uſed ar the 
buriall of Je-x Gough of S, lames Dukes place within 
Algatein London, viz.

Before I leave this particular Relation, I muſt not for- 
gerto tel] you one a& of theſe Religious Reformers : be-

ing at Wellingborow at the Signe of the Sway , two Maid- 
ſervants making a bed, ſome of theſe Rebels did ſollicire 
them ro Incontinency, but the Maids ret to hearken 
to their beaſtly ſollicicartions,rhey began ro offer violence, 
and to inforce whart they could not perſwade , they ſtill 
making reſiſtance , they ſhot one of them dead in the 
place, and ſhor the other chrough the wriſt ; ſuch Monu- 
ments of Religion and Paritie do theſe blefied Reformers 
leave atall places where they come. 

Maſter Frederich Gibb Parſonof Hartiſt in S»folke, 
in Morning Prayer before Sermon , defired his Parifhio» 
ners to give attention to one of His Majeſties Declarari- 
ons newly ſer forth , with an exprefle Command to have 
it Publiſhed in all Pariſh Churches , thereby co reRifie 
the people, and to wipe off thoſe falſe Impreflions which 
the Incendiariesof the Kingdome had made in them con» 
cerning the Kings Actions & Intentions; whereupon one 
Mafter Coleman a Pariſhioner being preſent , impudently 
replyed unto him,openly inthe Church,thar he mighr be 
aſhamed ro abuſe the people by Reading His Majeſties 
Declarations unto them,and therefore he woald ferch him 
ſome Parliament Declarations which were a great deale 
berter to be Publiſhed unto them; while this rayling Rab= 
ſhekeh reviled bis Soveraign, Maſter Gibb, as if he had re- 
ceived the Command in that caſe given, anſwers bim not, 
made no reply at all, bur as nor heeding this ſnarler,calls 
on the Congregation a ſecond time to give attention, 
Coleman interrupts him againe,and in a ſcoffing manner, 
ſayes, well thenSir , you meane to be an obedient Servant 
to bix Majeftie. Maſter Gibb then thinking it not onel 
ſeaſonable, bur neceflary to profefle his Loyalty, replyed, 
yes, Sir, I am, and bope to continue a faithſull Servant un- 
to Him as leng as1 live # and fo proceeds to read the De- 
claration;the People norwithſtanding all this Incourage- 
ment from Coleman co contradidt with themyſtanding very 
attentive to heare it : The main drittof che Kings Decla- 
ration, 
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ration, was to afſure all His loving Subje ts, That as He 
expeRed rhar they ſhould make the Laws the rule of their 
obedience,ſo He would make che Laws the guide of His 
government: Maſter Gibb having publiſhed the Declara- 
tion,Coleman ſtands up,and woſt Traiterouſly replyed ro 
his Parſon, well, Sir, the King neither ig,nor ſball be Iudge 
of the Law whatever ſuth prating fellowes as you would 
have bim : after this, being inraged ( as the reft of thar 
FaQion are) that the peoples eyes ſhould be opened , or 
that they ſhould, being truely informed, conceive of the 
King as he is, a molt juſt and. pious Prince , bur Qtill- ro 
look on him and all his aRions through thoſe falſe -Per- 
ſpe&ives of ſlander ard falſchood which they hold before 
cir eyes ; Coleman ſpecds to London, and complaines (to 
thar Conventicle - which call themſelves a Parliament) 
againſt Maſter Gibb for ſo foule an Aﬀront pur upon 
them by publiſhing the Kings Declaration: preſently(be- 
ing ſervilely Obſervant to every bale informer) rhey diſ- 
patch ſeverall Purſeyants to apprehend Maſter Gibb, be 
ſeeing the =” comming (as wile men-doe) hides him- 
ſelſe,after ſome time of retirement (adviſed untoit by his 
friend) he gocs to Londop , where by the great mediation 
of friends, and paying tees to the lumime of 39 [. he was 
diſmifled, vpon engagement to be forth-comming, when- 
ſoever they ſhould xall for him. at 
There 1s none ſo inſolent and intolerable as a baſe 
meane man ſtarred up into Command or Authoritie ,. we 
eannor give you a greater Inſtance,then in Thar begger- 
Iy Captain Yex,Cirizen of Loydox,made Colonel! & Com- 
mander in chief of wizdſoy Caſtle , who dorh not onely 
allume ro himſelfe the propriety of his Soveraignes houſe, 
dating his Letters to Jezabel his wife , From our.Caſile at 
Windſor,and building ſome additions ro the Deanes Lodg- 
ings, as if he meant to ſer up his reſt there , and make 
that his habitation: when no place in that Royall Caſtle'is 
ir for ſach a. Couple but the Cele-houſe , and- even that

roo good for chem ; bur as if there would neyer come a 
time co call him to an accountyhe doth uſe the Gentlemen 
and Souldiers taken by the Rebells , and ſent Priſogers 
thicker,with that crueltie and inhumaaitic,as if they were 
Turkes, not Chriſtians , for the Gentlemen that are Pri- 
ſonersthere are nut onely kept from Church,nor peraut- 
red to receive the Sacrament neither from their owne 
Preachers,nor from any friend whom they could procure 
ro doe that office for them, nay , they were not py 
ro joyne together in devyerions in their Jun odgings, 
bur each mana pait, and if this pettie Tyrantcould have 
hindered that intercourſe which every particular devour 
Soule injoyes with his God , this Athe;t would have hin- 
dered that too. And becaule the ſedentary Solitary Lives 
which they led there were prejudiciall to their healthes, 
they carneſtly entreated YVex that they might recreate 
themſelves in the Tennis Court near the Keep, and offer- 
red to beatthe charges of a Guard , if thoſe high walls, 
and the many guards about them were not thought ſufſfi- 
cientto ſecure them , but yer were denyed, Nay, when 
the Sheriffe of Suſſex was brought Priſoner from London - 
to infor very lame, though his Chirurgion offered Co- 
lonel Yes to be depoſed, that onthe leaſt negleR his Leg 
was like to Gangreene, yet after he came to windſor , he 
was forced to lye withthe reſt of the Knights and Gentle- 
men on the ground many nights ; at laſt , ſhewing his 
Leg to Yen, he confeſſed , rhat he never ſaw a more dan- 


| gerous lamenefle, and promiſed to acquaint the Earle of 


Eſſex with it ; and the Sheriffc himſclte being acquainted 
with the Earle, preſuming en ſome intereſt in him, wrete 
unto him to acquaint him with his Condition,and earneſt- 
ly intreating him that -he might be ſent to Loxdox and 
diſpoſed of, though ina Dungeon, fora weeke , thathe 
might have the afliſtance of his owne Phylitian and Chi- 
rurgion,oftering to give anyſecurity, & be at any charges

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Priſoner ; but neither the ſenſe of his miſery, nor hisear- 
neſt tollicirations could preyoile with his ExceDency. And 
if the Knights and Gentlemen , who had money to bribe 
that compaſhon which they could nor intreat, for nd no 
berrer meaſure art their hands,what then, thinke you, were 
thoſe heavy preflarcs under which the poore common 
Souldiers groaned ? there were in the Caſtle eight poore 
Souldiers ro whom the Sherifte of 5uſſex allowed eighr 
ſhillings a week : yer notwichſtanding, becauſe they retu- 
lcd ro take the wayes of Iniquitie , and ſerve under the 
Rebells Colours, and fight againſt cheir Soveraigne, they 
ſtarved them , inſomuch thac being releaſed , (thartthcy 
might not dye in the © aſtle)comming into the aire, rhree 
of them fell down dead inthe ſtreers : three more recove- 
red as farre 2s Eaton, where a good woman tor five 
ſhillings a Weeke given for their reliefe by the She- 
rifte of Suſſex , gave them carertaiument', and when 
the Sherifte made his happy eſcape, he left them a- 
live. 

There was a poore man living necre Moore Parke, 
whom{(when Prince Rupert was inthoſe parts )commanded 
to ſhew him where the Pipes lay which conveyed water to 
the Caſtle, for this crime they apprehend him,and commir 
him priſoner to tae Caſtle, where they fed him with (o 
flender dyer, that they even ſtarved him : and when upon 
his wives teares and lamentable cryesthar ſhe and her 
children were like to ſtarve at home , while hee husband 
ſtarved at'windfſor,they having no ſubliſtance bur whar he 
got by the ſweat of his browes,he was releaſed, he was not 


ablero ſtand on his legs, and whether dead fince we have 


no Intormarion, 

There was at the ſame time in the Caſtle, 'one Lieute- 
nant Athinſox priſoner , who ſuffering under the ſame 
want of neceftary food, ſent to his Father, humbly periti- 
oning for reliete ; his Father, though a man of good e- 
Nate,returned anfwerthat unlefle he would take profered 
Enter- 
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Entertainment from the Parli:menr, be ſhould Lye there, 
rot, and/ſtaxvegand be damned, tor him ; He finding no 

iuie trom. his Father, where Nature and Religion bade 
fic expect ic, peticioncd the Gentlemen in the Kyep for 
bread, as many others dayly did, and on his Petition had 
monies ſent him, bur dyed ſtarved wo dayes afrer, and 
ctr this juſt ground tothe world 10 wake rhis Obſeryati- 
on, 1 hat where Puritaniſme prevailes,it camels all Obl.- 
gatious bath of Keligion and Natwe, and never fa'les to 
mahe men guilty of that (m which us in the n»mber of thoſe 
which the Scrintures tell us , ſhall beare wrath on the end

/ Iliiam Chaldwell of Thorgonby, in the County 

\ of Lico/ne Eſquire, and Juſtice of Peace, 
being an aged Gentleman , yer his Loyalty 

and defire ro ſerve the King in his juſt Warres , made 

* him over-looke his inhrmices, ſo that he reſolved in 
rſon to come ty His aſſiſtance ; To this purpoſe he 
provided foure horſes compleatly furniſhed , ot which 
the Retells havipg incelligence, they ſurprize him 
and [eize 0n his horles, In Februar y 1643. ſome Rebell- 
Troopers came to M, ChaldweEs houſe and demanded 
entrance,. which he denying aunlefle they could ſhew 
ſome 
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ſome Commiſſion fromthe King) they preſently broke up 
his hall windows,and forcing his entrance,a end his 
petſon : yer his perſon is nor all they come tor, they be- 

in to plunder h:spoods,and the firſt thing which they lay 

Idon, was ſome Linnen lying on the Hall Table, A 

ſcrvant of Maſter Chaldwels ſtanding by , unwilling to 
loſe any rhing,if ir mighr be ſaved,rakes hold on the Lin- 
nen too, and intreats the Troopers to ſpareir ; Preſently 
ſome cry out ſhoot him, which was no ſooner faid then 
done, for one diſcharging a Viſtoll ar him , ſhot a Buller 
into his hcart,and the top of his ſcouring-ſtick into his bo. 
dy neere ir. -The poore man inſtantly fell downe dead, 
hardly by any motion expreſling the farewell of lite; 
While moſt ſtood amazed at fo barbarous an a, ſome 
make towards him, thinking to help him, bur were forbid 
by the bloody Villaines to come neere him, who were 
{ofarre from remorſe for what rhey had done,that tro mur- 
ther they added theft , diving into the Pockers of him 
whom they had thus murthered , and robbing him of his 
moneys: Nay,his wite whom they had murthered,hearing 
of this ſad accident,being great with child,came to ſee her 
dead Husband, bur was not permitted to come neare him, 
being threatned by theſe Troopers, that if ſhe came neare 
him , they thould doe unto her as they had done unto her 
Husband, ſhoot her dead. 

Having donetheir pleaſure in Maſter Chaldwels houſe, 
they carry himaway Priſoner ta Lincoln z Bcing come 
thicher, they commir him tothe Towne Gaule,and lodged 
him there in the common Keep amongſt Murrherers and 
Felons : Lhe day after the Linsolne-ſhire Rebels reccived 
rhe deteart before Newarke , by a verball command from 
the Eaile of Lincotne?, he was removed from the. 1 owne- 
Priſon to the Caſtle int Lzzeolae , where he was put into a 
naſtic ſtinking place called the #3tch Hole , and withour 
any regard to his qualitie , being a Gentleman of prime 
note in hjs Country, or to his age being an old man, they 
permut

permit him to ftay there all night, having no other bed 
bur the Ground, and no other Pillow bur the hard ſtones, 
The next day they vouchſafe him the fayour ro lethim 
purchaſe a little and bur a very little better accommoda- 
tion by buying our ſome poore Priſoners our of their lod- 
ging : remaining there inthis diſconſolare condition , his 
wife an aged Gentl!ewoman came to viſit him, being ve 
willing to ſhare with him in his Miſery, as before ſhe had 
done in his Proſperiric. 

Having ſpent ſome time in mutuall conſolation, and 
exhorting one anther patiently to beare this unjuſt op- 
pealkca hople g that they might enjoy one anothers ſocie- 
_ tie, in ſo meane a condition, without the envy of their op- 
 preſlots : bur even this contented miſery did nor laſt long, 
tor the next day after the Rebells loſt Grantham by rt 
Kings recovering that Towne, vut of their poſlefſion, the 
Governour of rincolze (Welden by name) inraged, and 
not knowing where to wreck his malice,ſafer then on this 

re old Gentleman, comes up to the Caſtle, and moſt 
1mperiouſly commands that {þaldwell ſhould come before 
him: the Meſſenger that was ſent ro command his appea- 
rance, rerurned withthis anſwer , That Maſter Chaldwel 
laboured under {ome indiſpoſition,thar he was in bed,and 
his Wite with him : the Governour nor ſatisfied with ſo 
reaſonable an anſwer,ſnatched a cudgell out of a Souldi- 
ers hand,and ſweares that he would make the old raſcall 
riſe:in this fury away he goes ro Maſter Cbaldwells cham- 
ber, and ruſhing inzina menacing way ſhakes his cudgell 
at him,and holding it upon his head, chrearned ro baſtie 
nado him if he did ot riſe preſencly , the good old Gen- 
rlewoman his wife, prognoſticating bythe rough meſlage 
ſent her Husband, that there was a ſtorme comming, for- 
ſook her bed,and ſtood by it in her xight-Gown,bur barc- 
legged , «there to interpole and plead for her Husband if 
eccalion ſerved : and now finding more inhumanitie then 
her feare ar firſt ſuggeſted, in an humble manner ſhe be- 
| leeched 
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ſeeched the Governeur to uſe her Husband like a'Gentle. 
man, not like a dog,to be awed by a cudgell. The Gover- 
nour impatient of any mediation,though trom a wife,and 
though backed with never ſo-much reaſon, commands his 
Souldiers to take her away,whichthey did in fo rude and 
boyſterous a manner , thatthey dragged her downe the 
Naires, pulled her drefling off her head,and ar laſt thruſt 
her our of the Caſtle, Being thus violencly ſnatched from 
her deare Husband, and tcaring he might ſuffer as much 
violence within, as ſhe did in being thurſt our of the Ca- 
ſtle, ſhe fits downe on a ſtone ar the (aſtle gate , where 
the winter blaſts fand her gray haire, a (ad ſpeRacle to all 
thar paſled by, and knew who ſhe was, Many there were 
that pirticd her diſtrefie, and would willingly have recei. 
ved her into their houſes, bur durſt not; *cis a crime to 
ſhew mercy where the Rebels intend crueltie. Ar laſt ha- 
ving fate there long , full of reares and ſorrow, baſfled 
wich cold winds and weather, a filter of Maſter $# :ts the 
Apothecaty (and the God ot mercy reſtore it an hundred 
fold inro her boſome ſends her a Perci-coar( tor theythruſt 
her our with no clothes on bur her night-Gowne) to fence 
her againſt the extremitie ot the cold, Burtoler rhischa- 
vitable Genttewoman know,that the rewards of mercy are 
eo be expetted in another world, and that here to doe 
good, and for that to ſutter eyill, is the recompence of this 
world,rhat very after-noone her Brothers houſe was plun- 
dered, and all their goods ſeized on, ſo rhat they needed 


a returne of that compaſſion in the evening which they | 


thewed to others in the morning. #elden the Governour, 
having compelledthe good old Gentleman to riſe our of 
his bed , notwirhſtanding his prelent infirmitic , ſends 
him from his poore lodging which he had lately pur- 
chaſed, to the common Dungeon , where he had neither 
lighr nor aire bur what the Grate afforded. The place 
was of ſuch condition , that there being three Priſoners 


with him inthe ſame roome , but one of foure mult lye 
\ downe 
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downe ar once, the reſt muſt ſtand : and yet in this little 
caſe ( as was teſtified by a Letter under his owne hand ) 
he remained eleven or twelve nights without Bed,Chaire, 
or Stoole : and in that time, tor foure or five nights, 
he was not permitted ro goe forth ro doe the offices 
of nature , a command being given, that ifhe offered 
to ftirre forth they ſhould bear our his braines. Thus 
much, and diverſe other particulars were fignhed to the 
Commiſſioners at Newarke , when the Ammunivon 
came from thence 2: At which time information was gi- 
ven, that Maſter Chaldwell was then in a condirion 
not much better then what you have heard here rela- 
ted : and whether their barbarous cruelries and inhuma= 
nitie haye not ſer an end to his ſufferings by death, is un- 
certaine. 

On Sunday the ſecond of Iuly 1643. in the afternoon, 
ten or twelve Troopers under the command of Ca 
taine Samuel , came from Northampton to Wedow Pinkney 
in the ſame Countie, and comming thither in Prayer 
time , they came into the Church , one of them being 
Horſe-keeper (as it was reporred) to Sir Ficherd Samuel, 
farher to the Capraine, catne upto the Reading Pew, 
where Mafter Laſſe, Parſon of thar Pariſh was officiating 
Divine Service,and commanded him ro leave off his Por= 
tage and to follow him: Maſter Lofſt intreating him in that 
Sacred worke, butto have parience uncill he had finiſhed 
what he had began; Patience me xo patience (replyed the 
Groome) my b»ſineſſe zs of greater importance then to ad- 
mit of any delay, come away thrri fore, or I will pall you »+ t 
by the eares:thereupon,not knowing whoſe Souldiers the y 
were,nor of whar conſequence their buſineſfe might be,cr- 

if he had knowne both, yer nor able ro make reſiſtance, he 
obeyes his command, and followed him into the Churc! - 
yard. Being come thither , Mafter Caffe demancs what le 
would vbave with him > rhe Groome tells him), thar he 
muſt goe along with them ro Northampton , Vafter Loſe 
anas 
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"demands again,by what aurhoriry,and by yertue of what 
Commiſſion > The Groome replyes, that he ſhauld know 
that when he came to Northampton: Maſter Loſſe intreats 
that he may be excuſed, alleading that he had loſt rwelve 
or thirteen horſes taken from him by the Parliament Sol- 
. diers, and thar he had never a horſe able to carry him two. 
miles our of the Iowne: one of the Troopers ſweares 
wounds and blood, that he would carry him behind him, 
and if thatdid nor like him,he would drag bimalong with 
a Halter ar his horſe taile. Maſter Loſe abominaring 6 
great inſolency from Groomes , boldly told rhem thar he 
would neyer bca ſlave to ſlaves; and fo ruſhing from 
them rooke SanRuary in the Church , and ſhut the door 
upon him, and perceiving the doore on the other ſide of 
the Church open , the people having unbard it for their 
ſpeedier paſlage our, he haſtens thicher , and though he 
made what ſpecd he could, he was like to be prevented by 
one of the Troopers who was come about and was ready to 
enter the Church on horſe-back : which Maſter Lofſe ob- 
ſerving, tooke up the barre of the door, and reſolutely ran 
at the Trooper to unhorſe him:This unexpeRed refiſtance 
ſo valiantly made, pur the Trooper to a retreat, whereby 
M, Loſe " rs time to barre the doore faſt againſt him, 
Having ſhur both the Church doores upon himſelte, and 
the remainder of the Congregation , ſome being fled for 
feare; the Clerke at a hole gaye him the Key of the Bel-, 
frey; Maſter Loſſe not thinking himſelfe ſecure enough in 
the Church,getrs up intothe Belfrey, and locks the doores 
faſt after him; being come to-the place where the Bells. 
hang,he diſcoyers over head alittle Cote caly big enough 
for a man tocreep thorow , and a Ladder ſtanding there 
which led upunto it, Maſter Loſſe goes up the Ladder,and 
through the hole gers upon the Leads,and with great dit 
ficultic draws the Ladder after him,being maileyand very 
heavy; by which means he did nor qnly deprive bis purſu- 
ers of the means to come at him, but with the Ladder laid 
over 
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over the hole baracadoed the paſlage againſt them : and 
now being here , had he had any weapon todefend him- 
ſelte, he had been impregnable. While Maſter Lofſe was 
up inthe Belfrey ſecuring of himſelte, the Troopers are 
at the Church windowes, endeayouring ro wrench ourrhe 
Irons barres, bur withour any ſucceſfle : ar laſt, with their 
Pole-axes and great Tomb-ſtones, Impioully taken from 
the graves of the Dead, they breake open the Church 
doores ; having thus tcrced their entrance, they ride into 
the Church (not remembring they were in Gods houſe) 
fromone end of itto another,{purring and ſwitching their 
horſes purpoſely ro endanger rhe People. Theſe bar- 
barous out-rages did much aftright the People, bur eſpe- 
cially Miſtretle Loſe and her poore children , whom ir 
moft concerned, M. Loſſe being the onely man aymed at; 
Miſtrefle Lofſe fell into a ſwound in the Church, and had 
no ſhew of life in her for a long time ; ar which the peo- 
ple moved with compaſſion interceded withthe Troopers, 
and defired themro debiſt , putting them in mind of the 
uo where they were , a place where God met with his 
*xople, and they with their God. Ir feemesthis Congre- 
gation had been better raug ht, then to ſubſcribe ro Door 
Twiſt the Prolocutor of the ablurd Heterogenious Sy- 
nod, his Interpretation of thar T ext of Scripture, Teſhalf 
keep my Sabbaths,and reverente my Sanfuary , la his Pre, 
tace ro Maſter Meads Book of the Apoltacie of the latter 
times ; as if this Text enjoyned no reverence to be uſed 
rowards the places of G&ds publike worſhip: they were 
muchſcandalized at this prophane irreverence,and made 
it an argument to awe them to civill demeanour at leaft, 
becauſe of the place : and withail rbey objectcd,thar they 
did much abuſc themſelves and diſhonour their Cauſe by 
ſuchour-ragious carriages + all this would refle& on rhe 
Cauſe they pretended to maintain, Andlaſtly,they alled- 
Sed, that if they had any ſhame inthem,they might be a- 
amed, in the Lords houſe on the Lords day to abuſe a 
Mini. 
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Miniſterin bis owne Congregation, who beſides the ho- 
nour and reverence duerto his Calling , migbtchajlenge 
ſome reſpe& from them being a Gentleman of good birth, 
and deſcent, In reply to ſo good reaſon, (being indeed 
bur Pearle caſt beſore $wint) one breakes out wirh a great 
oath, ſwearing wounds and blood ( ſo that all the Blaf- 
phemy 1s not on the Cavaliers tide) and laying , What doe 
you tel me of birth and deſcent ? a plague rake him and his 
Gentilitiegl b pe within this year to ſee never a Gentleman 
in England : you remember the Proverb, Children and 
Fooirs tr ll truth , having thus deſpiſed all wholeſome ad- 
monition , they goe to the Beltrey, they breake open the 
doore,and come rothe place where the Bels did hang,and 
from the trop of the Frames of the Bells indeavoured 
through rhe hole ( but now mentioned ) to ger uponthe 
Leades, where Maſter Loſſe was,but he having ſtop'd thar 
paſſage with the Ladder,and making the beſt uſe he could 
of his hands and feet (being all the weapons tither offen- 
five or, deteniive which he had ) made good the place a- 
gainſt rhem; yer norwithſtanding in = Reſiſtance he 
was in very great danger to loſe his life, for they diſchar- 
ged heir Piſtols ar him ar leaſt eight or nine times,bart by 
the good providence of God they miſs'd therr mark, with 
their [words they wounded him in three ſeverall parts of 
his body,yer God be blefled the wounds were not mortall, 
at laſt having reccived a burt in his hand, having a veine 
pricked with one of cheir ſwords , his blood flowed ſo faſt 
upon the Troopers underneatthim , that as they brag'd 
there, and in other places atter they were gone thence, 
they thought they had diſpatched him , and therefore 
chinking him ro be a dead manthey letr him , yet ro im- 
balme him ro his Funcrall, they poure our a flood of re- 
proachfull names upon him, calling him Kogue,Raſcall, 
Slave, Villaine, Dog, Devill , making no ſtoprill their 
maſter the Divell,and chcir owne memories could ſuggeſt 


no more names of the ſame ſtamp: Arlaſt,roſeale up all, 
for 
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tor feare they had nor murthered him, they proceſt with 
many Excerarions upon themſclves ,'\thar if they had 
not now {ped him (which yer.they hoped" vas crys 
would returne another time, and have hum or 
alive, 

Ar Bridſtow in Devonſhire there dwels aHusbagdman 
(and theugh I cannor tell his name, yet let it not weaken 
the credit of the Relation) who not ſatisfied with ghe Par- 
liaments proceedings in taking -up Armes agdiaſt cheir 
lawtull undoubred Soueraigne, ſtood in a ſeeming Neu- 
rrality : at laſt conceiving ir tine ro declare himſelte, he 
openly adhered rothe Kings party, hereupon he was very 
diligently ſought after, and the Earle of Stands a (ent a 
Troop of Horſe to his houſe to apprehend him;:Whenthey 
came thither,they found not the good man ar home, bur a 
ſonne of his, about ten or eleven yearesold,th 'aske tim 
wheze his Father was, the chitde replyed, that he Was not 
ar home, they threaten him, and uſe all arts to make him 
diſcover. where his Father had hid himſelfe - the childe 
being ignorant where his Father was, ſt;l: perfiſted in the 
fame anſwer, that he knew notwhere he was »: berevpon 
they threaten robang him, neither doth that prevaile, at 
laſt they take'the poore innocent childe and hang him 
up,cither becauſe he would:inarberray bis Father, had he 
been/able to ſarisfic their d>ubxzor tor not having the ſpi- 
rit of Prophecy, not being able to revcale what by an or- 
dinary way of knowledge hedid not know;having let him 
bang awhile,-they cut him downe, not incending.to-Aang, 

him unto-deauh,bur being cut downe they could perceive 
nothing diſcovering life in him, hereupon in a barbarous 
way of experiment, they pricke him with their fwores in 
the back and thighs, uſing the-means leading to death, to 
tind our life -; at laſt afterſowe long ſtay, ſome ſmall 
ſympromes ot life did appeare ; yet fo weake, char there 
they left him nearer the confines of death then life : and 


wherher rhe childe did ever recover, is more then my 1ln-, 
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former canaffure me; Only courtcous Reader obſerve 
from this ſhort Narration, thar theſe bloudy Rebels ſpare 
neicher che venefablenefle of the ſacred Function, the in- 
firmiciesof old Ageor the rendernefie of Youth, 
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The particulays of the firſt Siege of Corfc-Caſtle,gallant- 
ly deſeaded ty the Lady Banks, and '* aptaine Laurence, 
againſt the Powers, Plots, and Policies of Sir Walter 
Earlc and bzs Adberents,S&c. 


Here is inthe Iſle of Parbeche a ſtrong Caſtle 

called 4 as. on a very ſteep Hill, 

in the fratture ofa Hill in the very midſt of it, 

being 8 miles in length,running from the Eaſt 

end of the Peninſula to the Weſt:zand though ir 

ſand between the rwo ends of this fraRture, ſo that it may 
ſeem ro loſe much advantage ot its naturall and arrificiall 
ſtrength as commanded tro thence,being in height equall 
to, if not over-looking, the tops of the higheſt Towers of 
the Caſtle ; yer the ſtructure of the Caſtle is ſo trong,the 
aſcent ſo ſtcep,the walls lomaſhie and thicke, thar ir is one 
of the impregnableſt Forts of rhe Kingdome,and of very 
reat concernment, in reſpe& of its command over the 
ſland, and the places about ir. This Caſtle is now the 
Poſſefhon and Inheritance of the Right Honourable Sir 
obs Banks, Chicte Juſtice of the Common Pleas, and 
one of His Majeſtics moſt Honourable Privy-Councell, 
whe receiving commands fromtheKing to atrend —— 
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mers. The Troepers having miſt their prey on the Hills, 
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Torke,in Eaſter Terme 1647.had leave from therwo Hous 
ſes ro obey thoſe commands: After the unhappy differences 
berween the King and the two Houſes, or rather berween 
the King and the Fa&tion in both Houſes, proneaegh, ir. 
being generally feared chat rhe ſword would decide the 
controverfie,the Lady Banks,a vertuous and prudene La» 
dy,reſolved with her children and family to retire to this 
Giltle, there to ſhelter themſelves trom che torme which 
ſhe ſaw comming,which accordingly ſhe did;there ſhe and 
her Family remained m you all che Winter,and agrear 
- of the Spring,unull May 1643.about which time the 
ebels under the command of Sir Wa/tes Earle, Sir Tho* 
mas ſrenchardy and athers, had pollefied-themſclves'ot 
Dorcheſter, Lyme,Melcome; Weymosth, Warbam,and Poole, 
(Portland Caſtle being - rreacherouſly delivered ro the 
Rebels) only Cor ffe Caſtle remaining in obedience roche 
King : bur the Rebels knowing how much ir concerned 
them to adde this Caſtle rotheir other Garrifons, to make 
all che $ea-coaſt wholly tor them, and chinking ic more 
teirablero gaine ic by 1 reachery then open; Hoſtilicy; 1c+ 
ſolved to Jay hold on an opportunity comming'ongto fee if 
_ could become Maſters of ir, rel Saimjbor 
here is/an ancient ulage that the Maior & Barons/(as 
they call chem)of Cor fjc Caltle,accompanicd by rhe Gene 
try of the Iſland, have permiſhon from the Loxd, of che 
Caſtle on May-day tocourle a Stagge, which eyery. yeare 
is performed with much ſolemniry and great concourſe of 
People; | On this day ſome, roopes of Hotle-trom- Dor: 
cheter and other places 'came into the Iſland, as 
ro find other game thenro buntche. Stage, their bulineſt 
being ſuddenly ro ſurprize the gentlemen inthehunri 
and to take the Caſtle ; the newes ot their comming dil- 
perſt the Hunters,and ſpoiled che ſport for that day,. and 
made the Lady #anki to give order for the ſafe oy 4p os 
the Caſtle gates, and ro keep them ſhur againſt all com« 
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(the Bentlemen having withdrawne themſelyes) ſame of 
them-came rorhe Caſtle under a pretence ts ſee ir,but en- 
_ being denyed _ the won''Souldiers uſed 
rearning language, caſting our words implying ſome 
intentions to © = Caſtle, but the Ci (who 
becter knew how to conceale their reſolutions) urrerly 
diſavowed any ſuch thought, denying that they had any 
ſuch Commiſtion ; however tne Lady Banks very wiſely, 
and likcher ſelfe,hence tooke occaſion tocall in a Guard 
to athſt her, nor knowing how ſoone ſhe might have occa- 
fion romake uſe of them, 'it being now more then proba- 
ble chat the Rebels had a defigne upon the Caſtle. The 
raking inthis guard as it ſecured her at home,ſo-ir rendred 
her luſpected abroad, from thence forward there was a 
watchtall and vigilant eye to ſurvey all her ations, what- 
ſovever ſhe ſends out,or ſends for ingis ſuſpeRtedzher ordi- 
nafy proviſions for her family are by tanie mulriplyed,& 
reporred to be more then double what indeed they were, 
as if ſhe had now an intention to Vituall and Man the 
caſtleagainſt the Forces of therwo Houſes of Parliament, 
preſently Letters are ſent from the Committees of Poole, 
co demand the foure ſmall pectes in- the CaMle, and the 
rencewas,becaulc the Iſlanders conceived ſtrange jea- 
fouſes; that the Peeces were mounted and'put on their 
Carriages;hercupon the Lady Banks diſpatched Meflett 
gers to Dorcheſter and Poole.to intreat the Commiſſhoners 
that the {mall/Pceces might remaine in the Caſtle for ker 
own defence;and to rake away the ground of the Iflanders 
jeatouhes,{t.e cauſcd the Peeces tobe raken offtheir Car- 
riages 2ganne ; hereupon a promiſe was made, that they 
ſhould be left ro her poflefiion;bur there paſſed nor many 
dyes before forty Sea-men(they in the Caftle not ſuſpe- 
Qimgany fuch thing) came” very early inthe morning 
ro demand the Peeces, the Lady in 'Perſon (early as ir 
wasY g26es to. rhe Gares and” defires 10- ſee their War- 
rant', tey produced one, under the hands of _ 
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of the Commiſlioners, bur in ſtead of delivering them, 
though at thar time there were but five men in the Ca- 
ſle, yer chete five atliſted by the Maid-ſervants ar rheir 
Ladier Command, mourns theſe pecces on their Carriages” 
againe, and lading one of them they gave fire, which 
ſmall Thunder ſo affrighred the Sea-meny, that they all 
quirred the placc and ran away, They being gone,by bear 
cf Drum ſhe ſummons help into the Caſtle, and upon the 
Alarme given,a very conliderable guard of Lenants and 
friends came in to her aſſiſtance, there being withall 
ſome fitry Armes brought into the Caſtle, from ſeverall 
parts of the Ifland : This guard was kept inthe Caſtle 
about a weeke, during rhis time, many threatning Ler- 
rers were ſcnt unto the Lady; telling her,whar great For- 
ces ſhould be ſent to ferch rhem, if ſhe would nor by faire 
meanes be perſwaded to deliver them, and ro deprive her 
of her Auxiliarics, all or moſt of them being gop—_ 
thereabours,they threaten that if they oppoſe rhe delivery 
of them,they would fire their houſes: prelently their wives 
come to th: Caſtle,phere they weep, & w.ing their hands, 
and with clamorofis'Oratory perſwade their Hu.bands to 
come home,and not by ſaving others to expoſe their owne 
houſes to ſpoile and ruipe,nay to reduce che Caſtle into a 
diſtrefled condition,they did not only intercept rwo hun» 
dred weighrof powder provided againſt a fiege , but they 
interdi& them the Liberty of Connnon-markers, Procla- 

mation is made at Warham, (a Markert-Towne hard 
that no Beere, Beefc, or other pong ſhould be ſold ro 
the Lady Þanks,or for her uſe; ſtrid watches are kept,thar 
no Mcfienger or intelligence ſhall paſſe into or out of the 
Caſtle : being thus diſtrefled,all meanes of victualling 
the Caſtle being taken away;and being bur ſlenderly tur- 
niſhed for a fiege,cither with ammunition or with victual, 
at laſt they came to a Treary of Compoſition,of whichithe 
reſult was, that che Lady. Baxhs ſhould deliver up thoſe 
4 ſmall Pecccs,the biggeſt carrying nor above a 3 pound 
H 3 buller, 
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buller,and that the Rebels ſhould permit her toenjoy the 
Caſtle and Armes in it in peace and quietneſle. 2% 
And though this wiſe Lady knew too well to reſt latis- 
*fied or ſecured in theſe promiſes (their ofren breach of 
Faith having ſufficiently inſtruQed her what ſhe mighr 
expe& trom them) yet ſhe was gladot this opportunity to 
ſtrengrhen her ſelte even by that meanes, by which many = 1 
in the world thought ſhe had done her ſelfe much preju- 
dice; forthe Rebels being now poſicfled of their Guns, | 
preſumed the Caſtle ro be theirs as ſure as if they had a- 
Qually.poſſefled ir, Now it was no more bur ask and have: 
hereupon they grow remifle in their Watches, negligenc 
incheir obſervations, not heeding what was brought in, 
nor taking care, as before, to intercept ſupplies, which 
might inable them to hold our againſt a Siege; and the 
4 Lady making good uſc ot their rewiſnes, laid hold onthe 
preſent opportunity,& as much as rhetime would permit, 
turniſh't the Caſtle with proviſions of all ſorts. In this 
Intervall there was brought in, a hundred and halfe of 
powder,and a quanrity of match proportionable, Andun- 
derſtanding.chat rhe Kings Forces under the Condu& of | 
Prince Magrice,and the 'Marqueſlic Hertford were advan- 
cing towards B/axford,ſhe,by her Meflenger made ber ad- 
dretle to them, to ſignitic unco them the preſent condition 

in which they were, the great conſequence of the place, 
deſiring theiraſſtiſtance,and in particular that theywould 

be pleaſed rorake into their ſcrious conſideration to ſend 
fome:commandersthuther to rake the charge of the Caſtle; 
hercupon they ſend. Captaine Laurence ſonne of Sir Ed- 

ward Laurence, a Gentleman of that Ifland, to command 

in chief, bur he comming without a C onumiſſion could nor 
command moneyes or proviſions to be brought in untill ir 
was too late, There was likewiſe in the Caſtle ane: Cap- d 

taine Bond an old ſouldicr, whom I ſhould deprive of his 
due' honour, not to mcntion him, having a ſhare in che 
honour ofthis reſiſtange, 'I he fiſt rime th —_—_"*" {

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the Caſtlegthey brought a body of berweenewodndthre® 
hundred Horle and Foot, and wo Pegces of Ordnance, 
and from the Hils playd on the Caſtle, fired-foure houſes 
in the Towne,and then ſummoned the Caſtle, bur tecei- 
ving adeniall for that time they left it. Burton the three 
and rwentieth of June, the Sagicious Kaights, Sir Waltcy 
Barle(thar hath the gift of diſcerning T realons,and mighr 
have made up his nine and thirty T reaſons farty, by reck- 
oning in his owne) accompanied by Captaine Sidenbam, 
Captaine Henry Jarvis, Capraine Shuts ſonne of thar 
Arch-Traytor, Shut 0f -eele,with a body berwcen five and 
fix hundred came and potlefled themſelves ot the Towne, 
raking the opporruniry of a miſty morning, that they 
might tind no refiftance from the Caſtle, They broughe 
with them to the Sicge a Demy-Canon, a Culveria and 
two Sacres, with theſe and their {malldhor, they playd on 
the Caſtle on all quarters of ir, with good obfervation of 
Advantages, making their battery ſtrongeſt where they 
thoughc the Caſtle weakeſt. And to bind the foujdiers by 
tye of Conſcience to an eager proſecution of the Siege, 
they adminiſter them an Oach,and mutually binde them- 
ſelves to moſt unchriſtian reſolutions; That if they found 
the defendants obſtizate not to yee!d, they would maintaine 
the Stege tg viftory .and then dexy Luarter unto all, billing 
without merty Men, Vomen,and Children. As to bring on 
their owne ſouldiers, rhey abuſed them with falſhoods, 
telling chem that the Caſtle ſtood in a Leyell, yer with 
ood advantages of approach, that there were but forty 
men in the Caſtle, whereof twenty were. tor rhem, thar 
there was rich booty and the like; ſo,during the Siege they 
uſed all baſe, unwerthy meancs, to corrupt the deten- 
dants, to berray the Caſtle into their hand, the berter ſore 
they endeayour to corrupt with bribes, to the reſt they 
offer double Pay, and the whole Plunder of the: Caſtle ; 
whea all theſe Arts tooke no effect, then they fall wo-Stra- 
ragems and Engines, To make theic approaches-to- the 
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walb with more fafery, they make rwo Engines, one they 
call zh» Sdwixhe ogher the Boarebeing made with boards 
lined wnhwool! to dead the thor, T he feſt that moved for- 
ward was the Sow, but nor being Musket proot, ſhe caſt 
nine&of eleven of ber Facrow,for the Muſqueniers fro the 
caſtle-wete {0 good marks-men ar their legs.the only parx 
of all cheir bodics Icft withoar. de'cn1ce, that 9 rag 2way; 
as welt as their broken and battered legges woulda give 
them'{eave;and of the two which knew neither how ro run 
away,nor well ro ſtay,for feare,one was ſlaine.The Boare 
of therwo( 2 man would think )the valianter creature, lee- 
ing theil}{uccefle of the Sow;to caſt her Lirrer before ſier 
rime,durſt notadvance; The moft advantageous varrt for 
their Batteries was the Church, which they withour te.16 
of prophttanation uſed,not only as their Rampzryr,bur their 
rendezvouz:of che Burplefic they made two ſhirts for ewo 
ſouldiers, they broke .downe the Organs, . and made the 
Pipes ferve for Caſes to nold their powder and ſhot, and 
not being furniſhed with Musquer-bullers , they cur. oft 
the Leadof che Church,and rolV'd it up,and ſhoot it with- 
our ever caſting in a mould Sir 7a/er and the; Comman- 
ders were earneſt co prefie forward the fouldiers; but as 
prodigalas they were.ot che bloud of their common ſoul- 
dicrs, theywere ſparing enough of their owne 4; -it was a 
area obſeryarion, that valiant ar #alter neyer wil- 
ingly expoſed himſelſe ro any hazatd-; for being by 
chance endangered by a Bullet, ſhor through his Coar, 
afterwards he put oa'#Biases skinne, «nd wo the ercrnall 
honour of this Knights vyzlout:be it recorded, for fearc 
of Muſguet-thog, (or ether they had none) he was ſcen 
to creepon alþ ford om the :{ides of the hill, to keep 
himſelie our. danger./' This baſe Cowardiſme in the 
Ataylams added courage and: reſolution to the defen- 
dants 2) rheretore- not compell'd by wanr,, but rather to 
brave the'Rebe)s, they ſallyed our, and brought in cight 
Cowes atul.a Bull into the Caſtle, withour the loſle of a 
ve _- Man, 
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man, or a atan,wounded. At aftotber time five boyes fetchr 
in tourc Cowes... They that ſtood on the hills , called ro 
one in a houſe inthe valley, crying , Shoot Anthony, bur 
Anthony thought ic good to fleepe in a whole $kinne, 
and durſt not looke our , ſo that atterward it grew-into a 
proverbiall jeere, fromthe Detendants tothe Allaylanrs, 
Shoot Antbouy. The Rebels having ſpent muth tune and 
Ammunition, and ſome men, and yer being as farre from 
hopes of taking the Caſtle ,as the ticſt day they came thi- 
ther, atlaſt the Earle of '/rw:che ſends them a ſupply of 
2n hundred and fiftie Mariners, with ſeverall Cart-loads 
oi Pciars, Granadoes,and orher Warlike proviſion, with 
(caling Ladders toaflaulrt the Caſtle by ſcaladoe 53 They 
wake large offers to him that ſhould firſt ſcale the wall, 
20 {.ro the firſt, and fo by deſcending ſummes a reward to 
the twentieth, bur all this could not prevaile with theſe 
lilly wrerches , who were brought thither as themiſelyes 
contefled,like ſheep to the flaughter,ſome of them havin 

bur exchang'd che imanncr ofthe deathythe halter for rhe 
bullet, baving taken rhcn: our of, Gaoles,one of them be- 
ing raken Priſoner, had Letters Teſtimoniall in hishands 


. whence he came, the Letters I meane when he was burnt 


tor a Felon, being very viſible to the beholders,bur when 
they found char perſwaſion could net prevaile,, with ſuch 
abject low-ſpirited men,the Commanders refolye on ano- 
ther courſe, which was to make themdrunke,knowing that 
drunkennefle makesſome men fight like Lyons, thar being 
ſober would runne away like Hares, To this purpoſe they 
fill them wich ſong waters, even to magnefle,and ready 
they axe now for any deſigne , and for feare Sir #a'ter 
ſhould be valiant againſt his will, like Ceſar, he westhe 
onely man almoſt that came ſob:7 to the aſſault { an imita- 
tion of the Turkiſh prattice,(tor certainly there can be no- 
thing of Chriſtianitic in it , to ſend poore ſoules ro Gods 
Judgement Seat,in the very a&t of two grievous hrs, Re- 
bellion & Druakenneſe)wno to ſtupitie their Souldiers,and 
mM make 
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makethem inſenſible of rheis dangers, give them Opium; 
being now armed with drinke , they reſolve to ſtorme the 
Caftlc on all fides,and apply their ſcalding Ladders,ir be- 


ing ordered by the Leaders, (if I may withour a Soleciſm 
call them ſo,that ſtood behind and did not ſo much as fol- 


low) that when rwentie were entred-, they ſhould give a 


watch-wor@ro the reſt, and that was G/d Fat : a word ill 
choſcn, by Sir wt. Earle , and conſidering rhe buſinefſe 
in hand, liale better then ominous , for it I be nor decei- 
ved, the Hunters that beat buſhes for rhe fearfull rimo- 
ous Hare,call him Od wat. 

Being now Por valiant, and poſlcfſed witha borrowed 
courage, which was to Evaporace in fleepe , they divide 
their Forces into two Parties , whereof one affaulrs the 
Middle ward;defended by valiant Caprain Lawrence, and 
the greater part of the Souldiers; the other affaulc rhe 
Upper ward, which the-Lady Baxhkes (to her erernall ho- 
nour be ir ſpoken) with her daughters, women , and five 
Souldiers, undercooke ro make good againſt the Rebells, 
and did bravely pet forme what ſhe undertooke;for by hea- 
ving over ſtones & hot embers they repelled the Rebells, 
and kept them from — their Ladders, thence to 
throw in that wild- fire , whichevery Rebell had ready in 
his hand. Being repelled,and having in this Siege and this 
Aſtaulc loſt and hurr an hundred men , Otd Sir Wat,hear. 
ing the Kings Forces were advanced, cryed,'andran away 
Ing Sydeaham ro Command in Chief,ro bring 
off the Ordnance, Ammunirlon, and the remainder of the 
Army , who afraid ro appeare abroad kepr SanRuary in 
the Church till nighr, meaning to ſup and run away by 
Star-light ; but ſupper being ready , and ſer on the Ta- 
ble, an Alarme was given that the Kings Forces were 
comming ; this newes took away Sydenbams ſtomack ; all 
this provifion was bur meſſes of” meat ſit before the Sepul- 
chres of the dead; leaves hisArtillery, Acmunition,and 
(which with theſe men's ſomething) a good ſupper, and 

s ran 
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ran away.to take Boar tor Poo/e , leaving likewiſe arthe 
ſhoare about an hundred Horſe to the next T akers,which 
next day proyed good prize tothe 2ouldiers of the Ca- 
ſtle, Thus atter fix weekes ſtrict Siege, this Caſtle, the 
defire of the Rebells , the teares of Old Sir wat, and the 
Key of thoſe parts,by the Loyaltic;and brave reſolution of 
this honourable Lady, the vslour ef Capraine Lawrence 
and ſome cightie Souldiers, (by thelofle only of two men) 
was delivered from the bloody intentions ot theſe merci- 
lefle Rebels on the 4.0t Anguft 1643.

Aſter Thomas Fones , Batchelor in Divinitic , and

three hundred pounds per azaum, did inthe purſuance 
of this Righr', ſpend a-thouland pounds to recover it 
from thoſe, who account all lawfall gaine whatſoever they 
can purloyne either trom God or the King. The preren- 
ded Patrons, who had invaded this Right, were much of- 
tended with: Maſter Jones tor eg at 10 great expence 16 
redecmethe prey out of their hands, and did bur watch an 


Op. 
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Opportunirie ro make him know how ſenſible they were 
of rhis rheir lofle. This Parliament being called,and theſe 
mcnmade Members of 'rhe Lower Houſe, they quickly 
perceived rhar this wiſhed-for —_— was now come, 
whercin they mighr pervert publique juſtice ropriyare re- 
venge , quickly learning ro exerciſe that Arbitrary unli- 
wited power over their fellow SubjeQs, which the preya- 
lency of a dangerous tation had pur intotheir —_ Ac- 
cording to the general practice lince this Parliament, they 
accuſe Maſter ozes of fome Anti-parliamentary pallages 
ia his Sermon, which his Judges underſtood as little as his 
Accufers : Nay perhaps itwas with him (as with many of 
his Octhodox Brethren)the ſame men were bath bisAccu- 
ſers and Judges, : However any or no accuſation we know 
have ſerved theſe mensturnes, to bring Godly and Lear- 
ned Miniſtersto the Beare-bayring of a Commitree , and 
eo pur them into the expenhive cuſtody of a Serjeant at 
Armes : ſo it was with Maſter Fees, they firſt precended 
ſome Crimes,and on thefe pretencesthey commir him pri- 
ſoner to a Serjcant at: Armes, Having deprived him of 
his Libertic, and put him into a conſumprion of - his eſtare 
by the unreaſonable unlimited exaRions of Parliament- 
Callernthey then think him reduced ro ſuch a condition 
as to be willing to. hearken roa Compoſttion, on any 
rermes, Atlaſt, vexed to an agreement , he is ro enjoy 
his Libertic and Peace on this mucuall ſtipulation 'They 
are to pardon himrhe error of his dorine , to deliverup 
his bayle, being wich two ſugeries Parliament men bound 
in a Bond of two thouſand:pounds , and rq give him two 
hundred poundstowardshischarges, Maſter Jones muſt 
religne his larely recovered Cure at Tuifardtoe to make 
way for a Clcrke of their owne : which toaveid farther 
moleſtation , ro-his very. great prejudice , he was infor- 
ced to condeſcend unto. Afrer, in September, 1642, 
Maſter 1onec riding) to T anton in Somerſttsſhire., ac- 
companycd by one of the Prince his ſcrvams , who _

his Maſters Colouts, was for tharreaſon , rogether with 
that Gentleman , immediately after his departure'from 
thence, apprehended, and like a Felon brought backe to 
the Caſtle, where he remained Priſoner three weeks , and 
could not be releaſed without the carneſt ſolicitation of 
his friends, and his Wives h'1mble and often petitioning 
che Earle of Bedford. In November laft , ſuffering under 
continuall moleſtatjons,and out of all hope to live peacay 
ably at home; he reſolved to pur himſelf under the prore- 
Rion of Sir Ka/ph Hoptons Army then in Carnewall. To 
this purpoſe he furniſhed three Horſes and Arms pro 
rionable,and ſer forward to deliver them up for His Maje- 
ſties ſervice £ but unbappily in the way thither he was 1n- 
rercepred by the Earle of Stamfords Forces , under the 
command of Capraine Gogld, taken Priſoner , robb'd'so 
the value of $0. /, the Plunderers leaving him nor'ſd 
much as a Boor to ride in.

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put him in mind of ir; . Good-Friday comming on. 
ſencly, upon the laſt Wedneſday in Apriff he defired his 
Neighbours and Parithjoners ro keepe thar ancient Faſt 
injoyned by rhe Church,in Commeworation cf the bitter 
Deathand Paſſion of Chriſt;and the berter ro invite-chem 
ro.that dayes lolemne Humiliation , he Preached torhem 
rwicethat day, Though Sermons be all rheir Religion, 
et two Sermons on Good Friday are with theſe men no 
er then Superſticion : For, for this contempt (as they 
interpreted jy) of the Parliament Faſt, not letting ſo high 
ancſtimation on it as onthis Caibelihe Faſt of Good Fry- 
day (received and praftiſed by all Churches: in all Ages, 
till of late a Jewiſh obſervarion of one day hath ſhouldred 
our the religious obſervation of all other daycs ) he was 
convented betore the Seflions,where Edmund Prideaux a 
Parliament man, and a pretender t this Lay , preſt this 
hus obedience to the Church moſt violently againſt him ; 
maliciouſly affirming, that be did itto affront the Parlia+ 
ment, & to adyance Popiſh Superſtition, and Ianoyation,

Lingen ; Hereupon M.1oa# finding by experience (rhac 
there was no {afetic our of one of the Kings Armies (the 
only ProteRion which the King is able for che preſent ro 
afford His good Subje&s)he pur hunſelfe under the Pro- 
reQion of Sir Ralph Hoptons Army , where be now re. 
maijnes, While 
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While the Rebells Army lay at Tame {ending our par- 
ries, by chance they lighted ea ſome of the Kings Souldir 
ers,and amongſt them there was one,who touched'in con- 
ſcience for ſo grievous a lin, as Jifting up his kand againft 
his lawfull Soreraign, the Lords Annoyared, forfook the 
Rebells Army,and was entertained in his Majcſties pay: 
and bein in thcir power they reſolve inftaguly ro hang 
him ; but with ſuch Circumſtances as in. the murrher of 
the Subject tbeyevidently maniteſt their malicious rebel- 
lious hearts rowards their Soveraign, Notwhing. will ſexue 
tobang him on, bur che ligne poſt cf the Kings Head in 
Tame; the poore man being ready «to. be throwne from 
the Ladder, Prayed very fervently , and cryed out Lord 
1 ſus receive my Soule. The Rebells ſtanding abour him, 
inſtead of joynirg with him in his devotians made a con- 
fuled noyſc, and laughed art him.

Capraine Duc d a Commander of the Rebels in 
Cheſhire, came ro M.wr;ghts houſe, Parſon of Wemſlow 
irithat Counry,a man of foureſcore yeares of age,of a ve- 
ry honeſt life and converſation,and eminent for his hoſpi- 
tality ——_ his neighbours, The Captain and his follo- 
wers enter the houſe by violeace, killed rwo of his maids» 
ſervants,wounded others, and in all probability had mur- 
thered M.w+igh: hinifcle,had nor his neighbours rhar to- 
ved himwell,reſcued him our of their hands, The crime 
objefted againſt him, was Loyalty, and that amongſt Re- 
bels is crtne enongh: for chis he is forced to live an exile 
from his owne habitacion,and hath abſentcd himſclf from 
his houſe now twelve nionerhs, The ſame Rebels came to 
one Maſter Jobn Leech his houſe, in the fame County,as I 
take it, they enter his houſe by violence. they kill one of 
his maid-ſcrvaves for endeayouring to keep the doore 
ſhut againſt rhem,and tooke away Maſter Leech priſoner. 
There was a gentlewoman in the houſe come thither bur 
two dayes before, who ſceing ſo barbargus cruelty practi- 
ſ:d upon Innocents for no other faulr bur living in peace 
and obedience, was fo affrighred, rhac for ſome time ſhe 
remained almoſt diſtraRed. | 
When the rebelKous city of London firſt delivered vpir 
ſclfe the ſervile inſtrumene to execute the illegall Com- 
mands of the heads of rhe fa&ion in Parliament; a Traop 
of faious Citiſens under the command of Colonel Crom- 
welcame to the Univerlicy of Cambridge, and there ſci- 
zed on the perſons of Dottor Beale, Noor Martin, and 
Door Seerne,men of known Integriry, Exemplary lives, 
prowound lcarning,and heads of ſeveral Colledges in that 
f2mnous Univerhity : having them intheir euſtody they uſe 
them with all poffibleſcorn & conrempt,cſpecially Crom- 
we# behaving himſelfc moſt inſolently rowards them, and 
when 
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when one of the DoRors made-ir a requeſt ro Cromwel, 
that he might ſtay a little ro put up ſome linnen, Cromwell 
denyed him the tayour ; and whether in a jeere,or fimple 
malice told him, that it was not in bis Commiſſion! havin 
now prepared a ſhew to entertain the peoples in trium 
they ”, p the captives towards London, e the people 
were beforchand informed what caprives Colonell Crom+ 
well was bringing. In the Villages as they paſſed from 
Cambridge to London, rhe People were called by ſome of 
their Agents to come and abuſe, and revile them. When 
they came to London being to bring their prifoners tothe 
Tower, no other way would ſerve th-ir curne but from 
Shore-dicch through Barcholomew: Faire, when the Con- 
courſe was as thick as the negotiation of buyers & ſellers, 
and the warning of the Bead!es of the Faftion(rhart uſe ro 
give notice © their party )could make it; they lead thee 
captives leiſurely chrough the midſt of the Faire : as they 
patle along they are entertained with exclamatious, re- 
proaches,ſcornes,& curſes,and conſidering the prejudice 
raiſed in the City of them, it was Gods great metcy thor 
they tound ro worſe uſage from chew;having brgitght tt-E 
to the Tower, the people there uſe chem with no letle in- 
civilicy wichin the wals, then the people did withour, cal- 
ling them Papiſts,Arminians,and | know not what. After 
ſome time impriſonment there, they were remo»ed to the 
Lord t eters houſe in Alderſgare-ſtreert ; and though they 
often petitioned to be heard and neg ro Judgement, 
yetthey could obcaine neither a T ryall,nor enlargement, 
unlefle co free their bodies they ſhould enſnare their ſouls 
by loanes of money to be imployed againſt the King, or 
taking iwpious Oathes or Covenants: at laſt after almoſt 
a yeares impriſonment, on Friday the 11,0f Aug»ft,1643., 
by order from the FaRion tac call rhemſctves a Par- 
liement, they were removed from thence, and all pur on 
Ship;boad, in a Ship called; The erofperous Sayle, or the;

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Coach from Adder gate-ſtreet to Billansgate , inthe way 
to the Common Stair, there to take water , one wes over- 
heard to ſaygtbeſe looke like honeſt men , aud he was not a 
Jor miſtaken : however for bearing teſtimony tothe truth 
he incur'd the cenſure of a Malignant,and was in danger 
to be commirred: bur another looking theſe grave learned 
Divines in the face, reviled the (aying,that they did not 
looke lihe Chriſtians : and —_ hat they might breake 
irnecks as they wenr downe the Stairs to take water. 
This harſh uſage they found by land, bur yer they found 
farre worſe by water: being come on ſhip-board they were 
inſtantly put under Hatches,where the vecks were ſo low 
that they could nor ſtand upright , and yer were denyed 
ſooles to fir on,or ſo much as aburdenot ſtraw to lye on, 
Truo this Litele Eaſt in a ſmall ſhipthey crowd no lefle 
then foureſcore Priſoners of qualitic, andthat they mighr 
ſtifle one another , having no more breath then wharthey 
ſucked from one anothers mouths, moſt maliciouſly , and 
(cerrnney) to a murtherous incent , they op up all the 
mall Auger heles,& all other in-lets which might relieve 
them with freſh aire ; ati a of ſuch horcid barbariſme, 
that nor Age,nor Story,nor Rebellion can parallel ; Bt, 
O Lord God to whom Vengeance beloageth , thou God to 
whom vengeance belongeth , ſhow thy ſeife, O let the ven- 
eance of thy Servants blood, that bath beene ſbed in this 
» be openly ſhewed upon theſe worſe then Heatbeu Sal- 
Vages in our fight , 0 1et the ſarrowfull ſighing of thy pri- 
ſoners come before thee, according to the greatnefſe of thy 

power preſerve thou thoſe that are appoynied 80 dye.

4 lively petterne of in- 
gratitude ated by a Schiſmaiicall Smith at Dalham in 
Sutfolke, &c. 


Afﬀer Anthony Tyringham, Parſon of Tyrizgham in 
Buckingham ſhire, having bufinefle at Mards-mor- 

con, at his rerurne came to Buckingham , where he met 
with two of his Nephewes. The Uncle and his Nephewes 
lad of ſo happy a meeting , after ſome ſtay to congraru- 
re the good chance , and to refreſh rhemlclves , fer for» 
wardin their journey, and pafled in peace without danger 
untill they came neare Stony-Straifo 1d, where a partce 
of Di —_— comming from Aylesbury furprized them : 
and inſtanrly(ſcarce asKing them from whence they came) 
ſearched and diſarmed them , which was no difficulr at- 
chieyemenr,there being bur one Sword amongſt all three, 
The Rebels tak#from them their Horſes, their Coats and 
_ : ſuperfluous things as they conceived for men de- 
"s ro captivitic ; for having ſpoyled them of their 
lorſes, Money, and Garments , they ſend them with a 
ſtrong guard Priſoners ro Aylesbury : while rhe reſt of 
the Parxce, lurking abour Stony-Stratford, ſtayed there 
ro expe@ ſome freth bootic : And that inthis we doe ner 
flander theſe grear Champions of the SubjeRts Liber- 


. ries and Properties , the iſſue will acquix us, for preſent- 


Iy after (ro ſhew that all was Fiſh which came to Net) 
I 3 they 
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they ſeized upon a poore Bone-lace-man & a Shoomaker, 
robbed therrof whar they had, & in the ſame manner ſent 
them away ptiſoners to Ailizbury. The guard of Dragoo- 
ners having brought their 3 priſoners abour a mile and a 
halt on the way towards Alisbury, commanded them again 
ro alight: The firſt Plunder was tor the Caprain or Com- 
manders, or elſe a ſhare was ſer apart Anathema for the 
ſupport of the Publique Cauſe, theſe men ro whoſe traſt 
they were commirred, now intend to plunder for them- 
ſelves : And firfithey command Maſter Tyringham to pur 
otf his Caflocke 2 who being not ſudden in obeying the 
Command, nor over-haſty to untye hus girdle to diſroabe 
himſelte of rhe diſtinive Garment of his Profeſſion : 
(though now a caſfſock, contraRted into the Compendium 
. of a Gipp1, 1s becqme the Garb of the Reformers) one of 
the Dragoons to quicken him,cur him through the har jn- 
to the head with the ſword taken from one of hus nephews, 
and with another blow cut him oyer the fingers: Maſter 
Tyringham wondring at ſo barbarous uſage withour any 

rovocation, came towards him, that had thus wounded 
= and dcfired him to hold his hands, pleading that he 
was a Clergy-man,a priſoner,and diſarmed:the cowardly 
villaine eb fearing the approach ot a diſarmed man,or 
willing to lay hold on any advantage to expoſe the priſo- 
ners to the fury of his fellows,cryed out, Shoot the rogues, 
for they intend to refiſt:the word was no ſooner given, bug 
a Muſquer was inſtantly dicharged 92096 of M.Tyring., 
hams nephews;but the Musqueteere milling his mark,ano. 
cher of the Rebels with his ſword aymed righter, and ran 
him into the ſhoulder : a Muſquert was preſented to.rhe 0- 
ther nephew,bur Gods providence reſtrained the murthe- 
rous intention of the Rebell that he did nor give fire. Thus 
excrciling rheir pleaſurc upon difarmed wounded men, 
they rob M.Tyringhaem of his Caflocke, rifle all their poc- 
kers, and cake from them what they pleaſe; and to palliare 
rheir cruelty they ſend ewo Dragooners back;to tell their 
Captain, 
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Cagrains and their companies thar the priſoners commir- 
ted to their cuſtody and conduR made refiſtance : Upon 
this falſe alarum given, preſently the Caprains and their 
Companies make upto them, to aſhiſt a ſtrong Guard 
againſt three diſarmed, and of them rwo wounded men ; 
being come where they were,they encompaſſe them abour, 
and without any examination of the buſinefle, mu uming 
the ſuggeſtion to be undoubrted truth, one of the Rebels, 
Captain Pollard by name, with a full blow ſtrikes at Ma- 
ſter Tyriugham,and with his ſword curs his Arme and Cu- 
bit-bones crofle the clbow almoſt aſunder ; M,Tyringham 
(almoſt threeicore years of 2ge within.rwo)bore this bar- 
barous uſage with undaunted courage, and hearing this 
bloudy villaine called Capraine Pollard, in a pleaſant in- 
dignation exprefled the lenſe of the injury bur thus, Thar 
20W he bad made bim a Pollard indeed: A Metaphor eaſily 
underſtood by Wod-men,who uſually call a Tree,whoſe 
limbs or branches are lopped off,a Pollard: M.Tyringhaws 
Arme thus miſerably wounded, and hanging dangling 
from his ſhoulder, without any government from the 
nerves or finews, one of his nephews having a mourning 
Riband, tendred it to his Uncle ro bind up his Arme, bur 
the Rebels will not permit ir:though M.7yringhem intrear 
the fayor to have his wounds bound up, and the very ſpc- 
Qacle before their eyes, was argument enough to extorr 
this mercy from them ; yer they remaine inexorable, nox 
would they be perſwaded untill a long cime after;having 
now made ſure worke with their priſoners, and rendred 
them ſo far unable to reſiſt, th-t ſome were hardly able to 
firthe jades on which they were mounted, they againe ſer 
forward for Ailesbury. The Dragooners horles on which 
they were ſer,being tyred, made the way very tedious, 
eſpecially ro M.Tyringhaw, who loſt much bloud all the 
way as they went, 
While theſe Gentlemen were in this miſerable condirl- 
on, Captaine Pofard, not troubled ar all for fo bloudy a 
I 4 ta, 
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f8,barbarotiſly cottimirred by hitaſelfe oh ar aged Gen- 
tleman , and: a Mitiſter of rhat mo which: they falſly 


pretend ro tnaintaine, but indeed deny and blaſpheme in 
all rheir aQions , rurned afide ro whaddon Chaſe , and 
ſported himſelt in killing ſorne of His Majeſlics Deete, 
which he cartyed along with hinits Aytesbary : after als 
moſt foure houres riding, tyred our with tyred Jades, and 
fainting with loſle of blood ; the Prifbners were againe 
commanded to alight at a Town called yhitchutth within 
xo miles of Ay/esbery. Hee they fall on Maſter 7Tyring- 
bt afreſli, aid Plunder him as cagetly as if he had bin 
riew come into their hands , and not touched by them be- 
fore. They pluck off his boots , and cake from him his 
Jerkinghis Hatzand Cap , all the fences provided tor cold 
and weather , andthe uſuall fortifications againſt the in- 
Juries of wind and raine : and {6 triade a Patierne of the 
man wounded betweene Iertſa/em 'and Itricho, they 
mount hitn on his Spitrle againe and drive on , and at- 
cer an houres riding in cold and datknefle, ar laſt chey 
arrived at Aplesbury,that night the Chiturgions (as ſoon 
as they could be found ) viewed and dreſſed the wound, 
but concluded unanimouſly that they muſt cur; off his 
Armethe next day, or elſe ir would Gangreene and in- 
fallibly kill him , which next day was done accordingly : 
Maſter Tyringham bore the lofle of his Arme with incredi- 
ble reſolution and courage, as knowing the Juſtice of that 
Cauſe for which he ſuffercd , and as willing to lay downe 
is Life inteſtimony of his Loyalcie , as his Brottier Ma- 
ſer Edward Tyringbam, one of the Gentlemen of the 
Kings Privy Chamber had done before him , whis thc laſt 
Winter being imployed in His Majeſties ſervice, & ſet on 
by a Partce of Rebells fought valiantly , bur opprefled 
with multitudes, received ſo many wounds that he dyed of 
them, Bur ithath pleaſed Ged ſo to blefle the means uſed 
for this Gentlemans recovery, that there are great hopes 
he will furyirethelc maimes,and (as himſelf — / 
ro 
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told the Rebells to their faces ) Live to fee thers hanged.

Inthe foyrth Weeke of this' Mercury, you heard of the 
cruell uſage of Maſter Wiborn# Paiſon of Pebmaiſh itithe 
Countie of Eſex,by the Rebells in thofe parts ; how they 
abuſed him'in the Chutch, beat him in the' fields, and 
took from him the Bovk of Common-Prayer , having be-

rage of his abſetce,they accuſe him to the pretended Var- 
liament, and fraine a Bill of Falſhcod and Lyes againſt 
him, theteby to gaine a Sequeſtration of his Living : A 
buſinefle har of any grear difficultie, they being more rea-

him of his livelyhood, and given his Wives and Childrens 
bread ro Rrangers,by moſt unjuſt, praQtices, yer his hopes

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the accommodation of their dwelling in the Parſonage 
houſe : bur ſuch is the implacable cruclic and malice of 
theſe Secaries,that on the renth of Fune 1643. a Troope 
of the Rebels came tothe Parſonage houſe and demanded 
entrance: Miſtreſle wiborow and her Children being alone 
in the houſe, ſhe bar'd up the doores againſt them , and 
for her better ſafetic retired to an upper roome, to which 
the paſſage was through a Trap-doore,which likewiſe ſhe

As ſoon as Miſtrefle Viborow ſawtem ſhe preſented them

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the Clergic, by the intrufion of FaRious and: Schiſmati- 
call perſons into the Cures and Revenues of Learned, 
Orthodox Divines','by Order of one, or both pretended 
Houſes of Parliament, contrary to all Law and Juſtice : 
which ſhe hoped would have foundſo much obedience and 
reſpe&, as to reſtore her to her houſe : This was ſo farre 
from mollitying theſe Rebel!s and Schiſmariques , that ic 
provoked them to great inlblencies;at laſt,when Miſtrefle

by the pretended Houſe of Parliament to ſeize uponthe 
Eſtates of all Delinquents, and ro point out who thall be 
Plundered next. Order, that whatſoever Maſter /;borow 
had left, ſhould be ſcized on for the uſe of that Thing 
which they call a Parliament : thereby ro ſupport Rebel- 
lion with Robbery and Theft. Inſtantly they ſeize on 
his Corne, and thoſe few Cattle, the remainder of forme: 
Plunderings, —_ they kn:w it was the life of rhe 
Mother and her children, andthar in taking away theſe, 
rhey deprived them of all meancs of ſubliſtance, and ex- 
poſed them to extreame want, having reduced them rg 
: this 
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rhis miſerable condition , to beg or ſtarve: Now for the 
comfortlefſe trouble ſake of the needy , and becauſe of the 
deepefybrng of the poore , l will up ſaith the Lord, and 
will belp every one from bim that [welleth againſt bim , 
ad will ſet him at reft : The good God performe his pro« 
miſe ,Le: God ariſe, and lct theſe enemies of God axd mar 
be ſtattered. 

Maſter Thomas Dalton Bachelor of Divinitic, and Par- 
ſon of Datham in the County of Suffolk, being Plundered 
of his Horſe by Colonel Xuſſels Troop, Depurtic Lieure- 
nant of the Councic of (ambridge, on more then probable 
grounds , fearing that they would ſeize upon his perſon, 
and commir him to Priſon , was compelled to leave his fa- 
mily & retire privately to ſome friends, where he continu- 
ed fome moneths. In the interim, one Barnard a poore 
Smith, & one that formerly had lived on the Pariſh alms, 
informed the Commirree at (ambridge of M. Daltons ab- 
fence, & making ir his Crime, Peritioned for a Scqueſtra» 
tion of his Living,inrending to make a gain of it himſelf; 
for whereas the Living is worth 1406 l.per aznum, and ha 
beene (olet for many yeares before,/ulcan,l meane Bar- 
x2rd the Smith, haviag got a Chaplaine of his owne, one 
Randal by name , indents with him to ſerve the Cure for 
fo or 60. pounds a yeare, intending to pur up the Qver- 
plus into his own purſe : nor did he taile of his pious | 64 
XR, ſo apparencly rending to rhe publique good, and re- 
tormation of the Church: For onthe Smiths bare inſtance, 
though carneſtly oppoſed by the Lord of the Towne, and 
abour forty of the chiefeſt of the Pariſh,who all labourcd 
entneRly to wichſtand ir, the Cammirtee for the adyance- 
ment of che reformation, hearken to Barnard and ſubſti- 
rute Randal! Yulcans Prief in Maſter Daltons place, and 
xevenew; This grantof the Committee was ratified by the 
Committee at weſtminitey , for "tis not impoſlible bur 
Barzard might have ſharers with hum in both Com-

which Ordinance , when the Patron of the puny - had in- 
relligencc,ſhe inſtancl ed co London , aad knowi 

wr af erivial mm againſt M.De- 
ton were, abſence being his maine Crime, ( being pur to 
this hard Oprion , either co ſtay and be comminted Pri- 
ſoner, or to flye and be rob'd of the Profits of his Living, 
for this is the Dilemma to which all Orthodox Contor- 
mable Miniſters are now purt ) relolyed to intercede for 
him , hoping either quire to rake him off , or ar lcaſkeo 
procure a mitigation. of the Order ; bur contrary ro his 
expecation he found the Smith Caurted, Applanded, and

ving ſuch an opportunicie as this , would interprer this 
to their owne Intereſt ag a figne of perſonall fayour ro 
them , yer not daring to prefic into the hidden will of 
God , nor making our ſelves of familiar acquainrance 
with his Counſells, I ſhall not make any inference from 
hence, but leave every man to abound in his owne 
ſence , onely thus much we ſay, Tifat being dead , the 
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bot proſecution of Maſter Cheftlen , for a while lay dead 
too ; when all theſe endeavours could nor re-eftate gur- 
ton in the Paiſonage , ſome of the FaQious ofthe Parith 
combine to make him their Le&urer, and perhaps better 
approved of him as their Le&urer then their Parſon : 
rothis purpoſe cunningly,& on feigned pretences theyger 
ſome ſubſcriptions of the Pariſhioners , and annexin 
them to a Petition, for which they were never intended. 
preferred it inthceir own names, and the names of the reſt, 
ro the Houſe of Commons , that Burtoz might be their 
LeQurer : which was no ſooner propoſed then granted, 
and an order preſently drawn up to o* Burton pWer to 
preach in M. Cheftleas Pulpir,which M.Cbeſtlex reſolutely 
*ppoling, kindled ſuch Coales againſt him as afterwards 
fired him out of the Citie ; tor fince Maſter Cheſtlez will 
not give way to 8yxtoz: ro be partner with him in his Pul- 
pit, they reſolve to give him polleflion of the whole , by 
removing Maſter Cheſt{zn rotally from his Cure :*Tothis 
purpoſe Maſter Caſe ſends to the FaQion in Maſter Cheſt- 
lens Pariſh to frame ſome accuſation againſt him,in obedi- 
ence to ſo ghoſtly Councell , Maſter Cheſtley is preſencly 
accuſed to the Houſe of Commons for Preaching a Sediti- 
ous Sermon on Sunday the 23 of Ofober, that very day 
whereon the Batrell was fought at Edge-Hz[ ; The ſub- 
jeR of the Sermon in truth , being nothing elſe , bur an 
carneſt exhorration ro his Pariſhioners ro perſwade them 
ro conſtancy in the P»oteſtant Religion , perſeverance in 
che feare of God and the Kizg : preſently a Warrant is 
gomns for che apprehenſion of Maſter Ch-#lex.; on the 
hurſday following , they riotouſly aflaulc him in his 
houſeywich great Tumults,armed with drawn Swords and 
Piſtols : _ ſeizing on him, in great iriumph chey carry 
him to the Court of Aldermen, who now (it ſeems) are 
ſucceeded in the place of the. High Commiſſion, and are 
ro be Judges of true or falſe doGtrine : being broughr 


before this Lay Sanedrizz, whereof Penningtos the pre- 
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rended Lord Maier was Preſident, and a rabble of Schiſ- 
maricks crowding in,to give countenance tothe buſinefle, 
Capraine Yes their Leader, ſtands forth and accuſerh 
Maſter Cheftlex for a moſt dangerous ſeditious Preacher 
(rhough he confſled rbar he never heard him)and that he 
ſtood a delinquent in Parliament:others objected againſt 
him,” that he diſcouraged the Citizens from going to 
Windlor, though this Sermon were preached before thar 
treaſonable deligne was knowne, that the Kings Royall 
Caſtle ſhould become Captaine Yens Royall Caſtle, or 
his Countrey-houſe for the recreation of his Mopſa ; and 
that the people might have full content, M. ChejFen was 
there baited on every hand,every Alderman had his fling

Maſter Rowland Bartlets houſe : a man ſo well beloved 
;n his Country,for his hoſpitalitic , ſo deare to all ſorts of 

-ople, eſpecially ro the poore, for his Charirie, and thoſe 
hel pes which he treely beſtpwedon themyfor the recovery 
of the lick, the lame, and infirme, that had nor theſe Re- 
bells taken the opportunitie of his Neighbours being at 
the Fas re,rhis force had been roo weak,rto have made him 
che firſt inſtance ot the Rebels inſolency (inthat County) 
by way of Plunder : when they came to Cafle- Morton,tor 
feare of ſurprizal their Horle ſccure the Qreers, and hig[|:- 
wayes, while the Pikes and, Musqueteers beſer the -houſc : 
having made good all paflages, that none could goe in or 
come 9ur, withour their leave, Screen advanced towards 
the houſe : M, Bartlet perceiving himſelfe to be incleſed 
with armed men,their Muskers being bent upon his houſe, 
and his Pales [erving them inſtead of Reſts,comming out 
ofhis doores,met Scrzver in the Porch, and after a friend- 
ly talute, demanded of him the Reaſon of this warlike ap-

atter the good old Englith way of bidding,welcome,called 
tor ſome Beere, while Scy;vea (are there, and with a curi- 
ous eye luryeyed the furniture of the Roome , he eſpyed 
Maſter 
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Maſter Bartlets Sword banging on the Wainſcor, Seriven 
preſently raking ic downeglaid,ls notthis Armes?, yes,re- 
plyed Maſter Bartlet , but no more then is.neceflary tor 
every honeſt man,ro preyenc or repell injury on the high- 
way; yong Maſter 8artlers Sword hanging, by his fathers, 
Serrven takes down that too ; and utterly ro diſarme.thew, 
that ſo they might. rob them without refiſtancethe Rebels 
in the outward Roomes pollefle themſelves of Maſter gari- 
kts mans >word ; young Maſter Bartlet comming into the

her breft , andothers the points of their Swords, threat- 
ning her with preſent death, i* ſhe would nor diſcover 
where her Maſters Treaſure was:bur finding this woman 
nor tobe terrified with their threats, & fearing ſurprizall 
by ſome Forces which mighr come from worcefley , or the 
return of the Country people from the Fayr at Ledbury,be 
reſolved ro make tryall if he covld find our that which he 
ſaw would nor be diſcloſed unto him ; Therefore without

leave roenter : npon the {ignall given, leaving (inſtant 

their Guards & Stations.in a confuſed Tumulr they og 
intothe houſe: and as cager bounds at a lofle offer here 
and there, and know not well where to faſten , ſo theſe 
hunt from the Parlour to the Kitchen, from thence, by the 
Chambers,to the Garrats: every Roome is full,every one 
ſearing thar his fellow thiefe would preventhim, and ſeize 
upon the prey before himſclfe: beſides Maſter Bartlers,his 
Wiycs 


the weakneſfle of her Sex,and affright 
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Wives and Childrens weating apparell; they robtheir 

ſervants of their Clothes: wich the bur ends of rheir Muſ- 

quersrhey breake open the hanging-Prefles, Cup-boards, 

and Cheſts,no place was tree from this ragged-Regiment: 
and if ſo barbarous an our-rage , could poſhbly have ad- 

mitred any time,bur for a ſerious dereſtation of fo feul in- 
juſtice, ir mighchavedrawn a ſmilefrom the moſt eoncernd 
beholders , to ſee their thruſting and rumbling one anos» 
ther,the rude arts uſed to ſupplaint one another, and how 
one thief ſnatched and ſtole trom another : after this ſtorm 
was ſeene comming on , and to threaten this houſe in par- 
ticular, the ſervants fearing , that though che main brunce 
might light on their Maſter , = ſome ſprinkling mighe 
chance to fall on them , uſed all the arr of cunning they 
could deviſe, to preſerve thoſe ſmall ſummes of money of 
which their honeſt labour, and frugalirie had made them 
maſters, Bur *rwas in vaine to hide, where deſperare beg- 
gery,and reſolv'd Rapine wereto be ſeekers; in one place 
the Rebels tind rwentie ſhillings, ig another fortie, three 
porrnds here,more or lefle there: bur were it more or lefle, 
all was fiſh which came to Net, they ſpare none ; In this 
ſtrift ſearch, they mer with Miſtrefle Barzlers fweet-meats, 
theſe they ſcatter on the ground, nor daring totaſt of them 
tor feare of poylon : a wary conſideration , and fuch as 
ſtaved nor off the hardy Knight Sir #iUiam Brooke of 
K-nt, ro meet fiſts with a greazy common Souldier in a 
Gally-por, when the Rebels ot thar Countie did the hke 
out-rage onthe truely honoured Lady putters Cloſet, as 
you heard inthe firſt weeks Relation of this Mercury:and 
as for Syrups and Salves, thoſe charicable Proviſions for 
the ſick and maimed, theſe they trampled under foot, not 
providently fore-ſceing,thar ſcme of their Brerhren inthis 
Rebellion, might ſtand in nced of them, the Fryday nex. 
tollowing,at che Bartell of Wickefield near Worcefter where 
God, by the hand of the Kings Forces , under the Con- 
duQot Prince Kupert , gave the Rebells their firſt over= 
M » throws 
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throw; The happy Omen of Edge-Hill , and thoſe many 
other ſucceeding ViRories with which (no lefle ro: the 
wonder then confuſion of the Rebels) it hath pleaſed God 
fince to bleflle his Sacred Ma _ : Ina word,except Bed- 
ding,Pewter,and Lumber,rthey left nothing behind chem, 
for beſides rwo horſes laden withthe beſt things(Scrivess 
owne Plunder ) there being an hundered and fiftic Re- 
bells, each Rebell returned with a Pack at his back, As 
tor his Beere and Perry , what they could nor devoure, 
they ſpoyle , the earth drinking what the Rebells could 
nor, and then triumphing in their wickednefle, and glo- 
rying in their villany, they vaunted , That they bad made 
Bartlet a begger, and leſt him not worth a groat : yet all 
the Rebels were not of the ſame beliefe , for preſently at- 
rer, when the Earle of Eſſex poſlefied himſelfe of Worces 
fter,ſome under his Command came from Worcefter to Ma- 
ſer Bartlets houſe , where what was underevalued, and 
left by Scriven, and his Rout , was good bootie to theſe ; 
They take away good ſtore of Bacon from his Roofe, and 
Beete out of the Powdering-Tubs ; they ſteale his Pots, 
Pans, and Ketrles, together with his Pewrer to a great va*» 
lue, they ſeize on all his proviſions for boſpicaficie and 
houſe-keeping, and then breake his Spits, as unneceflaty 
utenſills , chey expole his Bedding w ſale, and Prefie 
Carts tocarry away his Chaires, Stooles, Couches, and 
Trunks, though cmpricd before by Scriven; and ſharp- 
Iy threaten all ſuch as ſhould be knowne ro harbour any 
of Maſter Bart{ets goods, And though theſe rwo Plun- 
ders , one upon the neck of the other , letr Maſter gar#- 
let a deſolare naked houſe , yet when the Earle of Eſſex 
came lately downe towards G:oxceſter and hid himſele, 
and his Army in Hedges, Uitches , and the incloſures a- 
bout T#exbury , on three ſeverall dayes, three ſeverall 
Companies came to vilite Maſter Bayz/ets houſe , preſu- 
ming,that in aloft a twelve months time the houſe might 
be new furniſhed , nor were they alrogether deceived in 
their 
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their expeRarion ; without, they Plunder him of eighr 
Horſes,and wichin,what ever they foundzthey made clean 
worke, the fift Plunder not ſparing his Kicching-ſtuffe, 
' which being reſeryed in a ſmall barrel,a Souldier putting 
it on his ſhoulder,carryed it away; commingrhis laſt cime 
ro M, Bartlets houſe , and underſtanding that he and his 
ſons were in the Kings Army,they abuſed his wife in beaſt- 
ly, immodeft, ſeurrilous Language, which 1 ſhall omit ro 
relate as offenſive co Chriſtian eares : I ſhall conclude 
this five-fold Plunder , wich the Relation of one of their 
Caprains bypocrifze,and a common Souldiers impiety,glo- 
rying inhis wickedneſle ; The Caprtaine being invited to 
cate of a ſtubble-SZoole, which a Souldier had Plundered 
and brought into his Quarters , refuſed roraſt of ic , and 
-_ this reaſon for his refuſall, becauſe it was ſtoln,which 
redin Miſtrefle Bare!er a great opinion that he was acon- 
ſcientious man , but being to march away, he that woulg 
cate no ſtoln Gooſe, made no ſcrupleto ride away upon a 
ſtoln Mare, for Plundering Miſtrelle Ba7t/ert of her owne 
Mare,this hypocriticall Caprtaine(and pattie it is I cannot 
rell you his name) gave ſufficientreſtimony to the world, 
That the old Phariſce and the new Puritan , have conſci- 
ences of the ſelfe-ſame temper, To firame at a Gnat , and 
ſwallow a Camell,meaſuring all a&ions,nor by lawful and 
unlawtull,buras they are more ar lelſe gainfull.Bur while 
the Captaine choſe rather to be a Villaine,then openly ro 
appeareſo,the common Souldicr would nor onely be ſo in 
4*4bur deſired ſo ro be accounted ; and therefore when 
his companions were carrying out M, Bartlets goods, a- 
mongf other things, one ſeized on ſome live Partridges, 
and being intreatcd to forbearzand to ſpare them,becauſe 
they were provided for a Great-bellied Gentlewoman, 
__ now readyto laydown her burthen,the common Soul- 
dier hearing him plead thus, barbarouſly replyed, If we 
bad made Veniſon of her great belly ,ſhe would nor haye 
long'd for Partridges,for L have killed young & old, Men, 
M 3 Wo- 
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Women and Children : and boaſting himſelfe in his fin, 
and glorying it bis Shame, withour regard had to the dan- 

erous longing of a v7.90 woman,it not ſatisfied;took 
them away. So truely is that of 'the Prophet , veriticd in 
theſe miſcreants, They declare their ſinne as Sodome , they 
hide it not, woe unto their Soule , for they have rewarded 
evill to themſelves, Elay 3. 9. |

N Novemb. 2642. ſome of the Rebells Foot Souldiers 
Jbcing Billerred ar Afor in the Countic of Middleſex, 
they preſently enquire of their Hoſts what their Lo&or 
was , (meaning DonCtor Feathy, their then ReRor ) and 
what Divine Service they had ; they anſwered according 
ro the truth,ehat he was a man who precitely obſerved the 
Canons of the: Chorch , and ſwerved nor a tittle from 
the Rubrick of the Common Prayer , wearing the Sur- 
plice , and ufing all the Rites and Ceremonies of the 
Church eſtabliſhed by Law.” Some of the Red coats re- 
plyed,Doth he ſo? We willteach him another Leffon, and 
make him leave thoſe Popiſh Superſticions, or he ſhall 
rue it, Soone after, rhey repaire to the Church at Aon, 
break open the doores by force , in the Chancell they find 
this ſubſcriprion on the wall , Thi Chancel was repaired 
and beautified ſuch a yeare by Daniel Featley D.D, ys + 
” whic 
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which they utterly defeaced ; Then laying hands on the 
Rayles, they dealr with them ( as Ducks do with a frog ) 
reare them limblefle , and afterwards burnt chem in = 
ſtreer, ſaying , Thar if they had the Parſon there , they 
would burne him with his Popiſh Trinkers. 

Seone after, Colonel Urrey took up his Quarrers at the 
Parſonage houſe, ſome of whoſe Souldiers (whether wil- 
lingly or by carcleſnefle being in drinke is not cercified) 
lying in the Doors Barn)ſer ir on fire, which burned'the 
whole Barn full of Corne, and two Stables downe to the 
ground, the lofle being eſtimarcd by the Inhabirants ar 
211 {,, 

Bur to leave Afon,and come to Lambeth,where the Se- 
aries wrecked their ſpleen,nor upon Valesor Rayles,or 
the fruits of the carth,as at 4 on, bur uponthe bodies of 
Chriſts Servants, on his owne day, and in his owae Houſe 
and Court. For Feb, 19.1642. even in the midlt of Divine 
Service, at the reading of the Te Deum laudamus,tourc or 
five Souldiers ruſhed into the Church with Piſtolls and 
drawn Swords, affrighred the whele Congregation our, 
wounded one of the Inhabitants , (whereot he ſoone after 
dyed) ſhor another dead , as he hung by the hands on the 
Church-yard wall, looking over tothe Palace Court,who 
might truely have ſaid in the words of the Poer,though in 
another ſenſe, Ut vidi, ut perii. 

Ir was gathered by many circumſtances, eſpecially by 
depoſitions taken before the Coroner, and by ſome ſpeeches 
that fell from their owne mouths, that their principall 
aime at thattime was to have murthered the Door which 
*ris probable they had effe&ed, had not ſome honeſt Inha» 
birants premoniſhed the DoRor,who was at the ſame time 
on his way towards che Church , intending to have Prea- 
ched. 

Abour the ſame time many of theſe Murtherers were 
heard expreſling their rancour againſt the DoRor, thus: 
Some ſaid, they would _ ogue as ſmall as Hearbs

Soone after this Sermon, ſeven Articles were preſerrcd 
2gainſt the DoRor co the Commirree for Plundered Mini- 
ſers by three Mechanicks, who had formerly been indi&- 
ed for B-swniſts at the Seſl1ons for the Countie of Surrey, 
but afrer long attendance the DoQ.was acquitted of them: 
yet ar lengththeſe SeRaries wrought lo powerfully, that 
the Door muſt be commicted to Priſon, how un juſtly fo- 
ever,'twas cough that he was a Doctor, and maintained 
the Religion eſtabliſhed in the C hurchof England ; And 
accordingly on the 30 of Septemb. 1543. he is committed 
ro Peter-bouſe his own houſe, Libraryand goods being firſt 
ſeized on,and hiseſtare Sequeſtred The Sunday atter bis 
commicment, and for divers other Lords days, he preached 
to his fellow- priſoners ,bur afrer a while he was prohibired 
by Iſaac Peawington the pretended Major of Loadon. And 
though Sir George Sands, vir John Butter, Maſter Neve, 
and other Priſoners of qualitic Peritioned rhathe mighr 
con- 
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continue his ſo doing , yer it would not be granted, 
See how this unjuſt impriſonment is reliſhed by a For- 
raine Divine, in theſe words : 


Am ſorry to bear of the cloſe Impriſonment of that worthy 
Dodor Featley ; What ? He wbo u, andever bath bin ſq 
ſtout a Champion ſor Religion, tobe ſo uſed by the Reformer; 
thereof ? But let not the Diſciple thinke it firange,when bi; 
Maſter ſuffered ſo much crueltie from the great Rabbins of 


Ifrael.

After the DoRor had beene many moneths ſtifled up in 

| Prifon, and having a Certificate from his Phyſician, that 
he could nor live long , it he had not ſome freſh aire, he 
Peritioned theſe ſoule-enthralling tyrants, and at laſt ob- 
tained leave to go to Chelſey Colledge for fix weeks , upon 
goed bayle , to recover his health ; bur ir pleaſed God to 
take him our of this world, upon the 19. day of April,1645. 
being the very laſt day of the fix weekes limited for his 
rerurae, 

During his ſickneſſce,he gave himſelfe wholly to Divine 
Meditations, often bewayling with teares the preſent tate 
of the Church of Exgland: he made a Confeſſion of his 
Faith to DoRor Leo, and the Dutch Ambaſladours Chap- 
laines , ſaying , That the doirine which he had alwayes 
Preached , and the Bookes which be had Prizted againſt 
Anabaptifts and other Seftayis , were agreeable to Gods 
Word ; Axd that be would ſeale the Proteflant Religion, 
(4s it was eſtabliſhed and confirmed by the Atts of three 
Pons Princes) with bis blond. And being asked by ſome 
that came to vifit him, what he thought of the Covenant? 
he ſaid, It was 4 damnable and execrable Oath, made pur- 
poſely to inſnare poore ſoules , and full of malice and Trea- 
ſew againſt our gracious Soveraigne. And ſaid he , For 
Church-Government (4 thing now much m_—— I 

are 
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dare boldly affirme ,that the Hierarchie of Biſhops is moſt 4- 

greeable to the Word of God, as being of. Apoſtslicall Infti- 

twtion,the takivg away whereof is dammable , aud that by 

conſequence »both the Presbyterian & Independent Govern- 

wents are abſurd and erroneous, neitber f tbem being ever 

heard of in the Church of God,till of late at Geneva; nor is 

there ſo much as any colour for them is boly writ. 1t is evi- 

dens ( ſaid ke ) that as the Lriefts in the Old Teſtament 

were above the Levites , ſoin the New the Apoſiles were 

above the Diſciples, and that the ſeven Angels of the ſeven 

Churches in the Apocalypſe were ſeven Biſhops » and that 

Polycarpus was Biſhop of Smyrna , aud Timotkeus of 
Epheſus, And for tbe Laitie, no pregnant proofe cax be pro- 
daced, that thty ever medled with the Priefts Funfion, or 

bad any power to ordaine Miviflers. And theſe things (ſaid 

he) 1 intended to have publiſbed to the world, if God bad 
ſpared me longer life,which I might( through his geodneſſe) 

bave enfoyed,bad 1 at been unjuilly impriſoned : which he 
ſeyerall rimes reicerated to his friends. 

Anon after be prayed thus : Lord ſtrike through the 
reynes of thers that riſe againſt the Church and King, and 
let them be as chaſſe b:fore the wind, and as ſtubble befeve 
the fire; let them be ſcattered as Partridges upon the 
mountaines, and let the breath of tbe Lord conſume them, 
but upon our gracious Soveraigne and his poſteritie, let the 
Crowne flouriſh, This (laid he) is the heartie and earneſt 
Prayer of a poore ſich creature. With which,and other ſuch 
ſpirituall cjacularions, he expired,

ming from the King , kept rhe Gates {hiit © keepe var 
the Mefienger, untill their intended \1:1rthers were fully 
finiſhed ; Bur ar laſt, when be had admiitance, courary 
tothe Law of Arms and Nations; Fines committed him ro 
priſon, where he remained long, 

All theſe indeayours of a pious Prince to reſcue His 
faithfull Subjetts, being fruſtrated by the obſtinate ma=- 
lice of theſe bloody Rebells, and having no force ro com- 
pell what he could nor fonwace, they goc on to aQt their 
cruell intentions, After Sentence of death paflcd on 
them, they purſue them with threars, and uſe no lang - 
age tothem bur death and hanging, often menacing what 
they could but once.inflit ; So that each night they 
thought to dye next morning ; Having ſome dayes lan- 
guiſhed under the inſulting Crucltie of theſe bloody 

utcbers, and being frequently robbed of rheir neceſla- 
ry food by the Centinells, ( that ſtood at their Priſons, 
not ſo much that they mighe net withdraw themſelves

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Thus have you ſcene the Martyrdome of theſe Loyall 
Citizens, ſuffering for their Religion , by Seftaries and 
Atheiſts; for their Loyaltie , by Traytors and Rebels ; 
and for their. Lawes and Liberties, by Libertines and 
ſennes of Belial; a FaRt ſo horrid, and in which ſo many 
A&sof Cruelric and Injuſtice did meet and concentre, 
that as no Hiſtory ( not thar of the Anabaptiſts of Ger. 
many ) cangive us a Paralell of this Rebellion, ſo this 
Rebellion cannot give us a Paralcll of this Murther,

He Anthor of the French Hiſtory,rela« 
ting that horrid Rebellion of the holy 
Leagne #» France, the Prototype of the 
preſent Rebellion 4» England, gives this 
definition of Charatter of one of thoſe Zealots : 
The Eilentiall forme (ſaid he) of a Zealous Ca- 
tholike in the Holy League, was to Rob and Pro. 
phane Churches, to Raviſh Wives, and Virgins, 
to murther Men againſt the Altars, to ſpoyle the 
Clergy,not to bethe Kings Servants, which that 
age held for a Crime, but to vomite out againlt 
him, all the indignities, and all the wickednefſes 
which Irreligion ,- and Injuſtice could invent in 
mad Souldiers : do but change Zelous Catholibe 
into Zelous Puritan, and no Pencill ever limb'd a 
Rebell of thzs preſent Rebellion ſo exattly to the 
life as this : And though they have out-done all 
examples, preſidents of Wickedneſſe , Cracltie, 
Diſloyatiie, Sacriledge and Prophanation, as if in 
them the devill meant to ſhew his Maſter-piece, 
raging in them horribly,vecauſe heknows thathe 
hath but a ſhort time, yet.to their diſhononring of 
God,their vilifying his holywor(hip,prophaning has 
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T emples, blaſpheming rhe footſteps of his Anoyn- 
Ea Aron apd contemning his Priefls,&Mi-| 
nflers,to their rending,tearing, & trampling un- 
derfoot all Hallowed Ornaments and Utenſils, 
provided for the reverend aud decent worſhip 
God ; I know nothing that they have left undons , 
which remaines yet to be added to therr accarſed 
' impictes: So that what. the old Euſtathians, Meſſa- 
ans, Eratricelli,* the.reſt of thoſe wild Hereticks, 
(who placed their Religion in Contempt of Cox- 
fecrated Churches,T emples,and Oratorzes, places 
conſecrated, and ſet «part for the publique worſhip 
of God )darſt not do.

kind; but not imployed to holy Hſes : Nay, the ho- 
nonring Gods houſe , was ever held an Ingredi-

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What opinion the Ancient Fathers , ##th Greeke 
and Latine , had of ſuch places , may be colletted 
from thoſe Magnifieent, and honourable Names, 
whereby they commended them to the dne eſteeme 
of ſeverall Ages in which they lived : Some in re- 
_ of their uſe and imployment called chem the 


rds houſe, ſome the Patri of Chriſt, 
ſome the Dowry of the Spouſe of Chrilt, ſoxze a 
Conſecrated Poſſeſſion of God,axd 4 boly Soyl :

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parable valour : In this ſhort, bur Sierce Confli&t,Colonel 
$ andys was wounded,and being dilmounied his Horſe. be- 
came priſaner to the Kings Partee, Being thus wounded, 
and as then was conceived, mortally, he began to refle& 
upen himſelfe,and finding fo linle warrant ia his now un- 
biaſs'd conſcience for his undertaking,which had broughe 
him irito this condition, his perplexed ſoulc brake our into 
many ſad expreflions of remorſe 2 crying our, #7e,woe, to 
evill Counſell,and bappy are they that doe not take it. And 
being pur in mind by a Reverend Vottor in Divinity,and 
Chaplaine to Prince Kypert , of the haynoulnefle of the 
fin of Rebellion,he acknowledged himſelfe ro have fallen 
intothart finne , andthat God was juſt in his Judgemenrs 
for finding him our in bs axiguitie, profeſling withall his 
heartic ſorrow and repentance for it ; whereuponthe Do- 


 Qor.replyed, thar it he recovered, perhaps the ſame.per- 


ſvaſions from others, or inconlideratenefle in himfſelfe, 
wight again ingage him inthis Rebellion,atwhich words, 
a litle lifcing up his hand, be profefied, He would rathey 
bave i cpt »ff, then vuer again lift it up againſt the King: 
he freely acknowledged the juftice of the Kings cauſe, and 
that he had obſerved the bleflings of God to accomanyir, 
an4 when the Door deſired leave to reſtifie his re 

rance tothe world, he freely gave him leave, asking God 
and the King torgivenelle , praying for a bleſling upon 
him,and his proceedings. Inthis mind he continued while 
Prince Kuperr and the Kings Forces wich him ftayd m 
Wrcefter:and whether after the Earles pofſefling himſelte 
of orceſter, by the kmperuous ſollicirations of thofe Mur- 
rherers ot Soules,thoſe Faors tor hell;their Schiſmarical 
LeQurers, (who make men twofo/d more the children of 
thedevill then thimſelves he fell off,and turned Apoſtate 
from his newly reſolved Loyalty,as repenting ot his repen- 
rance,is uncertain; Thoſe that were abour him & ſaw his 
weaknefle, ever declining from the firſt hourc he received 
bis wounds, muſt teſtify ro the World that he had neirher 
ſtrengrþ 
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ſirengthof hand to write , nor ſo much compoſedneſle of 
ſpirit, robe the Author of that Spurious, Suppoſiritious 
Vindication, Publiſhed in his name Of.11. 1642. he be- 
ing (wharſoever thar forgery pretends) as unable ts vin- 
dicate himſelf with bis pengas his ſword:bur if they had his 
beart as well as hand,ſubſcribing to that Atheiſticall reſo- 
lurion,where they thus bring him in foaming our bis own 
ſhame, The 4pp:ehenſion of death never hitherto ſo neerly 
touched me , but if Godfhall once reftore me to my former 
Brength, 1 ſball by bis belpe , with as much alacritie and1 
hope courage, eadeavour io defend, and mainiaine with my 
deareft blood,tbis ſo good a cauſe (mcaning this preſent Re» 
bcllion) as everi was at firſt ingagedin it, It I ſay they 
had his bears as well as his baxd to that Reſolutien, I am 
afraid it wasro0 evident a Symprome cf a wicked man, 
given upto a Keprobate ſenſe, which of all ſpiricuall judg - 
ments queſtioulelle is the greareſt ; and mighr juſtly call 
tor thoſe Torments of body,which afterward, as aGangreen 
devoured and cate up his fleſh, and thoſe pangs of Conſei- 
exce , Which I am atraid were bur rhe carneſt of a worſe 
condition ts inſuc : for as the Pſalmift ſaycs , As for ſuch 
as turne back unto their uwne wichedneſſe , the Lord ſhall 
lead thems forth with the workers of iazquitie, Plal. 125.5, 
but I remember thar of Saint Paul, Fudge notbing before 
the time, untill the Lord come, 1 Cor. 4.5. And therefore 
while on Suppofition I write my feares, poficively I decer- 
mine nothing, not knowing, whether God might nor give 
him the grace of repentance atthe laſt , which if he did, 
he onely (I darc (ay) ghar gave the Grace, knew of it : 
concerning his erernall condition therefore, I ſhall 
leave him to the judgement of that Righteous God, thar 
judgerh Righrcous judgement , and gives to every war 
according to hs workes : and onely informe rhe World 
12 what condition the Colanel lay ,' uncill the time of his 
difolucion , and purcing off his carthly , bur loathſome 
Tabernacle, :

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As the Colonel was amongſt the Rebells a very conſi- 
derable man , both for his extraction and qualitic , and 
likewiſe for his Eſtate (to ſay nothing of his valour and 
reſolution, had chey been Loyally imployed) fo it was a- 
mong their chieteſt cares to recover him ot thole wounds 
which he reccived in their unchriſtian quarrcil : while 
therefore the Rebells army lay in Worcefler (which was a- 
bour three weeks )though then upon more ſtriR ſearching 
his wounds, in the opinion of the beft Chirurgions they 
were not mortall,yer,wharlocver the Art & invention, ei- 
ther of the Phyſician or Chirurgion , could contribute xd 
his recovery,was not omitted when the Rebels army drew 
our to meet the Ying , in their march from Shrewsbury, 
whichchey did tocheir cet at £ dge-bifl, the Colonel was 
commirred to the care of his own Chirurgion, then in pay 
under him, F»bn Anthony of London: to whom, as a wit- 
nefle and an aſbſtanc in the cure, was joyneda Chirurgi- 
cn of the Citic of Worceſter , Edward Marſhall : who, 
though they both uſed all the art & induſtry that poſſibly 
they could toeffeRt the cure, yet the difficulties every day 
mulciplicd againſt the means,and inde!pight 6f their Bal> 
ſomes,his wounds did putritic & the rot;to the won- 
der of the Artifs,and the Scorne of their Art : In ſo much 
that the Chirurgions,after much varietie of means uſed , 
& much firugling with theſe growing-evils(the cure ſtill 
going backward,as if their skil had bin imployed to widen 
thoſe wounds which theypretended to cloſe up)were heard 
by many of the Citie of Worceſter, roconfeſle, what Hippe- 
crates ſayes,every Phylitian ſhould firſt look after in eve- 
ry-cure,that there was, drier ri, the band of God in it,that ir 
was a peculiar judgment upon him, that the cauſlc of rhis 
pucrefation was more then natural:nor were they withour 
good grounds for this conjeRure,for beſides the concluſt- 
ons of their own Art,directly thwarted,cxperience on the 
ſeverall parts of the body ot their patient, was a clear de- 
monſtrar{on ; thoſe wounds inthe upper parts of his body 
"IL; | ncarc 
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neare the vitalls, and therefore more dangerous,were cu- 
red long before his dearh , bur thoſe in his rhigh, which 
were fleth-wounds, asthey call them , Theſe were the Op» 
probria Chirargorum , here the tleſh did dayly rot and pu- 
rrifie,and was cut away by degrees, even ro the leaving of 
the bones naked,and ſtunk in fo loarhſome a manner,rthar 
as he was a burthen to himſelfe, ſoro his friends roo, and 
thoſe that were about him,being hardly able,tor the noy- 
fomenefic of the ſmell, ejrher ro come neare him ro doe the 
offices of neceflary attcndance,or ſo much as toendure the 
Toome where he lay, ſo into'crable was the ſtench, and ſo 
ottcnfive, ; 

Nor were the wounds of his bedy more inſufferable to 
his friends,then the wounds of his sonſciencero himſclt,rthe 
gu lr of Rebellion wroughr in him ſtrong convulfions of 
Soule,high diſtempers of mind, yetthat he mighr not ſinke 
under the burchen ot his woaxded ſpirit, a weight that re- 
quires morethen man to ſupport ir,he ſent for Maſter Cot- 
zerell, an Orthodox godly Miniſter, and Parſon of Saint 
Andrews in Worceſter to Adminiſter a word of comfort un- 
to him in this his afflicted condkion. 

When Maſter Corrcere! came unto himyzhe found 044- 
diab Sedgwick xthar ſcandalous ſedirious Miniſter ef Eſex, 
in private conterence with the Colonel , and Bread and 
Wine, ready prepared for the Lords Sapper : Sedgwick 
having ended his difcourſc, went ro Prayers, whereup>n 
Maſter Cotrterell offering io withdraw,he was intreated by 
one of the Colonels, ſervants ro ſtay,which accordingly he 
did: Scdgwich having concluded his exremporary prayer, 
ro2k his leave and departed, refufing ro ſtay either to ad- 
miniſter che Sacrament to the Colonel,or rocommunicate 
with him ; of which refuſall, when Maſter C ottered atter- 
ward deſired ro.know the reaſon, all the ſatisfaRtion that 
was givea him,was , That Sedgwick was not fully aflured 
ofthe fitnelle &.duc preparation of rhoſe thar were to re+ 
ive the Sacrament with him, Deſperate Hypocrifictwhate 
ſogver 
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ſoever he was perſwaded of the / ion of the other 
Communicants , 'tis moſt certaine, fie could nor be igno- 
rant of the unfirnefle of the Colonel himſelte , whom he 
himſelfc in all probabilicie perſwaded to returne with the 
dogge to bis vomit \ and roJuſtifie himſelte in that {ane of 
which bur very lately he ſeemed to repent ; 'ris more pro- 
bable, that, that poore remainder of Conſcience in Sedg- 
wick, nor quire yet pur away, though itſuffered him to 
betray,in private,a dying wan to impenitency, under faj- 
ned prerences of whart he in his own ſoule muſt necd con» 
feſſe ro be a crying fin,and inrowled by Saint Paw! himſelf 
amongſt thoſe workes of the fleſh, which doe exclude from 
the __—_ of Heaven : yet his heart might ſmite himg 
and his conſcience wirhſtand him , as it were tothe face, 
that he durſt not ſeal that deftrutlive counſell by delivery 
of the Sacrament : Sedgwick being gone, the Colonel 
willingly entertained conference with Maſter Cotterell, to 
whom he made a generall confeſhon of his fins , andthe 
grievouſneſl of them , profefiing his heartie repentance 
and forrow for them. Bur as the two pretended Houſes of 
Parliament, intheir Caralogue of finnes, reckoned up in 
their Homily (if without offence I may fo call it) aydot- 

teredrochis Nation as the ſubje& matrerx of their ſo/em* 8 
humiliation, quite forgot [ y:ng and Rebellion , for ſome 

#caſons beſt knowne to themſelves : fo this Chawpion of 
theirs, in his generall Confeflian, made no mentign ofthe 
fin of Rebc{ion, which moſt nearly concern'd him, and tor 

whichin all probabilirie he was veryſuddenly co render an 

agcount to God:1 Conteflion moſt neceſſary both for higy 
ro make, andihe Miniſter ro requiye, before he could be 

rhought a fit receiver of thoſe dreadfull myſteries; bur after 

this generall Confeſſion, having received the Sacrament, 

Maſter {ottere/{commended him to the grace of God, for 

that time left him ; and having by one or two vilies, .gtter 

that, as he thought gained ſome incereſt in the Colonel), 

comming againe to him, and finding h'm ina calmezem- 

per, 
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, and judging it a fic opporrunitie to inquire into lis 
Lonfciencd _; ſound - what . lw:fion he now 
had of his raking.up Armes againſt his Soveraigne, he 
deſfired the Colonel ro command his ſervants our of the 
| roome, thar he might, ſpeake with him in private , which 
being done,and all witncfles removed; bur ©0d,and their 
own Conſcicnces, Miſter Cotterelprefacing his diſcourſe, 
with a ſol:mne Proteſtation,thar in what he djd,he propo- 
ſed no other end;bur the lalvation of his ſoule, deman 
of hio1, whether he were not ſorry for drawing his ſword 
againſt the King + And whether he were not perſwaded in 
his Conſcience ot the unlawfulneſle of it ? 'Vo which thl: 
Colonel replycd , That be wr perſwaded , that it was 
lawful, baving takeu up Armes not againſt tbe King,”but 
for the King,for bis good, to bring bim bach © bis Parlia- 
ment,to make him more glorious then any of bis Predeceſſov1, 
and to redeem bim from his evil Counſeltl.rs, and thoſe Pa- 
iſh Malignants that were about bim. 1 o which old thred- 
are prerences (iriventedto palliateT reaſon, and blanch 
their maſt grofle Rebellion) when Maſter Cotteref oppo- 
fed the Lawes of Sod , the Lawes of the Kingdome, and 
ſecended both, by the Kings moſt cleare and ſatisfaQory 
Declaration, able ro undeceive the abuſed world,and dif. 
pell that miſt of errour and prejudice, which the heads of 
this Rebellion had caſt before the eyes of the people of this 
deluded Nation: the Colonel not able to return any rea- 
ſonable anſwer,or pre-inſtruted by 3edgwick , who fore: 
ſaw what encounter he was like ro meer withall, ſuddenly 
called aloud to his ſervants to come in, whoſe preſence ſex 
ancnd ro the Conference : after this; '\iaſter Cotterell 
(ſome ſay. by DoRor Bruce his Phifitians advice, though | 
&>e not abſolutely afficm it)was wholly negleRed, & Ma- 
fter Hel/ſctor was ſent for, Parſon indeed of Saint Nicholas 
in Worcefier , bur more acceptable to thoſe what gave this 
counſell, under another capacitie, as hee was the City; 
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Bur 


Bur before we acquaint you with what ſuccefſe Halſeior 
underrooke,and diſcharges this imployment,ic will noe be 
amifle to let the world know,what reward this dying Co- 
lonel incended to beſtow on Maſter Cotrered tor all his 
paines taken with him , when the Colonels Wife cameo 
#'orcefley ts viſite her husband, and being informed by her 
ſervancs how frequently Maſter Cotterei bad viſited her 
husband , what paincs he had taken in adminiſtring che 
Sacrament, and his great care in praying and conterring 
with him :- ſhe very nobly prefied her busband to grativie 
Maſter Cotterell by ſome honorary gitt,as an acknowledg- 
ment of his thankfulnefle , that he might reape ſome of 
his Tewpore/ls, to whom he had fo plencifully ſowed ſpi- 
Fitzell things : to fo reaſonable a motion, made by che 
Wife of bis boſome, the Colonel moſt unworthily,and moſt 
ancharitably replyed,Sweet-beart be comtent,»e ſhall find 
bim a Deli : but he that ſhall reward « cap of co/d 
Water,ihall not forget ſo great a work of rota 
endeavours to turne & y to rightrox/ſneſſe (thoug 
ſucceſſe anſwer rf ._ a yethe 
ſhall ſhine ar the Stars for ever and evir, nor fhall his 
worke be is vaine in the Lord. 
I Coterel{ being thus moſt unthankfully re- 
xtcagthe Colonel is now committed wholly tothe care of 
$ New holly Father Maſter Haliſetor,a man of a Schi(- 
maticall Turbulcn ſpirir,firrer ro make a Rebellthen re» 
clame'a relapſed Traytor , and fince bath followed thax 
counſel whrch he gave by deſerting his Cure and joyning 
himſelfrothe Rebels:the men of this FaRion have an Acc 
to torment perplext conſciences inſtead of coforting them, 
dif not ſo much the promiſes of the Goſpel , as the 
ferrors of the Law, as if the way to ſpiritual Conſolation 
were through defpaire, and no way led to Heaves ſo ſure, 
as what coaſted by the confines of Hell ; whether Maſter 
pooey dealr thus with the Colonel,] cannct ſay,perbaps

like of fuch proceedings grew to ſo grear a height , rhat 
ſome wiſe men were deccived into an opinion, that the 
Houſes would puniſh the offenders for the preſent , and 
publiſh an Order to reſtrain the like out- rages forthe fu- 
rure ; & indeed,though ſome good men, Members of both

ſame fare with the Rayl,and was broken in pieces by them. 
At the Eaſt end of the Quire,did hang a very fair Table, 
wherein were written the Ten Commandements, with the 
. Pictures of Moſes and Aaroxon cach fide of the 1 able; 
policfied wirha zealc,burnot like that of AMeſes,tbey pull 
downe the Table, and breake it into ſmall Chivers, *Twas 
no wonder that they ſhould break the Commandemenes in 
nheir repreſemarion,thar had before broken them all over 
In their Subſtance and SanRion ; they force open all the 
Jocks, either of doores or desks wherein the Singing-men 
lay& up'their-Common-Prayer Books , their Singing- 
Books,their Gowns and Surplices;: they.rent the Books in 
pieces, and ſcarrer the torne leaves all over the Church, 
even tothe covering of the Pavement, bur againſt the 
Gownes and Surplices their anger was not ſo hor , theſe 
werenotarwongſt rhe Andthemare, bur be reſerved 
to ſeculiar uſes? in the South crofle le on the one fide,the 
Hiſtory 6fthe Churches Foundarion, was very artificially 
pourtrayed whitthe Piftures of the Kings of Exglaxd; on 
rhe other fide over againſt them, are rhe PiRures of the 
Biſhops, 25 well of Seelſtyas Chicheſter , began by Kebere 
Sherbern,the 37 Biſhop of that See,and the Series brought 
down by him his own times at his 6wn Charges, who as 
he made that of the Pfalmiſt , Dilexi decorum demws tui 
domiine , Lord 1 have loved the beautie of thy houſe, his 
Impreaſe attd Morro, ſo he made it his worke , and endea- 
vour. Theſe Monuments they deface and thangle with 
their hands 2nd ſwords, as high a8 the y could : and 


rs ſhewthei? laye and Zeale' ro the Proteſtant Religion, 


eſtabliſhed in che Church of Exgtend,one of thoſe Milcre+ 
anes picked out the eyes of King Edward the fixt's yer

the Bothe of Commen-Prejer. Onthe Tuciday'fol- 
lowing they had a folemne Thank{-giving , - for their 
ſuccelic in gaining that Citie. Men of Cauterized Conſiie 
ences, and given upto aKeprobare ſenſe, thus, nor 
0 take the Name of God im vaine, but damnably to B 
pheme it,as if he were the Patron of Rapine,Blved and S8#- 
crilege. Atter the Sermon was ended, as men nor inf 
by the holy Spirir,of which they ſo much boaſt, bur po 
and tranſ{porred by a Bacchanalian fury , they ran up and 
downe the Church, with their ſwords drawne , ing 
the Monuments of the dead , backing and hewing the 
Sears and Stalls, ſcratching and ſcraping the painted 
walls: Sir William"aller , and the reſt of rhe Comman- 
ders ſtanding by as ſpeRators,and approvers of theſe Bar- 
barous Impicties: yerfor feare leſt in this Schiſmaricatl 
frenzy, the ſword in mad mens hands might miſtake, Sir 
william Waller, a wary man as he is, and well knowne-not 
to be roo apt to expoſe hanſclteto danger, ſtood all the 
while wich his ſword drawn,and being asked by one of his 
Troopers v;hat he meanrro ſtand in thatPoſture? He an 
ſiverced, That it wasto ſecure himſclfe,you know,'tis writ- 
ren , The wicked are dfraia where no feare is ,, tor 
the People made him an Idol{in London, yer being no Po- 
piſh, bur a Puritanicall (doll, ( for they have their dots, 
and their Idolatry , as much as the Charch of Rome) there 
wasno danger to his perſon, tobe miſtaken for an obje& 
of their Reformation at (bicheſter, 1 he ſame Trooper ad- 
ded alſo, That if bu Golone! inthe Low-Conntries were 
there, and commended in thiefe , be would hang up balfe z

is). they cannot {© farre with-hold the truth in uarighte- 
08{neſſe,as not to read their doome in that word they (hall 
Judge ._ at the laſt day : here they ſtole the Miniſters 
plice and Hood , and all the Linnen ſerving for che 
Communion :, and finding no more Plate but the Cha- 
lice, they ſteale char too , which they brake in pieces , to 
make a juſt,and equall divident amongſt themſelves ; for 
an.

ing the Barbarous broken expreſſions of Agilber- 
rxhis Biſhop) divided this large Dioceſe berweene Ag#- 
$errus and #Y5ns,, and leaving AgHbertmus to refide at Dor- 
chefler , cauſed wins to be Conſetrared Biſhop of winche- 
fter. Bctore we rell you by whom, and in what manner 
this Church was robbed and ſpoyled of its Ornaments 
and beantic, ir will not be impertinenr ({ while it may 
ſerve as an aggravation of their impictic ) briefly ts ſer 
downe by whom this Church was builr,and fo richly ador- 
ned,as lately we ſaw it. This magnificent Strufure which 
now ſtands , was begun by #Yalhelinus the thirtie fifth Bis

cills of chis Charch, being many, rich, and coſtly , were 
the gifrs of ſeverall BenetaRors, who though their names 
are nor recorded in carth,have found their reward 
in Heaven, This Church was firſt differenced by the name 
of Saint Amphiba/as , who rectived a Crowne of 
dome under the perſecution of Dioclefian z Next it ex- 
changed this name for rharof'$.

The Rebells under the Condu of Sir liam Taber, 
fare downe before the Citic of #i#ch:fter, on Tueſday the 
14 of December, 1642,about twelve of theclock, anden- 
tred the Ciryrhat atternoon between rwo and three: bei 
Maſters of the Ciry,they inſtanly fall upon the Cloſe,un- 
der apretence to ſearch for Cavalicts, They ſeize upon 
the Prebends Horſes, and demand their perſons with many 
threatning words : That night, they brake into ſome of the 
Prebends houſes, ſuch houles as they were direfted unto, 
by their Brethren the $cdirious Schiſmaricks of the City , 
and Plundercd their goods. Bur the Caſtle not yer ſur- 
rendred intothe Rebels hands, ſomething awed their in- 
ſolency ; which being rhe next day delivered upto their 
power,did not only take awaythereſtraintwhich was u 
chem,but incuuraged rhem, withour check or controule,to 
rob atd defie, both God and all good men, Wedneſday 
thereforezand Wedneſday night, being ſpentin Plundring

=; ready, nay greedy torob God and pollute his Tem-, 
ple.. The doores ing open, as if they meant to invade 
Gad himſeltc as well as his poſlefſion , rhey enter the 
Charch wich Colours flying, rheic Drums bearing , their 
Matches fired,and thart all might have their part in ſo hor- 
rid an atrcmpe,ſome of their Troops of Horts allo accom- 
panicd chem in their march, and rode up through the bo- 
dyof the Church and Quire,uncill chey came tothe Altar, 
there they begia their work, they rudely plugk downe the 
Table and break the Rayle: and afterwards carrying it to 
an Ale-houſe, they ſer ir on kire, and in that fire burnt the

bove, at the invitation of his Maſters below, (as himſelfe 
confefled) ro garher what ftrength hee coald io ſtop all 
paſſages that no Plare might be ſent ; Bur his deſignes be- 
iog fruſtrated , and his opigion as of an aQiveſubrile wan, 
thereby ſomewhat ſhaken and endangered , hee hathever 
fince bent himſclfe r» worke what revenge and miſchiefe 
he could againſt us. In purſuic whereof, before that month 
was expired, downe he comes againe in a terrible manner 
with what Forces he could eCraw together, and ſurrounds 
divers Collcdges , while we were at our deyorion in our ſc» 
verall Chappels, taking away Pciſoners,ſeverall DoRors of 
Divinity, Heads of Colledges , v3. D. Beale Maſter of S, 
Jobw's Coltedge, D. Martin Maſter of Queens Col. and D. 
Sterne Maſter of Jeſus Col. men of ſuch eminent worth and 
abilicies, as render them above the reach of our commenda- 
tion, and th:{c he carryes with him co London in triumph : 
And though there was an expretle Order from the Lords 
Houſe for their impriſonment in th: Tower, which met them 
at Tottenbam- High croſſt, (whe:cin notwithſtanding there 
was no Crime cxprefled) yer were they led cap:ive through 
Bartholomew Faire, and tv as farre as Temple-Bar, and back 
through the City to priſon in the Tower, on purpoſe that they 
might be houted at , or ſtoned by the rabble-rour, 

Since which time, now above three yeares togeth:r they 
have been hurried up and downe from one priſcnto ano» 
ther at exceſiive and unreaſonable charges, and fees exa- 
Qed from them, farre beyond their abilties to defray, ha-* 
ving all their goods plundered, and their Maſterſhips and 
Livings taken from them, which ſhould erve them 
from famiſking. And chough in all rhis rime” rhere was ne- 
ver any accuſation rt, much leffe proved agaiaſt any 

them; yer have they ſuffered intolerable impriſonmene 
over fince, both by a ke cſpeci _ 
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the Ship, where for ten dayes together, they (with many 
other Gentlemen of great rank) were kept under deck, 
without ' liberty to come to breath in the commen ire, 
or to eaſc nature, except at the courtehic of the rude Saylors, 
which oftentimes was denyed them. In which condition, 
they were more like Galy-ſlaves , then free-borne Sub- 
jeRs, and men of ſuch quality and condition z and had been 
ſoindeed, might ſome have had their wills, who were bar-

And now that we are mentioning our Reverend and wore 
thy Heads of Houſes, we may nor omit, what our Jong exile 
from the ſaid Univerſity will not ſuffer us otherwiſe theo by 
certaine Report to be apprehenfive of : Namely, that a ve- 
© xy great number of them are ſince in the ſame condition 
with us, that is, deprived of all, and baniſhed : Particu- 
Jarly, the Right Reverend Fathcr in God, the Lord Biſhop 
of Exeter, againſt whomcheir malice could invent no more 
then that he was a Bi{bop, nor pretend any thing, bur thar, 
being Vice-chancellour , hee did according co his office 
preach a learned and pious Sermon in Saint Maries, March 
27. 1645. being the day of His Majeſtics moſt happy inau- 

ration. To whem wee may adde that moſt reverend and 
—— man, DoRor Collins, His Majcſties Profefior of 


Divinity, whoſe extraordinary worth and paines had conti- 


nued him in that place almoſt, thirty yeares, and made his 
name famous, and his perſon defirable in every Proteſtant 
Univerſity in Chriſtendome : And yer his Loyaltic and con- 
ſcience cauſed our new pretended Reformers to think him 
unworthy ſo much as ofa Countrey Cure (for they ſeque- 
Nced likewiſe both his Livings) though fince, as wee heare, 
they have reſtored him ro his Profeſſors place, which none 
of them are able to diſcharge, and he living in their Quar- 
crs, 
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cers, durſt not deny, Thus likewiſe have Door Combey, 
D.Pask, D. Coſin, and D.Lany, been deprived of their '{e+ 
verall Maſterſhips and Livings, and ſome of them alſa. 
plundered of their .goods , though all of them be; very! 
eminent for their Learning, Prudence, Judgement and Pie» 
ry, among all char .know them ,/ and haveno prejudice of, 
them. And tor concluſion (as the epitome of all) wee adule' 
D. Holdſwerth, whoſe univerſall approbation pur him ups 
the troubleſome office of ——— for three 
es together in the beginoipg of theſe troubles ;- yer he- 
hos his Trienniall Rn Eiek his perſon was ſei-, 
zed upon and imprifoned, firſt in Ely-bouſe, then (becauſe 
they thought that was not expenſive enough, though they 
had plundered him» of all) rhey thruſt him into the, 
Tower, onely for 'his:Loyaltie in ſceing His Majeſtics Com» 
wands exccutcd tor the printing 'of ſuch Declaracions aq' 
Cambridge, as were formerly printed at Tork ; which though' 
the Commitrees before which he appeared have alwaics ob- 
jeRed aginſt him as Licenſing the Kings Books, yet hath hee 
ever denyed ir» {for the manner, though nor for the mayer); 
profelling himſcife before them,nor to be ſo [awcy as to offer 
toLienſe any thing which His Majeſty commanded to-be\ 
printed : bur yer ſtill enjoyning che Princer (as he would 
anſwer the ' conrary at bis perill) that the thing might be 
performed according to His Majefties Command.

And though the grave reſolutions of all the Reverend 
Profeſſors of Divinity and Law in ſo f:movs an Univerſity 
ought to be more ſacred and powerfull with them then the 
noiſe of their new Teachers and obfireperous Amrricez 
Lay-Le&urers, yer they are not aſhamed, after all rbeſe 
(upon mature de'iberation an4 conſultation with the reſt of 
the Learned men of that famous Univerlity) have publique- 
ly and unanimouſly. declired their proceedings to be flatly 
contrary to Chriſt:an Religion and Loya'ty, (and have ſtood 
thercin even to impriſonment and death) to perſwade the 
filly abuſed multi-ude, that all is for the Defence of His M&- 
ſeſly, and the Proteſtant Religion, 

Neither is their wild fury confinable within thoſe banks, 
it ſwels yer higher : for as the Tyrm: wiſhed that one 
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had bur one neck , that hee might cur it off at one ftrokez 
ſo theſe having gor the opportunicy, impriſoned the whole 
Univerſity, MHercb 23, 1643- which day the whole Senate, 
(the Repreſentative Body of it) bcing ſolemnly aflembled 
in the Regent Houſe, were there violently invironed with 

reat Bands of Armed Souldicrs , who wanted no:hing but 
the Word ts diſpatchus , becauſe wee would not vote ins 
matter 25 they would have us , rhough that matter did not 
any whit concerne them or their Cauſe , more then. the 
conferring of a Degree upon ſuch a man as the whoke 
Univerſity in their conſciences judged unworthy of it 2 And 
one Maſter Danes , (Generall of that. famous Expedition, 
bur formerly a member at that Houſe which he then ſo abu- 
« ſed) adding Perjury to his former finnes, came in a terrible 
manner, (contrary to his Oath formerly taken to his Mo- 
ther the Univerſity) and flatly denied the Vice-chanceilour 
leave to diflolvethe Congregation, unlefſe hee would firſt 
promiſe that the matter ſhould be- vored, as they required : 
Whereupon ſundry Members of thar Senate , being obſer- 
ved to make uſe of that Statute-liberty and Freedome, 
which was cfſertiall ro that Aﬀemblie , were forchwith ſei- 
zcd on, and impriſoned by the Committee , in no berter 
Lodgings then the common Covrr of Guard. Which ſtrange 
and violent prrverting of our Univerbtics proceedings, wee 
wondred ar the leffe, for that this Capraine had not done 
more to us, then Captaine Yee with his Raggamuffins 
had done formerly to the ſacred Senate of the whole King- 


Me. 

And that all Academicall Exerciſes might expire, and ſo 
the face of an Univerſity be quite raken away , a grave Dis 
vine ( the Lady Margerets Publique Prea- 
cher) going to Preach Ad Clerum, (according 
to his office) pridie Termini, was furiouſly 
purſued over the marker place by a confuſed number of 
Souldiers, who in a barbarous uncivill manner cryed eur, 
A Pope, A Pope, and vomed high revenge if he offered 


ro 
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to goe into the Pulpit ; whereupon the Church was flraight- 
waycs filled with great multicudes, and when ſome who 
accompanyed the Preacher, told them , 1t wes an Wniver- 
fay Exerciſe, and to be by Statute performed in Latine , they 
replyed , They knew no reaſon bs all Sermons ſhould not be 
performed in Engliſh , that all might be edified , threatning 
withall to teare the Hoods and Habirs which Graduates then 
wore, according to the Univerfity Statute, Yer all this may 
erhaps be extenuarcd as a ſudden uproare of undiſciplined 
Couldiers, bur (which is the aggravation of all , and makes 
us beleeve that theſe perry Refarmers were bur the ſenſlefle 
inſtruments of higher Agents) when all this was 1clatcd to 
their then Generall of be Aſſociation, no courſe 
was taken ar all to prevent theſe growing milſ- Lord Gray 
chiefes, but the Divine appoiated by Stature ro of Warke, 
preach ad Clerum, was intorced te returne Re 3#- 
fed, and glad he could eſcape ſo : And this is the great pro- 
teRion which Learning is like to find fiom theſe grand pre» 
tenders to adyance it. 

And that Religion might fare no berter then Learning 
in the Univerſity Church, (for perhaps ic may be Idolatry 
now to call it Saint Mares) in the preſence of the then 
General} our Common-Prayer-Book was torne 
before our faces, norwithſtanding our ProteAi- 
on fromihe Houſe of Peercs for the free uſe 
of it, ſome (now great one) encouraging them 
ig ir, and op:nly rebuking the Univerſt:y Clerk M. Crom- 
who complained of ir before his Souldiers. Thus wel. 
thoſe Reyercnd Fa.hers, the Compilers of ir, , 
who ſealed che truth thereof with their deareſt bloud, be- 
ing contene to burne at a ſake for the light of the Goſpel, 
are now this ſecond time martyred and torne in pieces 
ro their Lirurgie, yet all this under pcrence of Re- 

gion. 

It will not be ſtrange now to hear how our perſons have 
been abuſed, ſecing Religion and Learning have —_

firable: And (which was likewiſe coatrary to an Order)

Rors had out of their devotion conferred to« 
Clare Hall, wards the re-cdifying of an ancient Colledge

Bur (a5 if Bridges and materials for Buildings were no-

S. Johns Coll. ledges in our Univerſity, which they plun- 
dercd the true owners of, for above ſixteen 
monerhs together, as an eſpeciall argument of their love to 
Learning, and have converted all the old Court thereof into 
a Priſon for His Majeſties Loyall Subje&s, (which before 
the other was built, has contained above three bundred 
Students at a time) nor ſuffering any whom it concerned 
to remove 2ny bedding or other goods, whercof the Gaoler 
could make any uſe or benefic , but renting them all 
out together with the. Chambers at above five bundred 
pounds per Ap. 

And as if ſpoyling of one Colledge were not enough, 
their malice has ſince extended it ſelfe ro all rhe reſt, in 
Quircecing multicudes of Common Souldiers in thoſe glo- 
rious 
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rious and ancient Struures, which our devour and Royall 
Founders deligned for Sanctuaries of Learning and Pietys 
bur were made by them meere Spittles and Bawdy- houſes 
for fick and debauched Souldiers, being filled with Queans, 
Drabs, Fidalers, and Revels night and day. Which black 
deeds of darknefle being divers times complained of by us to 
their Officers, and the particular men thewed them, who 
had thus lewdly abuſed our Colledges, none 

oftheſe new Reformers were ever puniſht,nor Pembr, Hall, 
the holy Siſters removed, nor ſo much as cal- 

led before any that then bore rule among us. By which 
meanes, (ſce what Religion they fight for, and whact a glo- 
rious Reformation we may expeRt) they have difhonoured 
God, countenanced lewdnefic,ſcandalized modeſt and civill 
men,and driven from us or poyſoned among us, thoſe young 
Students which were leſt. 

Tothis we may adde, how they have torne and defaced 
thoſe Reverend buildings, pull'd down and burncd the 
Wainſcor of our Chambers, our Bed-ſteads, Chaires,Stools, 
Tables, and Shelves for our Books, fo as they may now 
have ſome plea for multiplying of Gaoles, if the Liberty of 
the Subje& ſhall ſo require. And when their ragged Regi= 
ments which had lyen lowzing before Crowlaxd nigh a fort- 
night, were commanded to Cambridge , forthwith the Col- 
ledg:s' are appointed for their Kennels , and fourſcore 
were turned looſc into one of the leaſt Halls 
in th: Univerfiry, and charged by their Of- Pemby, Hal. 
fcers to ſhift for themſelves ; who withour 
any more ado,broke open the Fellowes and Scholars Cham- 
bers, and tzok their Beds from under them. Bur when the 
Kings Priſoners taken it Hilſden-houſe were broughe famiſhed 
and naked in triumph by Cambridge to Lexden, ſome of our 
Scholars wc re knockr down in the ſtreets, only for offering 
thema cup of ſmall beere ro ſuſtain nature, and the drinke 
throwne in the kennell, rather then the famiſh:d and par- 
ched throats of the wicked , as they cſtcem d them, hone 
uſurp 
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uſurp one drop of the creature. And it is much to be fea. 
red, they would have ſtarved them in priſon

What ſhould wee mention moreover , how we have been 
over-whelmed with ioſupportable Taxes extorted from us 
by plundering , ſefled not by any of our owne Body, but 
(which is dire&ly contrary to our eſtabliſhed priviledges) 
by the Arbitration of a few confiding Aldermen , our pro: 
fefled Enemics , who, inſtead of that gratitude which very 
nature requires at their hands, now repay us with unſatiable 
malice and Envy; which property of theirs hive fince 
commendcd and qualified them to be appointed Commiſli- 
oners and Judges to ſtrip us of our Eſtates and Livelyhoods, 
And: when neither our Coaſciences nor Eſtztes could ex- 
tend any further to defray their impoſts for our very Cham- 
bers (which their Soldiers then poſſeſied and burar) beſides 
all exciſes, weekly paiments, Taxes, fife and twentieth 
part, upon all our Reyenews, and other ſuch new termes of 
property and libertic , all the fivour we can expe from 
them, is , quietly to be thruſt into priſon withour ſarther 
abuſings. 

And although all theſe are but fad Theames to be thus 
farre inlarged and dilated upon, yet they thinke they 
can ſtop the noiſe of all theſe juſt complaints with their 
wſuall grinning objetion , thet ſundry of our Students 
are in the Kings Army: making that to be their crime , to 
which if their owne innate Loyaltie did not draw them , yer 
their haughty and heatheniſh uſage would of neceflity drive 
them : For who had not rather fall upon the bed of honour, 
2nd affert with his deareſt blood, his Religion, Loyaltie, and

ſome that were there preſent)hisReverendChaplain learn-

Thus are-we impriſonedor baniſhed for our conſciences, 
b:ing not.ſo much as accuſed of any thing elfe,Jonly ſuf 
Qed of Loyaltie to our King, and Fidelity tro our Moths 
the Church of England ; and notonely ſo, bur quire ſtrip 
of all our livelyhood, and cxpoſed to beggery, having ng. 
thing left us to ſuftaine the neceſſities of nature, and 
of us no- friends to goe to, but deſtitute and forlorne, nat 
knowing whither to bend one ſtep when we ſer footing out 
of Cambticge, having one onely companion, which will 
wake us rejoyce in our. utmoſt afflictions, vix, z4 cleare 
Conſcience in a righteous cauſe : Humbly ſubmiccing four 
ſelvesto the chaftiſement of the Almighty, who after he 
bath tryed us, will at laſt caſt his rods into the fire, 

As for us, God forbidthat we ſhould take up any rayli 
or curfirg, who cre commanded one)y to bleſſe : we areſs 
far from thar, thar we have rather choſen to let the names 
of our greateſt perſecutors rot in our ruines, then ſo much 
as mention- them with our pen, ſave onely where neceſſity 
compelled us unto it- 

Bur though we ſpare their names, we hope we may with- 
out offence ro any deſcribe their qualities : And therefore 
ifPoſteriry ſhall ask, Who thruſt out one of the eyes of thi 
Kingdome ?

Symon Sudbury in the fury of Wat Tyler and his fel- 
lowes ; Beture theſe, Saint Zohn Baptiſt had his head 
danced off by a lewd woman zand Saint Cyprian Archs 
Biſhop of Carthage, ſubmirted his head to a perſecu- 
ting ſword. , Many Examples (great and good) and 
chey reach mie patience ; for I kope my Cauſe in Hea= 
Yeti will Tooke ot another dye, then the colour that is 
put upon it here. And ſome comfort it is to me, nor 
only that I goc the way of theſe great men in their ſe- 
veralf generations, bur alſo that my Charge (as foule 
as tis made) lopks like that of the Fewes againſt Saint 
Paul, .CAtts 25.

And firſt, this I ſhall be bold to ſpeak of che King 
our gracious Soveraigne ; He hath beene much tradu- 
ced alſo for vringing in of Popery ; bur on my Con- 
ſcience = which I ſhall give God a very preſent ac- 
compt) I know Him to be as free from this charge, as 
any man living z and I hold Him to be as ſound a 
Proteſtant (according to the Religion by Law cſtabli- 
ſhed as any man in this Kingdome ; And that he will 
venture His Life as farre, and as freely for it ; and I 
think I doe,or ſhould know,boththis affeRion roReli- 
gion, and His grounds for it, as fully as any man in 
England.

of this. 1t is a fearful thing to fall into the bands of 
the living God, bur then eſpecially, when be is making 
Tuquifiton for blood And (with my prayers to avert 
it) I doe heartily delire this City to remember the 
Propheſie that is exprefied, Fer.26. 14,15 245 for me 
bebold I am in your hand ; dot with me as ſeemeth 
good and meet unto you, But know yee for certaing, 
that if yee put me to death, ye ſhall ſurely bring inn- 
cent blood upen your ſelves, and upon this City, aud 
the Inhabitants thereof, & c, 
The third particular is the poor Church ofEngland, 
Ir hath flourdhed and beene a ſhelter to other neigh- 
bouring Churches, when. ftormes have driven upon 
them. Bur, alas, now it is in a ſtorme ir ſclfe, and 
God onely knowes whether, or how it fall get out ; 
and, which is worſe then a ſtorme from without, it is 
become like an Oak cleft ro ſhivers with wedges made 
out of its owne body, and at eyery cleft prophaneſſe 
and irreligion is entring in, while as Proſper ſpeakes 
(in his ſecond Booke De vits contempts cap. 4.) Men 
that intreduce prophaneſſe are cloaked over with the 
name Religionis Imaginariz, of Imaginary Religion ; 
for we have loſt the Subſtance and dwell too much in 
Opinion, and that Church which all the Jeſuires ma- 
chinarions 
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thinatioris could ndr ruine, is fallen into danger by 
her owne. 

The laſt particular (for I am not willing to be tos 
long) is my ſclfe ; I was borne and __— the 
doſome of the Church of England cſtabb oy Law; 
in that profeſſion I have'ever fince lived, and in that 
I come now to dye ; This is no time to diflemble with 
God, leaſt ofall in marter of Religion 3 and therefors 
[dere ir may b*- remembred, 1 have alwayes lived in 
the Proteſt int Religion eſtabliſhed in England, andin 
that I now come ro dye, - Wha: clamour atid flnders 
I hay: endured for labouring to keepe an Uniformity 
ia the externall ſervice of Ged, according te the Do- 
&rine and Diſcipline of this Church, allmen know, 
and I have abundantly felt. 

Now at laſt I am accuſed of High Treaſon in Parli- 
ament 2 a crime which my ſoule ever abhorred ; this 
Treaſbn was charged to confifſt of theſe rwo parts, 4n 
endeavony to ſubvert the Lawes of the Land, and a 
like Endeavour to overthrow the true Proteſtant Reli- 
gion eftabliſhed by Law.

It was Vid, Priſoners proteſt :tions at the Bar muſs 
not be taken. I can bring no witnefle of my heart & 
the intemtions thereof rp reten I muſt come 10 my 
Proteſtation,not at the Bar,bur my Proteſtation ar this 
houte and inſtane of my death ; in which I hope all 
men will be ſuch charirable Chriſtians, as nor to 
think I would dye and difizmble, being imſtantly to 
give God an accompt for the truth of it : I doe there- 
fore here in the preſence of God, and his holy Angelis 
take it upon my death, That I never endeavoured the 
ſubverſion either of Law or Religion ; and I defire you 
all eo remember this Proteft »f mine concerning migie 
innoceney jrr theſe, and from alt Treaſons whatfoever. 
I have beers #cenſed Hkewi[t 2s an enemy to Parte» 
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ments ; No, I underſtand them and rhe benefit that 
comes by chem too well to be ſo; Bur I did miſlike the 
miſgoyernmems of ſome Parl. many wayes, and [ 
had good .rcaſon for it , for Corruptio optumi eſt peſſi. 
ma, there is no corruption in the world fo bad, as that 
which is of the beſt thing in it ſelfe : For the berter the 
thing is in nature, the worſe it is cortupted. And that 
being che higheſt Courr, over which no other hath ju. 
riſliion, when tis miſ-informed or lf goveraed hy 
Subje& is left without all remedy, Bur 1 have done, 
I forgive all the world, all and every of thoſe bitter 
Encmics which have perſecuted me, and humbly de- 
fire to be forgiven of God firſt and then of every man, 
whether I have off. nded him or nor,if he doe | ut con- 
ceive that I have. Lord doe thou forgive me,andI beg 
p—_—_ of him,And ſo I heartily defire you to joyn 
in Prayer with me. | 
{ne God and mercifull Father, looke downe 
upon me in mercy, in the riches andfulneſſe of al 
thy mercies looke upon me ;, but not till thou haft 
nai'ed my finnes to the Crofſe of Chriſt not till thou haſt 
bathed me in the blood of Chriſt, not till I bave bid 
my [elfe in the wounds of Chriſt : that ſo the puniſh- 
gent due unto my ſinnes may paſſe over me. And ſince 
thou art pleaſed to try me to the uttermoſt, I humbly 
beſeech thee give menow in this great inſtant, full pa- 
tience, proportionable comfort, and a heart ready to dye 
for thy bonour, the King's happineſſe,and thu Churches 
preſervation...
